PREFACE 


F any Works ſtand in need of a Preface, I think thoſe of Antiquity do, 
4,5 containing in themſelves the moſt irregular Variety imaginable; for the 
8 1 BRI Writer u ſo employd in making Diſcoveries, that the Reader muſt ne- 
CES ceſarily be at a Stop till the Way can be pointed out to him. The Hiſto= 
— an and Antiquary differ in thu, the firſt travels on a direct Road, while 


the other i employ'd in marking out and meaſuring ſome Lands bordering upon it; or, 


to uſe another Compariſon, the firſt builds a new Fabrick, (which, if he's skilful, he 

may do regularly, having the Materials provided him,) while the latter © gathering 
the broken and irregular Fragments of an old one; whilſt he's intent about which, it 
ts impoſſible to know exattly the Method and Manner of his Search. Not willing there- 
fore to bewilder the Reader in theſe Church Ruins, without giving him ſome Directions 
to avoid lofing himſelf, I choſe this ſhort Way to point out to him the Method I have 
taten. But firſt, before I lead him, it is requiſite to inform him of thoſe Guides I have 
followed, the Methods of their Enquiry, and the Reaſons for my engaging in a freſh one. 
The earlieſt Writer I meet with # Sulcardus, or more properly Sulgardus ; he was a 
Monk of thts Convent in the Reign of William the Conqueror, and was a Favourite of 
Vitalis, Abbat of this Church, to whom he has dedicated his Book; it conſiſts chiefly of 
Charters granted to this Convent before his Time; there are ſeveral Copies, but I think 
it is almoſt impoſſible to ſee one that is genuine. After him one Sporley a Mok, like- 
wiſe of this Houſe, wrote concerning the Foundation, ancient Cuſtoms, . Charters, &c. 
with the Lives of ſeveral of the early Priors and Abbats ; he liv'd about the Tear 1402. 
After him John Fleet, Prior of this Church in the Reign of Henry VI. wrote the 
Lives of ſeveral other Abbats, and an Account of Charters, c. Theſe are all the Wri- 
ters of old who have made this Church the U nd of their Writing, tho ſeveral others 
have ſcatter d its Affairs in their Hiſtory, and particularly Matthew Weſt, whom 
Sporley often quotes ; Matthew Paris, Wc. As for what Writings relate to the Church, 
which come not rectiy under the Name of Hiſtory, I find but very few in the Cotton 
Library; but there are undoubtedly the largeſt Collections of that Kind in the ineſtimable 
Archives of the Right Honourable the Lord Harley. The Writers fince the Reforma- 
tion are two, viz, Mr. Camden, who has in a ſmall Latin Tract given us the Inſcrip- 
tions of the Kings, Nobility, and others, lying in this Church; but he has added ſome 
Epitaphs, either of his own or others, that were never there; ſo that his Follower has 
been led into Miſtakes by that means. His Follower is Mr. Keep, who modeſtly calls his 
Books Monumenta Weſtm. in which he has taken much Pains. Theſe are the 
only Writers, at leaſt of any Notice fince the Reformation, that have purpoſely applied 
themſelves to this Work, but neither of them ſeem in the leaſt to have any Intent or De- 
fign to engage in the Task of the Antiquities of this Church and Convent. It was upon 
the different Ways of theſe Writers treating the Subject, that I choſe to collect what was 
material from them, and by uniting the early Pieces which relate to the Church, with 
the later, which deſcribe the Tombs, together with the Aſſiſtances of what Light other Hi- 
ſtories and Manuſcript Charters, 8c. could give me in this Affair, to attempt a general Hi- 
ſtory of this majeſtick and antient Strufture both in her Riſe and preſent Condition. In 
handling which Subject I have taken this Method; firſt, I have given the Hiſtory of her 
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Foundation, Variny of Building, Riſe of Wealth, Benefactions, &c. to the Time of the 
Reformation. 2. To the antient Hiſtory I have adjoin'd the antient Cuſtoms, the Shrine 
of St. Edward, Wc. And then after deſcribing the Building, I have divided the Work by a 
Survey of the Monuments, ſo that the Sculptures might be equally ſhar d between the Vo- 
lumes. This Survey is, 1ſt, monumental; 24ly, the flat Stones, tho ſome of theſe are 
among the Monuments, but it was only where the Plates, without a due Diſtance, would 
have crouded one upon another. Then I have taken an Account of Perſons without Mo- 
numents, of which are a vaſt Number antient, not mention d heretofore. Then I pro- 
ceed to deſcribe the Cloyſters, 8c. and the Tombs there. The Reader will likewiſe find 
the Chapel of Henry VII. particularly deſcrib'd in the ſecond Volume. After this View 
of the Dead, I proceed to the modern Hiſtory of this Church fince the Reformation to 


this Time, but have firſt led the Reader ſome Tears back to ſuch Gifts as were given 


it before that Time, and which came ſince to my Hands. After the modern State he will 
find the modern Government and Cuſtoms, the Sanctuary, Coronations, &c. the Lives of 
the Abbats and Deans largely written, being collected from Hiſtorians and antient Manu- 
ſeripts. And laſtly, the Appendix, containing all the principal Papers and Charters alluded 
to in this Book. This is the Method I have purſu d. Now to ſpeak to ſome Paritculars. In 
this Hiſtory the Reader will find that I have omitted blazoning the Arms in the Manner 
Mr. Keep has done, for theſe Reaſons; firſt, the Engraving expreſſes thoſe that are 
viſible; and as for thoſe that are not, I would not venture upon Mr. Keep's Account, 


who has colour d Arms on Alabaſter and Marble, without Authority in many Places for ſo 


doing. I therefore rather choſe the Way of Sir William Dugdale, and the moſt valuable 
Church-Antiquaries, who have altogether omitted them. 2. The Diſpoſition of the an- 
tient Lands at the Reformation are not continu'd, which was, leſt it would make the firſt 
Volume too large; I therefore choſe to give a ſhort Account of them at the End of the 
ſecond Volume. The Names of Places, as well as Terms and Cuſtoms, I have explain'd 
by a Gloſſary. I have one thing more to obſerve, which is, the Tranſlation of the Epi- 
taphs into Engliſh, a Task which J unwillingly undertook; but the Engliſh Readers, 
who were ſuppoſed would be many, requiring it, I comply d. 

IN thoſe Tranſlations ] have endeavour d to preſerve the Senſe as much as poſſible; 
but it cannot be imagin'd, that, in a Work of this intricate Nature, a Writer can in- 
ſtantly unbend himſelf to the eaſy Freedom of Verſe, or ſtudy even the Beauties of 
Proſe: And therefore, I hope thoſe Gentlemen, who have written ſeveral of theſe cu- 
rious Pieces, will excuſe me, when they find, that beſides the Deficiency of our Lan- 
guage, the toilſome Fatigue of this Study has occaſion d their Thoughts to appear with 
Diſadvantage: And this they will the more readily do, if they conſider that the Men of 
Letters, will ſtill have Regard to the Original; and thoſe who have none, as they 
cannot judge of the Beauties of the Latin, ſo neither will they diſcover the Inſufficiency 
of the Engliſh. "What Errors in point of Hiſtory may paſs by me, or however I may, 
after writing ſome Part, have, upon further View, another Thought, tho' not mate- 
rial in either of thoſe Points, the Reader will excuſe, if he confiders rightly the Dif- 
ficulty of being correct in ſo large and laborious an Undertaking. What Aſſiſtance I have 
had, or hope to find from Gentlemen, in communicating Materials for this Undertaking, 
I ſhall acknowledge gratefully in a large and more particular Preface before the ſecond 
Volume And in the mean time cannot, with Honour or Gratitude, omit returning my 
moſt humble Thanks to the Lord Biſhop of Rocheſter, who, as he is among the greateſt 
Judges, is among the greateſt Encouragers of Learning, and in a particular Manner 
was pleas'd to offer me all the Encouragement imaginable in this Undertaking. |

CHAS 1 


Of the FounDaTion of the Church. 


HERE is, I think, no Church whoſe Original has afford- 
ed more various Matter of Conjecture than this; and thoſe 


who have earneſtly contended for her Antiquity have fo 
clouded that Time with Fables, that we ſcarce know 
where to find it. 

SOME, who were reſolv'd to give her as early and as 
great an Original as they could, tell us, that St. Peter 
himſelf founded here a ſmall Oratory. Theſe Writers 
who place this Church ſo early, ate themſelves of the 


ems ſtrange they ſhould ſee farther into early Time, than 
thoſe who liv'd many Ages before them. But the Monks were a Set of Writers, 


who had the peculiar Faculty of leaving nothing unimprov'd that paſs'd thro' 


f WE their Hands, till at length, by enlarging the Building, they overthrew it by 


45 its own Weight; and by endeavouring to make Actions great and ſurprizing, 
they grew monſtrous and incredible. 


Bur the making St. Peter Founder of this Church, however falſe, could be 
of no great conſequence one way or other, were it not that it is made uſe of 
Jas a Proof of his viſiting theſe Iſlands; and that is a Reaſon the Church, faid 
co be govern'd by him, urges for our Submiſſion to her Government. 
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2 
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To prove the Apoſtle's being here, they bring the Authority of Simeon Meta- 
phraſt. on Euſebius; which Authority even the greateſt Advocates on that Side 
{ometimes deny, as particularly Baronius, who taxes him with quotimg Things 
from Euſebius, which are not really in him, as in this particular Caſe he does. 
But it not being to my preſent Purpoſe to enter far into the Diſpute, I leave 
the Reader to fee it fully handled by the Learned Uſher in his Antiq. Eccleſ. 
Britan. and Biſhop Stillingfleet in his Origines Britannicæ. | 

INDEED this Story is of ſo late a Date, that it is not worth while to con- 
fute it, Bede, nor any of the antient Writers, ſo much as hinting at it : Neither 
does the Charter of King Edgar mention it; which it would certainly have 
done, had there been the leaſt Grounds for it; for Biſhop Dunſtan, who ſet 
him upon endowing it, was a Man very fond of ſuch ſurprizing Stories. But, 
in ſhort, the Story had its Birth thus; A certain old Many named Wulfine, being 
Abbot of this Church in the Time of Edward the Confeſſor, had a Dream to that 

urpoſe. n we 
l 1 uk Writers of this Church proceed farther, and tell us, That this Temple, 
or Oratory, continu'd till the Perſecution which rag d in Britain for the ſpace 
of two Years; during which Time it extended not only to Perſons, but ſacred 
Buildings were thrown down, the Graves of Saints open'd, and their dead Bodies 
thrown out, and the very Face and Appearance of religious Worſhip ſeen no 
more; of which Gildas and Bede give a particular Account. *Twas then, ſay 0g 
theſe Writers, this Oratory ſhar'd one common Ruin with the reſt, and in the : 
Place where it ſtood the Pagans erected a Temple to Apollo; which Temple 
continued till toward the Time of Antonnius, when, as ſome ſay, it was thrown 
Britannia. down by-an Earthquake.

Age before theſe Inlargements, and ſeem not ſo much as to have thought of 
them. Bur the later Writers, though differing from one another, all politively 
fix the Time; as, Matthew Weſtminſter in Anno 185; Roger Niger in the laſt Year 
of the Reign of Antonnius, (i. e. Marcus Aurelius Antonnius,) and Anno Mundi 
5385; John de Taxter, a Monk of Bury, Anno 169; Malmsbury fixes it 264 
Years before the coming of the Saxons, and 411 Years before the coming of 
Auguſtin the Monk into England. 

Tris Temple then being overthrown or pull'd. down by Lucius, who had 
lately embrac'd the Chriſtian Religion, he here erected a Church, and gave 
it large Endowments. To back which the Authorities before mention'd, and 
many more of that kind, may be brought; and particularly one, who aſſerts, 
That from the Time of Lucius and the early planting Chriſtianity in this Land, 
this Church had been ſet apart for the Coronation and Sepulchre of our Kings, 

and keeping the Regalia. In another Place, that it was the Place of Sepulchre ü 

1 for our Kings till the Time of Dioclefian ; which is directly falſe; for this Church 
Fi! was not thus honour'd till the Time of Offa. But indeed, the whole Story of |

THEREFORE rejecting this pompous. Set of legend Builders, let us fee 
what the earlier and more {imple Hiſtorians tell us concerning this Affair. And 
in order to underſtand them, we muſt obſerve, that they place this Pagan

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Temple not in the Roman but Saxon Times; and tell us, it was in Being at the 
Converſion of the Engliſh Saxons by Auſtin the Monk, and thrown down by one 
of the earlieſt Princes who was a Convert to the Chriſtian Religion. An an- 
tient and honourable Original ! Of which they were ſufficiently proud ; till the 
Debate running high, and the Story of King Lucius making on a ſudden a 
great Noiſe, they remov'd the Aras, and make him a Party concern'd in this 
Church, as well as in many others in Britain. But this Cheat and Impoſition 
will preſently appear upon further Examination. 

$ULcARDUs, the earlieſt Hiſtorian of this Church, who wrote in Anno 1080, 


at the Perſwaſion and from the Hands of Mellitus, who, coming over with 
Auſtin the Monk, was plac'd Biſhop of London, pull'd down a Pagan Temple at 
a Place call'd Thorney, from being over-grown with Thorns, about two Miles 
diſtant from London, and founded upon the Place a Church deſign'd to the Ho- 
nour of St. Peter. 

Trar this was the Heathen Temple ſaid to be here ſtanding, and that it 
continued to Sebert's Time, and that he was undoubtedly the Founder of this 


new Church, will appear from the Authorities themſelves; which I ſhall quote, 


to prevent any Diſpute. And firſt, take the Authority of John Fleet concerning 
the State of Paganiſm here in the Saxons Time: This Fleet was a Monk of Weſt- 
minſter, and liv'd Anno 1443, which tho' a late Authority, he ſeems to have 
copy d ſome authentick Pieces in Being at his Time: His Words are theſe, 
when ſpeaking of the Overthrow of Religion by the Saxons; Langueſcente Bri- 
tannorum fide & juſtitia, convenit per vices in diverſas Britannie partes, incredule 
gentis Anglorum, & Saxonum, multitudo copioſa, qui tandem totius inſule nacti, 
dominium ſecundum patrias leges in cunctis regni provinciis aras & fana diis ſuis 
erigunt, Ecclefias Chriſti ſubvertunt, Chriſtianos ejiciunt, & Paganiſmi cultum in omnes 
fines terre ſue dilatant, rediit itaque veteris abominationis ubique ſententia, a ſua 
Britones expelluntur patria, immolat Diane Londonia, thurificat Apollini ſuburbana 
Thorneia. The Britiſh Religion and Juſtice decaying ſenſibly, there landed in 
c all Parts of Britain a prodigious Number of Pagan Saxons and Angles, who at 

length over-{preading the whole Iſland, and becoming Maſters of it, they, 
according to the Cuſtom of their Country, erected to their Idols Fanes 
and Altars in ſeveral Parts of the Land, and overthrowing the Chriſtians 
Churches, drove them from their Worſhip, and ſpread their Pagan Rites all 
around the Country. Thus was reftor'd the old Abomination wherever the 
Britains were expell'd their Place: London worſhips Diana, and the Suburbs of 
* Thorney offer Incenſe to Apollo.” And then proceeding, he ſays, Rex orien- 
talium ſaxonum Sebertus Regis Ethelberti ex ſorore nepos, accepto ſanctæ regenera- 
tionis levacro, dejecit funditus Apollinis templum prope Londoniam in Thornenſi inſula 
ſeituatum, & Ecclefiam ibidem in honore beati Petri Apoſtolorum principis devote 
fundavit & conſtruxit: © Sebert King of the Eaſt Saxons, Nephew to King 
Ethelbert, having receiv'd Baptiſm, threw down the Temple of Apollo ſituate 
in Thorney Iſland, near London, and there devoutly founded and erected a 
“ Church in Honour of St. Peter, Prince of the Apoſtles.” The antient Chro- 
nicle, entiled, Liber Regius, ſpeaking of it, ſays, Sebertus rex a ſancto Auguſtino 
baptizatus, in occidentali Londonie parte, de quoddam fano quod tunc Apollinis ha- 
bebatur, & locus Thorneya diftus, bafilicam Deo & ſancto Petro fabricavit, ſanctoque 
Mellito Londinenfi Epiſcopo dedicandum commendavit : “ Sebert the King being 
* baptiz'd by St. Auſtin, in the Place where ſtood a Temple dedicated to Apoll, 
* on the Weſt-ſide of London, call'd Thorney, erected a Church to the Ho- 


* nour of God and St. Perer, and requir d of Mellitus Biſhop of London

anno DCIV. Ethelberti hortatu primi Anglorum regis Chriſtiani, deſtructo prius ibidem 
abominationis templo Regum Paganorum, a Seberto prædivite quondam ſub regulo Lon- 
don, nepote videlicet ipfius regis conſtructa fuiſſe aſſeritur. The Church of St. Peter, 
« {aid to be built at the Directions of King Adelbrich, by his Nephew Sebert, uns 
« der whoſe Government was London, in a certain terrible uncultivated Place 
« call'd Thorney, from the Thorns growing there, Wc.” This Charter mentions 
ing Adelbrich's influencing his Nephew Sebert to erect this Church, muſt be uns 
derſtood, that Ethelbert having ſuperior Rule on this fide Humber, Sebert was, as 
it were, a petty Prince under him; and therefore ſome Writers have doubted 
whether Ethelbert himſelf was not the Founder. Nanulph. Ciceſtr. mentions no- 
thing of Sebert, but only that, quidem ad inſtigationem regis Ethelberti conſtruxit

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zen of London; as does likewiſe Mr. Fox. To prove which, he quotes Bede's 
Annals under the Vear 614: But as J can find nothing to that purpoſe there, I 
fear the old Gentleman in his haſte has taken ſome Hint from the Mention made 
there of the Pantheon at Rome. However, ſince all the Charters mention Sebert 
as Founder and Benefactor, I ſee no reaſon to deprive him of it: And there- 
fore winding up this long Account of Roman Perſecutions and Lucius's Bene- 
faQtions, the whole. Story appears to be only this; That Sebert, King of the 
Faſt Saxons, being by Auſtin's Preaching, and his Uncle Ethelbert's Example, con- 
verted to Chriſtianity, built this Church, where he either pull'd down, or found 
the Ruins of a Pagan Temple; which Church he devoted to the Honour of 
St. Peter, and gave Orders to Mellitus, then Biſhop of London, to conſecrate 
it accordingly. 


AND thus I have gone through this Rubbiſh of Fables to come at the Truth 
of this Foundation, I fear, with more Trouble and Fatigue to my ſelf, than

Bur to return, Mellitus having heard of this miraculous Conſecration, haſtens 
to the Church, and finds the Chriſm, the Drops of the Wax Tapers, and all the 
Marks of a real Conſecration; whereupon he deſiſted from proceeding to a new 
Conſecration, and in remembrance of this Miracle order'd the Name to be chang'd 
from Thorney to Weſtminſter, from its Situation, and not from its being oppoſite 
to another at the Eaſt- end of London, call'd Eaſtminſter, as ſome ſay; Mb the 
Church of Eaſtminſter, near the Vifualling-Office on Tower-Hill was not founded 


till the Time of Edward III. Whereas in a Charter of King Edgar's for Mede- Ig F. Se- 


hampſted, Wifius, or Wulfius, ſubſcribes as Abbot of St. Peter's Weſtminſter, &c. 
Anno 966, and to an Eccleſiaſtical Cenſure Walfinus, or Wulfinur., And to a 
Charter of Cnute, or Canute, the Dane, Winoth ſigns by the ſame Title. There 
is one, but that of the lateſt Date, viz, 1072, who in a Settlement of the Diſpute 
between the Archbiſhops of Canterbury and York ſigns, Ego Goiffard. Ab. Sti. Petri 
quod non longe a lund. fitus eſt. E But there is no room for Argument, it being 
plain the Name was given as a Niſtinction to the latter, not to this. This ſurprizing 
and miraculous Conſecration Bede never once mentions, and he was a Writer 
who would not willingly have ſlipp'd ſuch a beloved Theme. 

Tux Charter of King Edgar firſt mentions it, and ſays, the Church was, non 
ab alio ſed ab ipſo ſancto Petro Apoſtolorum principe in ſuum ipfius proprium honorem 
dedicatam, © dedicated by no leſs than St. Peter, the Prince of the Apoſtles, to 
his own Honour.” And King Edward, in one of his Charters, per ipſum beatum 
Petrum, Angelico famulante ſervitio, fanctæ crucis impreſſione es ſacri chriſmatis per 
unctione dedicatam ; © dedicated by St. Peter himſelf, with the Attendance of 
Angels, by the Impreſſion of the Holy Croſs and the Anointment of the 
Holy Chriſm.” In the {ame Story agree the Authors of the Life of the Biſhop 
Mellitus, of the Life of St. Dunſtan, of Edward the Confeſſor, Sulcardus, W. Malmſ- 
bury, Ranulph. Ciceſt, &c. Yet Sir Thomas Moor, ſpeaking of it, ſeems to 
make it no great Matter of Faith, Nam Thornieam Petrus plus quingentis poſt 
mortem annis ſua nobilitaviſſe preſentia dicitur : © It is {aid that St. Peter honour'd 
ce Thorney with his Preſence more than five hundred Years after his Death.” 
And Pope Nicholas in his Bull treats it in the ſame manner, Ut fertur primam anti- 
quitus conſecrationem à B. Petro accepit + © As it is reported, it had its firſt Conſecra- 
tion from St. Peter. And even in Henry the Seventh's Time, Harding the Poet 
ſays, ſpeaking of St. Paul and this Church, | 


Mellitus them both hallowed and bleſſed. 


What makes this Story very ſuſpicious 18, Bede, who tells us in his Preface, that 
he ſpared no Pains to inform himſelf of the Affairs of the Saxons, and who was 
pleaſed with every Thing that was ſurprizing, ſhould: be altogether ſilent as to 
this Miracle: and therefore J am inclined to believe it had its Original after his 
Time, when Miracles were more numerous and extraordinary, than at the earl 

planting Religion here, (though that ſhould ſeem ſomewhat ſtrange.) For which 
reaſon, I take it to be one of the numerous Inventions of Biſhop Dunſtan, in- 
vented with a Deſign to advantage this Church under King Edgar, as it was at- 


terwards ſeconded by a Viſion, to gain the Favour of Edward the Confeſlor ; of 
which more hereafter. 


Bur to return to Sebert : This Prince dy'd the zoth, or as others ſay, the Wearer. 
laſt of July, Anno 616; and his Queen Ethelgold, or Actelgod, in the 1 3th of $ulcardus,

Sarcofagis) in the Church they had founded, and afterwards were removed into 
the Church of King Edward the Confeſſor, and laſtly, viz. in the Year 1307, 
tranſlated into the Church of Henry the Third's building, where they now conti- 
nue, the Coffins of Lead being incloſed in Touch-Stone. They lie on the South- 
ſide of the Altar, and on the Left-hand at your firſt Entrance into the Area lead- 
ing to the Chapels, The Tomb is made in the Wall, and a Box fixed upon it, 
wherein they uſually place Books and Keys for the Uſe of the Church. Within 
the Arch, over the 'Tomb, has been Painting, as appears by the Head of a Wo- 
man {till remaining, which by the Dreſs ſeems to be in the Time of Richard the 
Second: The reſt 1s'defac'd. The Hiſtorians of this Church ſay there was a Ca- 
nopy of eight Pains, on which were painted the Pictures of St. Peter, St. John 
Baptiſt, King Sebert, Edward the Confeſſor, Oc. with Verſes by way of Queſtion 
and Anſwer underneath them. If ſuch Things were, they are now viſible; and 
I can perceive and believe there were no more than four Pains, unleſs thoſe next 
the Altar, i. e. the Back- ſides of theſe (now wainſcoted up) are meant. There {till 
remains the Ruins of one Picture viſible, (I believe Sebert's, for I can't liken it 
to thoſe uſually drawn for the reſt,) and that much defac'd. Mr. Weaver tells us, 
that in his Time was the Picture of St. Peter talking to King Sebert, and theſe 
Verſes underneath, | 


Hic rex Seberte pauſas, mihi condita per te 
Hec loca luſtravi, demum luſtrando dicavi. 


Tux later Hiſtorians mention them as written on the Wall, without taking 
notice of any Picture; but I could ſee neither one nor the other. The antient 
Epitaph of Sebert is lolt ; but I have ſeen the original one of Ethelgolda, in an 
antient Manuſcript in the Cotton Library, the Name of which I cannot now reco- 
ver. Ir is two Lines, and not very material: The Curious may ſearch for it. 
All that remains now is a Parchment fram'd, on which is ſome Writing, but not 
now legible ; I ſuppoſe placed there at the Time of tranſlating his Body hither: 
For I would nor willingly think Skelton, Laureat to Henry the Seventh, the Au- 
thor, tho he was of ſeveral others in this Church, the Meaſure and Senſe being 


the ſeeming Product of a more ignorant Age. But take it as it was formerly:

The whole turns upon his Piety, Charity, and Rewards conſequent, and will not 
bear engliſhing. 

War Lands this King gave to the Church we are uncertain, but it is likely, by 
the Confirmation of the next that was a Benefactor, that he gave theſe, vix. 

Tunxxx Hides and a half of Land about the Monaſtery, which is confirmed 
by Edward the Confeſſor, as one of the early Grants of his Predeceſſors, and is not 
unlikely to be of this Prince's Gift. 

STANEs, or in the Saxon &Tana, in the County of Middleſex, ſaid to be found be- 
longing to Weſtminſter, as appeared by an antient Charter of King Offas, which was 
extant in the Time of King Edgar, but now loſt, as was then, I ſuppoſe, the Land 
to this Church; for King Edgar in his Charter, does not confirm it as a former Gift, 
tho' he mentions its having formerly belonged to the Church, but gives it as of 
his own Gift. It was afterwards confirm'd by King Edward the Confeſſor by ſeve- 
ral Grants of Privilege, and ſince by William the Conqueror. Edward the Second 
gave to the Abbot and Monks of Weſtminſter the Liberty of hunting in the Land, 
which that Monaſtry had in Stanes. Hoke 

TUpDINGTON, called alſo Toddington, and now Teddington, a ſmall Village on the 
Thames-Side, near Hampton-Court, in the County of Midaleſex, called an Appurtenant 
to Stanes in one of the Charters of King Edgar, and in another mentioned by it ſelf, and 
found belonging to the Church of Weſtminſter in King Offa's Time by the aforeſaid 
antient Charter. This King Edgar confirmed, as did afterwards Edward the Confeſ- 
ſor, who is {aid by ſome (tho falſly) to have given it. This was firſt a Farm only 
in Stanes, and ſubject to the Church there, being it ſelf a ſmall Chapelry, which, as 


well as the Manor, was belonging to the Abbot and Convent of Weſtminſter. But 


ſometime after a Diſpute aroſe between the Convent and William Biſhop of London, 
about the Right of this Chapel, and the Biſhop, upon Application to Pope Honorius, 
got it ſeperated from Stanes, ard procured to himſelf the Right of granting a Licence, 
the Abbey and Convent only ſecuring to themſelves the Right of preſenting a Cha- 
plain, to whom they were to allow Maintainance out of the Income of the Place. 
TH1s antient Manor and Church, at the Suppreſſion of the Abbeys, came to the 
Crown, and was by King Henry the Eighth made part of Hampton-Court Manor. 
King Edward the Sixth, in the third Year of his Reign, farmed this Rectory and 
Manor, Tythes and Offerings, to one Gates for twenty one Years; and Q 


ueen Eli- 
zabeth, from the Determination of that Leaſe, to one Richard Brown Eſq; for thirty 


one Years, who was to pay for it eight pounds ſix Shillings to the Crown, and fix 
Pounds four Shillings to a Chaplain. The Queen granted it from the Expiration 
of that Leaſe to Sir Ameſius Pawlet for forty Years. And laſtly, King James the 
Firſt granted it to John Hill Eſq; his Heirs and Aſſigns for ever, paying the be- 


fore mention d Rent, and allowing moreover four Shillings a Year for Bread and 
Wine, and five Pounds forfeit upon omitting to pay the Curate, whom, as Lord 
of the Manor, he preſents, N 
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Lax p at Halgefort, or Halweford, and at Ecclesfort, or Ecclesford, appertain- 
ing likewiſe to Stanes; and allo Land at Feltham, belonging to- the Church of 
Stanes, Which Church of Stanes he 1s likewiſe ſuppos'd to have granted; and 
King Edgar, at the Requeſt of Archbiſhop Wilfred, confirm'd. it, with the 
before named Places as „ amplagerng This Gift was confirm'd ( not given ) 
by King Edward the Confeſſor to the Church of Weſtminſter, the Monks of which 
Abbey ſupplied the Cure till, by the Influence of the aforeſaid Biſhop of London, 
a Vicarage was endow'd, which, with the Rectory, at the Diſſolution of this 
Abbey by Henry the Eighth, came to the Crown, and have continued in it ever 


AFTER the Death of this Prince, his three Sons, Sexred, Seward, and Segebert, 


fell from the Chriſtian Religion, and openly profeſs'd that Paganiſm they had 
ſtifled in their Father's Time. They were ſo pidly impious, that when Mel- 
litus was adminiſtring the Sacrament, they came into the Church, and demanded 
of him ſuch white Bread as he uſually gave their Father. The Biſhop refuſing 
them, they in a Heat bad him be gone out of their Dominions. Mellitus upon 
their Threats fled into Kent, and left his Biſhoprick; ſo that the Eaſt Saxons 
revoly'd into Paganiſm, and this Building during the Uncertainty of ſeveral ſuc- 
ceeding Reigns was neglected. 

THz next Benefactor to this Church was Offa, the great King of Mercia, who, 
after numerous Conqueſts, was more glorious by numerous Acts of Piety and 
Munificence : He enlarg'd and repair'd the Church of Sebert's founding, which had 
been long neglected, and was much decay'd; and having a great Reverence for 
St. Peter, he in a particular Manner honour'd it, by depoſiting there the Corona- 
tion Robes and Regalia. He likewile collected a Parcel of Monks here, and found- 
ed a School; and having, by way of Propitiation for his Murder of Ethelbert, 
King of the Eaſt Angles, levied a Tax upon the People of England, call'd Roomſcot, 
he exempted this Church from it. He died at Clay, and was buried at a little 
Chapel which ſtood upon the Banks of the River Ouſe, near Bedford, He con- 


firm'd to this Church the Donations of Stane, Tc. and himſelf gave to it Bleking- 


ham, or Bleccingam, in the Pariſh of Heandune, in the County of Middleſex, con- 
firm'd by Charter of King Edgar, and afterwards, among other Lands in Hean- 
dune, by Edward the Confeſlor. Tottenhall in Berwick, conſiſting of three Hides 
of Land, and confirm'd by Edward the Confeſſor. Hame, confirm'd by Charter 
of King Edgar, and afterwards by Edward the Confeſſor, where it is called two 
Hides of Land, and a ſecond time confirm'd, with Privileges, by the ſame Prince. 
Fentyn, confirm'd by King Edgar, and afterwards by Edward the Confeſlor. 
Theſe two laſt I have no certain Authority for: But they were given either by 


him or his Succeſſor Kenulph; for they are {aid in King Edgar's Charter to be 
the Gifts of former Kings. But the Grants of them not being extant, we mult ' 


leave them doubtful. 

ABourT the Time of this Prince was given to this Monaſtery of St. Peter the 
Manor of Aldenham in Hertfordſhire. Who the Donor was we are not certain : 
But that it was a very antient Donation, appears by Edward the Confeſſor's Con- 
firmation, which is, That it ſhould continue to be held by that Monaſtery, as 
firmly as Alfric the Abbot held it, and before him Ordbright, or Ordbrutins; which 
Ordbrutius was the ſecond Abbot to this Monaſtery. And though we know not 
the Year when he lived, yet it is very probable it was ſoon after the founding 


this Monaſtery, and in the Time of King Offa, his Reign being thirty nine Years, | . 


making Allowance for three or four Lives of old Men, as the Abbots were then 
ſuppos'd to be. In the Time of Edward the Confeſſor one Sillitre, a Thane, or 
Earl, held it. Mr. Weaver tells us, That in the Church of Aldenham, in the 
ſouth Wall, are the Proportions of two Women cut in Stone, who, gs he had

by relation, were Siſters there buried, Builders of the Church, and Coheirs of 
that Lordſhip; which Lordſhip at their Deaths they gave to the Abbot and Con- 
vent of Weſtminſter. But this ſeems entirely improbable, the Form of the Church 
being neither antient enough, nor the Cuſtom of Effigies on Tombs in Uſe at the 
Time of Offa, when doubtleſs this was given, as appears more plainly ; for Kenulph 
his Succeſſor confirm'd the Gift, and after him king Edgar. King Edward the 
Confeſſor gives it his Confirmation and Privileges, as appears by his Grant directed 
to Lonon Biſhop, and Beorn Earl, and all his Friends in Hertfordſhire; in which it is 
ſaid to contain ten Hides. It was laſtly confirmed by William the Conqueror. 
Tux Succeſſor to this Prince was Kenulph, who was likewiſe a BenefaCtor to 
this Church, as his Predeceſſor had been. He confirm'd the former Grant of Alden- 
ham, and remitted to this Church the Payment of Roomfcot. He is likewiſe ſaid, in 
a Charter of King Edgar, to have granted many Privileges to this Church, and 
to have beſtowed many Ornaments upon it: And in a Charter of Biſhop Dun- Carr: Due 
ſtan, he is ſaid to have given it Gifts, and Lands. 58 
Tux next Bene factor to it was Alfred the Great; a Prince, the Glory of his Age. 
He is ſaid in the Charter of Dunſtan, to be one of thoſe Kings who had given it 
Gifts and Land ; the Particulars we know not : But it 1s likely he gave Lands at 
MñMinnington, or Wenington, in Eſſex, confirmed by King Edgar, and after by King 
; RE £22 the Confeſſor. 
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Tr1s Church of Weſtminſter having ſufter'd very much by the Devaſtation of 
the Danes, and being almoſt in Ruins, Dunſtan, then Biſhop of London, and after- 
wards Archbiſhop of Canterbury, having a very great Aſcendant over King Edgar, 
ſtirred him up to be a Benefactor to it, himſelf ſhewing an Example. And 
? XX firſt, the Matter of Prieſts and Monks riſing very high, and this Prelate being 
- ga great Favourer of the latter, (as in other Places,) ſo particularly in this, he turn- 

= d out the Prieſts, and put in Monks, and conſtituted an Abbot over them, na- 
med fre, or Vine. And here ſeems to ariſe a Diſpute: By what Authority 
=—_ Dunſtan inſtituted this Abbot ; for doubtleſs they were Benedictines, there being

C no other Order in England at that Time: And, if ſo, then the Biſhop aſſumed too 
4 great a Power to appoint any Head over them, it being directly contrary to the 
Rules of their Founder Benedict; as appears by the laſt Directions of one of the 
— firſt Abbots of that Order in England, I mean Benedict, or Biſcop, Abbot of Giryy, or 
0 RE Farrow, who, upon his Death-Bed, charges the Brothers of that Monaſtery in thele 
Fo Words; Ideoque multum cavetote fratres ſemper, ne ſecundum genus unquam, ne deſo- vedein rin.

Ir But to proceed: The Prieſts thus ejected, and Monks placed in their room, he | 
i built ſome Houſes for their Reception, and endowed the Convent with larger 
d Peoſſeſſions for their Maintenance, wiz. F

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LorgERTEOE, or Loyerſley, which he bought of King Edgar, and fix Houſes 
bought by him in that Place of the King, and five Houles likewife bought of the 
aforeſaid King in Bleccenham, which Offa had before given. 

HE likewiſe gave to this Monaſtery one hundred and twenty Mancuſes of 
Gold. 

AND now ſtirring up the King to the like Acts of Munificence, he ſent to 
Rome, to Pope John the Thirteneth, for a Bull to incite him to it, who accord- 
ingly ſent over his Letters to the King, dated at Ravenna, the 20th Kal. Feb. 
which begins thus; Johannes Epiſcopus Rome, Edgaro filio ſuo, &c. Upon the 
Receipt of which Bull, the King by Charter, where he mentions the Deſtruction 
of the Pugan Temple, and the building of this by Ethelbert, or Adelbrich, and Sa- 
berth, or Sebert, his Nephew, and that Offa and Kenulph had granted many Privileges 
to it, and given Ornaments ; and for that Kings fat there, and were crowned, he 
and his Son Edward, and Archbiſhop Dunſtan, (after reciting the Bull of Pope 
John,) confirm to the Church the former Grants of Hame, Winnington, Fentin, 


Aldenham, Blakenham, or. Bleccenham, and Loyerlege; and then the King himſelf ; | 


gives to the {aid Church, 
HoLEWELTL, or Holwell, and Holwel; in the County of Hertford, which was con- 


firmed by King Edward the Confeſſor, and ſaid to contain fix Hides and a half; and 


in another Charter five Hides and a half. This continued in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Abbor and Convent, till the Diſſolution thereof, in the Time of King Henry the 
Eighth, who continued it in the Biſhoprick of Weſtminſter, which he newly conſti- 
tuted. But Edward the Sixth diflolving that Biſhoprick, upon the Miſnanage- 
ment of Thirlby, the King, Anno Reg. 4. by Patent granted this Land to Nicholas 
Ridley, then Biſhop of London, and his Succeſſors, which Queen Mary nullified up- 
on diſplacing Biſhop Ridley: But upon reſtoring Dr. Bonner, ſhe reathxed it to the 
See, and procureda Confirmation from the Pope; in which See it continues to this 
Day, paying a certain Sum to the Crown for the ſame. | 
DaczwaTa, Dachwrth, Daecewrth, Dakeword, and Dakenword, now Datch- 


worth, in Herefordſhire, which King Edward the Confeſſor confirmed, and in his N 


Charter it is {aid to contain four Hides and one Rod. This King likewiſe grant- 
ed it Privileges and Exemptions, as appears by his Letters directed to Lonod Bi- 
hop, and Beorn Earl. William the Conqueror likewiſe confirmed it with the ſame 
Privileges, by Letters directed to Edmund Sherif, and Alfwine, and Leofwine. This 
Place continned in the Poſſeſſion of this Abbey till its Diſſolution, and then run 
the ſame Change, and was laſtly granted in the ſame Charter with Hobvell to the 
Biſhop of London. 

Varro, in Herefordſhire, confirmed by Edward the Confeſſor, as containing 
four Hides and a half. He a ſecond time confirms it, and grants it Exemptions, 
by Letters directed to Lonod Biſhop, and Leofſtan Earl, and for Dacenworth, with 
which it is joined; as likewiſe in a Confirmation of William the Conqueror's, by 
Letters directed as before, with Lands at Allington. | . 

CILLINTON, or Shillengton, and Chellington, confirmed by Edward the Confeſſor, 
and ſaid to contain three Hides of Land. William the Conqueror granted to the 
Abbot of Weſtminſter the Liberty of Hunting in his Land at Chellington, and five 
Houſes, which were afterwards confirmed by the Biſhop Dunſtan's Charter. He 
likewile preſented to this Church Preſents of Gold of great Value, weighing fifty 
Shekels, built moſt of the Monaſtery a-new, and gave them the Liberty of Hunt-

ing. He died Anno 794, and buried at Glaſtenbury. 


| Bur to return to Dunſtan: Having thus influenced the King, he goes on with 
his own Benefactions. And firſt, by his Charter, takes upon him to confirm fome 


of the Gifts of Edgar, then grants many Privileges ro this Church, exempts it 
from the juriſdiction of the Biſhop of London, and curſes all his Succeſſors, in 
that 
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that See, and all others, who ſhould dare to infringe its Rights; and laſtly, re- 
leaſes it from Fayment of the Tax called Roomſcot; as Offa, Kenulph, and Edgar 
had done. 

Tux Biſhop by another Charter ſecures the Privileges of this Place, and ſettles 
upon it theſe Lands for a Maintenance of the Monks; viz. 

Henpon, or Heandune, in the County of Middleſex, in which, or at leaſt to 
which appertaining, were the former Gifts of Blakehham, Cowenlaw, and Loyer- 
ley. This King Edward the Cotifeſlor confirms by his Charter, in which it is {aid 
to contain twenty Hides. For to this Manor he gave {ome Preſents of Gold but 
the Quantity we know not, and confirmed it to them by this Charter; with 
whom it continued till the Diſſolution of the Abbey by King Henry the Eighth, 
who gave it to Sir Thomas Herbert, whoſe Family {till enjoy it. The Abbot and 
Convent of Weſtminſter had not only the Manor Hendon, but were Patrons of the 
Church there, it being a Rectory and Vicarage ; the ReQory was a fine Cure, in the 
Gift of the Abbot and Convent, who admitted to it, with the Chapel of Hamp- 
ſtead annexed, The Vicarage was in the Gift of the Rectors till the Year 1478, 
when the Abbot and Convent aſſumed to themſelves the Preſentation, and held 
it till the Diſſolution, at which Time it came to the Crown, and, with the Recto- 
ry, was paſled to Sir Thomas Herbert, before mentioned. 

HAx EE, or Hanwell, in the County of Middleſex; which Manor King Edward 
the Confeſſor confirmed to this Church, in whoſe Charter it is {aid to contain 
eight Hides. It coninued in the Poſſeſſion of the Abbot and Convent till the Diſ- 
ſolution under Henry the Eighth, who annex'd it to the new Biſhoprick of Meſt- 
minſter ; but after the Diſſolution of that (for Thirlbys Miſmanagements) by 
King Edward the Sixth, Queen Mary by her Letters Patents gave it to Dr. Bonner, 
Biſhop of London, and his Succeſlors, for ever. 

PapDINGTON, in the County of Middleſex, which was confirmed by his own 
Charter, and afterwards by King Henry the Eighth, and ſaid to contain two Hides 
of Land. King Stephen afterwards confitmed this Manor, and Liberties granted 
with it, and after him King Henry the Second. This Manor, with the Rectory 
of the Church continued in the Poſſeſſion of the Dean and Convent till the Time 
of the Diſſolution, when King Henry the Eighth continued it to the new Biſhoprick: 
But upon the Diſſolution of that Biſhoprick, King Edward the Sixth gave them 
both to Dr. Ridley, then Biſhop of London, and his Succeſſors for ever. 

MERETON, or Merton, or Merdune, in the County of Surrey. This Manor was 
confirmed to them by King Edvard the Confeſſor, in whoſe Charter it is called 
twenty Hides. It was a ſecond Time confirmed with Privileges. And laſtly con- 
firmed by King William the Conqueror. | | 

PEREHAM, and Perham, or Parham, which was afterwards confirmed to them 
by a Charter from King Edrard the Confeſſor, and ſaid to contain ſeven Hides of 
Land. He confirmed it a ſecond time, granting it Privileges and Exemptions. 
And laſtly, it was confirmed by a Charter from King Stephen, in which it is cal- 
led the Manor of P:rham. | 

CoWELL, and Ewell, the latter of which was confirmed by King Edward the 
Confeſlor, and ſaid to be two Hides. This King likewiſe granted it Privileges and 
Exemptions. 

SCEPERMON, or Sheperton, in the County of Midleſex, being eight Hides of 
Land, and confirmed to them by Charter from Edward tbe Confeſtor. He likewiſe 


granted it large Privileges, as appears by Letters directed to William Biſhop, and 


Leofſtan Earl. It is laſtly confirmed by King Henry the Firſt. 

Tris Prelate died ſoon after, and was buried in the Church of Canterbury, 
others ſay, in Glaſtenbury; but upon an Inquiſition made in. the Time of King 
Henry the Seventh, his Bones were found inthe former; and afterwards, upon Crom- 
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wells Viſitation, burnt with thoſe of Thomas Becket, upon the Pavement of the afore- 
{id Church. In the Reign of Edgar, and, as it ſeems, by the Monition of Dunſtan, 
theſe following Benefactions were given to this Church, viz, 

Tax then Biſkop of Wincheſter gave ten Houſesz where ſtanding, I know not, 
but they are confirmed by Dunſtan's Charter. 

IVtrozo, a Knight of the King's, gave the Sum of one hundred and eighty Pounds, 


and three Caſſata's, (I ſuppoſe Houſes.) 


Ar TER the Death of Edgar, his Son Edward ſucceeded, chiefly by the Intereſt of 
Dunſtan : and I ſuppoſe by his Influence he became a Benefactor to this Church; for 
King Edward the Confeſlor in his Charter confirms Grants given by him; but they 
are not particularly mentioned. I his Prince was murther'd, as he was hunting, by 
Order of hisStepmother, as he {at upon his Horſe drinking at the Gate of Corf-Caſtle, 
where ſhe lived, and buried at WWinhourn-Minſter. After his Death he was common- 
ly call'd the Martyr. The following Places were given by him, or part of them, 
and the reſt about his Time, or by his Succeſſor Ethelred, who was likewiſe a Bene« 
factor, and is ſo called in his Son Edward the Confeſſor's Charter, who confirms 


his Grants, but makes no particular Mention of them. The Places were thele ; 


Lxo s , or Leſnes, in Kent confirmed by King Edward the Confeſlor, by Letters 
directed to Stow and Earl Wardneſs, and Archbiſhop, and Godwin Biſhop of 
Leiceſter, and Leofwine Earl of Kent, Wc. and all on Kent-Side. It was afterwards 
confirmed by a Charter of King William the Conqueror; and laſtly by King Henry 
the Firſt. 
 Sunzuzr, and Sunabury, or Sudbury, in the County of Middleſex, confirmed by 
King Edward the Confeſſor, and ſaid to contain ſeven Hides of Land. To this Place 
King Henry the Second granted Liberty and Exemptions, Nc. This Land was not 
the Manor of Sunbury, that belonging to the Dean and Cn__ of St. Paul's. 

FE x NPA vn, confirmed by King Edward the Confeſſor, and ſaid to contain 


one Hide of Land. 


LiTTLETON, or Litthyngton, in the County of Middleſex, confirmed by King 
Edward the Confeſſor, containing two Hides of Land. 

HanwzrTH, or Hanwarth, in the County of Middleſex, confirmed by the ſame 
King Edward, containing four Hides. 

SYPENHAM, a Hamlet in the Pariſh of Eaſt-Burnham, confirmed as before, con- 
taining four: Hides of Land; and afterwards confirmed a ſecond Time by King 
IlVilliam the Conqueror, in which it is called Chippenham. 

E 15T-BURENHAM, or Faſt-Burnham, in the County of Middleſex, with Rether- 
wick, confirmed by Charter of King Edward the Confeſſor, and ſaid to contain four 
Hides of Land. It was afterwards confirmed by King William the Conqueror. 

LuGzToN, confirmed by Edward the Confeſſor. I am doubtful whether this is 
not the ſame wich Ligetum Of which hereafter. 

HA1MPSTEAD, in the County of Middleſex, which was given to this Convent by 
Fthelred, Father to Edward the Confeſſor, which his Son confirmed by Charter, in 
which Convent it {till continues. The Church of this Pariſh, which was formerly a 
Chapel to Headon, was likewiſe in the Gift of the Abbot and Convent, as Rectors of 
Mendoa, as before mentioned, who, 4zno 1478, made it a Curacy ſeparate from Hen- 
don, and continued it in their Gift till the Suppreſſion, when it was by Henry the 
Eighth ſettled on his new Biſhoprick of Weſtminſter. But King Edward diſſolving 
that Biſhoprick, granted it, with the Manor, to Sir Thomas IWroth. 

Cz REENFORT, Greenford, and Greenwood, or Greenford-Magna, in the County of 
Middleſex. This King Edwardthe Confeſſor confirmed tothem, in whoſe Charter it is 
{aid to contain twelve Hides and one Rod. He likewiſe granted it many Privileges. 
This Manor, with the Rectory and Advowſon, continued in the Hands of the Abbot 
and Convent of this Church till the Suppreſſion, when King Henry the Eighth ſeiz d 

them 
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them into his Hands; and they continued in the Toſſeſſion of the Crown till King 
Edward the Sixth granted the Manor to the Biſhop of London, and his Succeſſors, for 
ever. 

Tux Gift of the Rectory came, by Grant from King Henry the Eighth; to Sir 
Thomas Wroth of Durance. 

Five Hides of Land at Killeveden, in the County of Eſſex, confirmed by Char- 
ter of King Edward the Confeſſor. Of the Lands at this Place held by the Ab- 
bot and Convent, ſee farther among the Donations in the Time of that Prince. 

K1NG&SBURY, in the County ct Middleſex. This Manor King Edward the Con- 
feſſor confirmed to them as the Gift of one of his Predeceſſors; and indeed, the 
Name imports its having been the Demeſne of ſome of the Saxon Princes. The 
Land held here by this Convent contained two Hides and a half. 

ASEWEL, Eſcewel, and now called A/hwell, in Hertfordſhire, ſaid to be given to 
this Monaſtery by King Edgar: But as I find it not mentioned in his Charter, I 
leave it doubtful. It is certain that it was a Village, and in the Poſſeſſion of the 
Saxons, ſome of whom, before Edward the Confeſſor's Time, gave both the Vil- 
lage and Manor to the Abbot and Convent of this Church; which Gift that Prince 
confirmed by his great Charter, and, I believe added to the Gift. In Doomſday- 
Book the Abbot of Weſtminſter is ſaid to hold Eſewel for fix Hides; and that Peter 
(de Valongies) Vicecomes held of the Abbot half a Hide there, and Goisfrid de Maunde- 
ville one Rod, and a Mill. At the Suppreſſion of this Abbey, King Henry the Eighth 
having converted it into a Deanary, continued this Manor to it, and afterwards 
annexed it to his new Biſhoprick of Weſtminſter. Edward the Sixth diſſolving that 
See, granted it to Biſhop Ridley of London; but Queen Mary turning him our, 
vacated that, and procuring a Licence from the Pope, reannexed it to the See of 


London, the Biſhop whereof has both the Advowfon of the Vicarage; and is Lord 
of the Manor. 
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FTER the Death of Ethelred, the Danes, during the Wars with 
Edmond Ironſide, made freſh Devaſtations in ſeveral Parts of Eng- 
land; and, among others, this Building felt the Effects of their Fury, 
was reduc'd to a very low and mean Condition, and had certain- 
ly ſunk in the common Calamities, were it not that Canute, or 

Knute, who, of an Uſurper, was none of the worſt, had befriended it. He repair d, 

or rebuilt, all thoſe religious Places which had been injured in his Wars; and 
among the reſt, this had ſome Share of his Favour, as appears by a Charter of 

Edward the Confeſſor to the Abbot Wulnoth, concerning the Bithop of London's 

Juriſdiction. For having a great Eſteem. for that Perſon, then a Monk here, he 
made him one of his chief Counſellors ; and upon his Mediation with the Con- 
vent, influenc'd them in electing him Abbot. And then the Hiſtorian goes on, Hu- 
jus etiam amore predictus rex locum iſtum crebrius vifitavit, et multas ſanctorum reli- 
quias eidem condonavit. Yet thoſe Favours were not ſufficient to recover her; for 

Clifford ſays, It was a poor Houle of Monks, ſerving God, and having very little 

Subliſtance, till Edward the Confeſſor took Notice of it, and raiſed it to the high- 

eſt Pitch of Honour. The Occaſion of which was this: During the Daniſh Uſur- 

pation, this Prince being forced to live an Exile, and invironed with the greateſt 

Difficulties, made a Vow, That if God ſhould pleaſe to put an End to his Trou- 

bles, he would go a Pilgrim to Rome, and viſit the Body of Holy St. Peter. 

So Time after this, being upon the Death of Hardiknute made King, he be- 
thought himſelf, in the midſt of all his State, of his ſolemn Obligation, and ſend- 
ing for {cveral Prelates and Nobility, he made known to them his Will, and re- 
counted to them, © How he had been reduced to the loweſt Condition, forc'd 
« to fly the Daniſh Uſurpation, and live an Exile in Normandy, without the leaſt 
Probability of ever returning: Notwithſtandng which he rely'd upon the Divine 
Providence, and vow'd a Pilgrimage to Rome, in Honour of the Holy Apoſtles, 
« Gt, Peter and St. Paul; and therefore, that ſince God had reſtored him to the 
&« Throne of his Anceſtors, and placed him there in Peace and Plenty, he thought 
e it but juſt to expreſs his Gratitude to God, and perform his Oath ; and deſired 
them to propole ſome Method of Adminiſtration in his Abſence, and name 
“ Perſons fit to repreſent him at the Head of Government. 

Tu Nobility, fearful of the Danes taking any Opportunity, and thinking the 
Deſign entirely dangerous, expreſsd a general Diſſatisfaction at it, and the com- 
mon People, publickly by Tears, ſhewed their Concern, and all jointly diſſwaded 
him from ſo dangerous a Voyage; and entreated, That inſtead thereof he would 
pleaſe to ſend an Embaſſy to Rome for the Pope's Diſpenſation. 

Tun King influenced by much Importunity, agreed to the Propoſition, and 
ſent Aldred Biſhop of Worceſter with an honourable Retinue, both of Clergy and 
Laity, who coming to Rome finds Pope Leo IX. preſiding in no. They repre- 
ſent to him the Danger of the King's Performance of his Vow: And therefore de- 
fired his Holineſs to propoſe ſome Way of quieting his Majeſty's Conſcience, with- 
out expoling himſelf and his People to ſuch Hazzard. 
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Tux Pope thinking the Requeſt reaſonable, directs his Letter to Ins Majeſty, 
and tells him he had abſolved his Vow, and all his other Faults and NegleCts: And 
then enjoins him, upon his Obedience, That all the Expence of his intended 
Voyage ſhould be given to the Poor; and that he ſhould repair fone Monaltery to 
the Honour of St. Peter, or build a new one; and confirms all Privileges which the 
King ſhall pleaſe to make upon that Occaſion. . | 

Tun Ambaſſadors returning, the King was wonderfully pleaſed with the Meſ- 
ſage, and for Joy releas d the Subject from the Tax of Danzgelt. And now no- 
thing remained but to pitch upon a Monaſt ery to be repaired, as his Penance enjoyn- 
ed; when, loe ! a fair, and, as they ſay, miraculous Opportunity ofter'd: For 
one Mfine, or Hulſine, a Monk, and of ſuch SanCtiry of Life, and Simplici- 
ty of Manners, that he afterward acquired the Title of Saint; being aſleep, St. Peter 
appeared to him, and communicated his Pleaſure, That King Edward ſhould re-

pair that Church. But take it in the Words of Aldred; Eſt mihi locus in occidens Alured R“ 


tali parte Londoniarum, a me electus mihi dilectus; quem quondam mihi propriis ma- 
nibus conſecravi, mea nobilitavi preſentia, divinis inſuper miraculis illuſtravi. Thor- 
neia nomen eſt loci : Qui quondam ob peccata populi barbarorum traditts poteſtati, pau- 


4 perrimus ex divite, humilis ex ſublimi, ex nobili factus eſt contemptibilis. Hunc rex 


me præcipiente in habitaculum monachorum ſuſcipiat reparandum, ſublimandum edifici- 
is, poſſeſſionibus ampliandum, non erit ibi aliud, niſi domus Dei et porta cli: “ I 
« have a Place in the Welt of London, which I my felt choſe, and which I love. 
« This formerly I conſecrated with my own Hands, honoured it with m 
“ Preſence, and made it illuſtrous by divine Miracles. The Name of the Place 
is Thorney, which once, for the Sins of this People, being given to the Fury of 
Barbarians, from being rich is become poor, from being ſtately low, and from Ho- 
nour is become contemptible. This let the King, by my Command, repair, and make 
c ita Houſe of Monks, adorn it with ſtately Towers, and endow it with large Revenues. 
6 'There ſhall be no leſs than the Houſe of God, and the Gates of Heaven.” 
Tris being told, the King needed no backing Arguments to fix his Choice; and 
nothing could be a more prevailing Motive with one, whole Simplicity, from whence 
he had a Name, was his Virtue, and his Credulity the Chief of his Religion. I 
know there are ſome who entirely reject this Story as a meer fabulous Legend, and

Wulfine, his Pleaſure, that I ſhould rebuild the Place called Weſtminſter, 
which was founded in the Time of St. Auguſtin, the firſt Biſhop over the 
Engliſh, and ſince honoured with the Bounty of ſeveral Kings in old Time, 
and which, by reaſon of Age, and the frequent Diſorders, ſeems now to be al- 
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moſt demoliſhed.” This Dream then, as before obſerved, whether occaſion'd,

not willingly believe, to gain Advantages to his Church, had its intended Effect; 
Wc for the King inſtantly endeavours its Recovery, ſetting aſide a tenth Part of his 
Fe: Eſtate for that Purpoſe. And pulling down the old Church of Seberr, erected in 
the place of it a very magnificent one for that Age, built in the Form of a Croſe, 
and became afterwards a Pattern for Building.

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Ax p now by his great Charter he confirms to it the Gifts of his Predeceſſors, 
and preſents it with many of his own. The Charter recites the Uſurpations of Swaine, 
Canute, Harold, and Hardiknute; how his Brother Elfred was cruelly murdered, 
and he only ſaved like young Fofiah: Mentions his Vow in Exile; his People's Ar- 
guments to diſſwade him from performing it; his Embaſſy to the Pope; the Pope's 
Anſwer; the Report of Welſize's Viſion; the Fate it had met with from the Danes: 
'ihen goes on to releaſe it from all Services; next confirms to it the former Grants 
of Lands about the Abbey, Tozenhall, Tacewell, Knighisbridge, Cc. and laſtly, 
proceeds to his own Grants. Of which hereafter. 

Tux King afterwards having procured from Pope Leo a Bull of Confirmation, 
grants his ſecond Charter; in which he mentions his having given to this new Mo- 
naſtery two Pieces of the Croſs, and part of one of the Nails which Martin and 
Leo Biſhops gave to Alfred, and he to Charlemaign, whole Daughter Ethelwolf mar- 
ried, and of our Saviour's Coat, and of the bleſſed Virgin's Clothes, and Reliques of 
St. Peter and Paul, and Bartholomew and Barnabas: Then confirms the Grants of Edgar, 
Edward Martyr, his Son Dunſtan, and Ethelred his Father; frees it from all ſecular 
Power, and lecures to them, according to the Laws of St. Benedict, the Power of 
chuſing an Abbot out of their own Convent; and laſtly, confirms the Grants of 
his Predeceſſors, himſelf, and Friends. 

HE likewiſe direCts a Charter to Wulnoth the Abbot, thereby exempting him and 
his Convent from he] uriſdiction of the Biſhop of London, and his Clerks, and makes 
ita Forfeiture, from ſuch as ſhould preſume to diſturb them, of twenty Pounds. 

Ap laſtly he {ends another Meſſage to Rome, to procure from Pope Nicholas. 
who was now Biſhop, his Bull of Confirmation of his Privileges granted and de- 


ligned to this Abbey. The Embaſſadors were Aldred Archbiſhop, Earl Tofty, and | 


two Biſhops ; who coming to Rome, and finding them holding his Lateran Coun- | 
cil, preſent him the King's Letters, deſiring his Holineſs to allow of his Deſign to 
make his new Church of Weſtminſter a Place for the inaugurating our Kings, and | 
perpetual for Monks of the Order of St. Benedict, who ſhould be ſubject to no ju- 
riſdiction, bur that of the King's, Cc. All which the Pope by his Bull approves of; 
and proceeding further, diſcharges it from all his Epiſcopal Authority and Viſita- 
tion, and et apart for it a Burial-Ground, exempt from all Payment of Dues to the 
Ordinary; then proceeds to confirm the Charters: And laſtly, appoints the King 
Patron of the Abbey. | 
TH1s Bull was wonderfully pleaſing to the King, who thereupon grants his | 
third and laſt Great Charter, reciting it; in which he repeats the Account of St. P- 
ter's conſecrating, and its Deſtruction by the Danes; confirms the Grants and Privi- 
leges of his Predeceſſors, and adds many of his own. This Charter was cloſed | 
with ſolemn Imprecations upon ſuch as ſhould infringe it. For ſigning this Char- 
ter, the King called a Convention at London, at which it was ſubſcribed by himſelf, | 
the Queen, two Archbiſhops, ten Biſhops, and many of the Abbots and Nobility. | 
AX p now the King proceeded to his laſt Act in this Affair, and almoſt of his Life; 
for having paſt this third Charter, and the Church being magnificently finiſhed, he 
ſummoned all his Nobility to attend at the Dedication of it, which was perform'd | 


on the Feaſt of the Holy Innocents. Immediately after which he ſicken d, and died 


the 4th Day of January following, Anno 1066, having reigned twenty four Years, by 
two Months, and 11x Days, and was buried in this Church on the Twelfth Day | 
following; of whoſe Shrine and Epitaph, ſee more in his Chapel. F

vent; which great Charter of Liberties is directed to all his Biſhops, Earls, and 
'Thanes, in ſuch Counties where theſe Lands lay. 

H x likewiſe grants them Liberty over their Lands in the City of London, ex- 
empt from the City's Juriſdiction; which Charter is directed to William Biſhop, 
and Leofſtan, and Alfwy Portgreves, and all his Burgeſſes in London, and is printed 
in the Appendix. Theſe Charters of Liberty of Tol and Theam, and Liberty over 
Lands in the City, ate follow'd by two other to the ſame Purpoſe. $664 

To this Prince ſucceeded HAROLD, whole Reign was too ſhort to do many 
publick Deeds; and that Time was taken up chiefly in endowing a College of 
his Founding at Waltham. But his Death gave Way to one of the greateſt Friends 
this Monaſtery could boaſt of, viz; 3 

MIAu the Firſt, call'd the Congrvzzxoz; who, after his Conqueſt over 
Harold, coming to London, made-no Stop, but march'd directly to this Church, to 
pay his Return of Thanks for Victory, and his Reſpect to Edward the Con- 
feſſor, where he offer d a Pall to lay over his Tomb: And two of leſſer Price, 
makes his Offering of fifty Marks of Silver, and preſents upon the high Altar 
a rich Altar-Cloth and two Caſkets of Gold. This peculiar Reſpect to King Ea- 
ward ſeems not only to ariſe from the Pretence of his Title from him, but 
the better to ingratiate himſelf with the People, (with whom he ſtood but in- 
different) by expreſſing an extraordinary Reverence for their buried Favourite; 
and for that Reaſon he plac'd his Body in a Cheſt of Stone of great Value, fo 
call'd by the hs Of which when we come to his Shrine. And yet (what was 


indeed no Wonder at that Time) himſelf nominated an Abbot over them, con- 


trary to St. Edward's Charter and their own Cuſtoms, which was Vitalis, a Fo- 
reigner, and before Abbot of Bernege. | 

Ax p by his firſt Charter to this Church, in which he mentions his Conquering 
Harold, and giving it Ornaments, he confirms his Predeceſſors Gifts; and, by 
another, their Liberties granted, 

By three Charters confirms its former Charter of Liberties granted by Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor; and, by a fourth, forbids the Biſhop of London Acceſs to 
it; and, by another, confirms their Liberties in London. | 

By ſeveral particular Charters confirms the Gifts and Liberties of Y/lepr,

Biſhop the Abbot of Eveſham and Rumbald the Chancellor had deſacconated, c. all 
which are confirm'd with Liberties and Privileges in abour Seventeen Charters, 
in Latin, and ſome in Saxon.

AFTER which Confirmations, he himſelf gives theſe following BenefaCtions. 

And Firſt: Waving a Deſire to make his new Foreſt, and finding Windleſore, 
or Windſor, very convenient for his Retirement to Hunting, by reaſon of the 
Pureneſs of the Air, the Pleaſantneſs of the Situation, and its Neighbourhood to 
Woods and Waters, (as he expreſſes it in his Charter) he, in exchange for it, 
gives them Wokendune, in the Province of the Eaſt Saxons, (i. e.) Eſſex, in Ceford 
Hundred, and a Houſe call'd Feringes, in Lexdune Hundred, in the ſame Province,

another Charter likewiſe confirms its Liberties.

Ix the Time of Richard I. there was a Diſpute in the Court of King's-Bench, strype 


between one Stephen de Turnham and Ediline his Wife, and the Abbot of Weſtmin- 
ſter, holding then one Rod and two Hides and a half of Land in Patrichſie, in the 
County of Surrey. And this Stephen de Turnham and his Wife quitted the Claim 
they had to that Land, upon the Abbot's granting them Land in teturn at Weſtminſter, 
William the Congeror granted likewiſe to this Abbot the Liberty of Hunting in 
his Manor of Batricksky, and in Chillington; and by another, releaſes it from Sacc 
and Socc, Toll and Theam, &c. 

PERIFORD.. part likewiſe of Harold's Poſſeſſion, as appears by Charter directed 


to Stygand Archbiſhop, Nc. granted with the aforeſaid Manor: And by another 


Charter, eight Hides of it in the Foreſt of Windſore, which he exempted from 


Sacc, '&c. This was again confirm'd by Henry J. 


WAnDLESWRTA, Wandlesworth, and now Wandſworth, in Surrey, to which Manor, 


he lkewiſe, by a ſecond. Charter, grants Socc and Sacc, Toll, and Theam, Oc. 


and enlarges its L iberties by a third Charter. 

Ar Srachford, or Stratford, he gave a Mill, with its Appurtenances, to this 
Abbey; no mall Gift at this Time, as we find by the Rates laid upon them in 
Doowſday-Book, and the Laws to. preſerve them. I am inclin'd to believe, it was 


from the Advantages this and the neighbouring Towns receiv'd by that Mill, and 
their Dependance upon that Account, that the antient Cuſtom aroſe of the Inha- 
bitants of Stratford and Stebunbith, or Stepney, and Whitechapel, going through the suype-

ride, which was releas'd to them by a Toleration granted in the Time of

WILLIAM RuFUs, who, as he was remarkable for impoveriſhing Churches, can- 
not be expected a Benefactor to them. However, tho he gave this Church no- 
| thing, he confirm'd to it all the Lands given by glorious King Edward, as he 1s 
i 8 | call'd in his Charter; and by another Charter grants their Liberty in the City of 
0 London; and, as before-mention'd, confirm'd the Church of Roceland. He dying,

William MAGNAVILLE gave to this Monaſtery the Church of Sabrichſworth or 
Sabridgeworth, in free and perperual Alms; which King Henry II. confirm'd by his 
Charter, and granted them Liberty of Toll and Theam, c. | 

HE NR T I. tho' a Man of Learning, ſeems to have had little Regard for the 
Church, perhaps diverted from it by his Abbey he had founded at Reading. By 
his Charter he confirms the Grants of his Predeceſſors to this Church; and by 
four other Charters confirms Batterſey, Iſlip, Periford, and Shepperton, with Appur- 
tenances ; four Hides of Land in the Manor of Periford; and, and in the Pa- 
riſh of Windſor; Land at Totinge, and Manor of Leoſne, with its Appurtenances. 
He died, and was buried at Reading. | 
Azour this Time the Nunnery of Kilburne in Middleſex was founded by 
Herebertus, or Herbert, Abbot of this Church, having been before a Hermitage 
of one Godwyn, who. was firſt Maſter, or Cuſtos, upon its being made a Cell to 
this Church. It was dedicated to St. John Baptiſt, and Osbort de Clare Prior. And 
the Convent gave it to three young Maidens, (Emma, Gunilda, and Chriſtina, Maids 
of Honour to Queen Maud, who were to pray for the Soul of King Edward, and 
Good of the Abbey) and ſuch others as choſe to lead a religious Life there. 

It had likewiſe all the Liberties granted it that the Abbey had. And Herbert and 

the Convent endow'd it with Lands belonging to their Church. And the then 

Biſhop of London granted to the ſaid Abbot and his Succeſſors the ſupreme Power 

over it, exempt from any Authority of the See of London. But notwithſtand- 

ing this Agreement, there was a Diſpute between one of his Succeflors and this 

Sporley con. Abbot, concerning the Juriſdiftion of this Cell. A Copy of the Agreement 

; afterwards between them is in a Manuſcript in the Cotton Library. 

STEPHEN ſucceeded, who (as Uſurpers in thoſe Times were wont to do) in- 
gratiated himſelf with the Clergy by many Adds of Beneficence and Gifts to Holy 
Church, of which this Abbey had no ſmall Share; tho' perhaps another Reaſon 
may likewiſe be given, which was, his having a Baſtard Son Abbot here.

AND laſtly, by Charter gives Liberty in all Places where St. Peter had. Poſſeſ- 
ſions.

i# SIP" > HIS Prince having a prodigious Value for the Memory of holy St. Ed- 
| Bal .. By) ward, as he was then ftiled, began to build a Chapel dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary, called the New Work at Weſtminſter, and laid himfelf 
the firſt Stone on the Saturday next before his Coronation, in the fifth 
Year of his Reign, Anno 1200. Which Chapel was pulF'd down by Henry VII. and 
about 25 Years after, finding the Walls and Steeple of the Church decay d, he pulFd 
that down likewile, with Deſign to enlarge and make it more regular. In order to 
carry on which Work, he ufed all poſhble Endeavours to raiſe Money; and par- 
ticularly, in the Year 1245, he appointed a Mart at Weſtminſter, thinking thereby 
to force Money from the Citizens of London This Mart was to laſt fifteen Days, 
during which Time all Trade and Merchandize was to ceaſe in the City. The 
ill Conſequence of this, the Citizens fearing, were glad to give two thouſand 

Pounds to prevent it; which Money the King apply'd to this Uſe. 
lar Pari · THE Year following, Richard de Berkynge, Abbot of this Church, dying, the 
King directed the Monks to chufe one Mr. Richard Croſely Archdeacon of Weſt- 
minſter, who agreed, fearing the King {ſhould leave their Church unfiniſh'd. This 
. Croſely bearing great Love to the Memory of St. Edmund the Confeſſor and Arch- 
| | biſhop, and for that he was confecrated on his Day, ordered the Chapel dedicated 
to that Saint, to be built at his own Charges, and ſeveral others of the Abbots aſ- 
ſiſted toward carrying on this Work, which notwithſtanding was not compleatly 
0 finiſh'd till near the Year 128 5, fourteen Years after this Prince's Death; yet ſo 
1 much as to compleat the Choir, and cover the Roof with Lead ſome Yeers before 
it, and likewiſe the Towers, as appears by the King's Order to the Keeper of his 
Works at Weſtminſter, That they ſhould provide for the Abbot a good ſtrong Beam 
to ſupport the Bells, of the King's Gift, and deliver it to the Sacriſtan; and likes 
wiſe gave, in the 3 th Year of his Reign, 100 Shillings, to be paid Half-yearly 
to the Brethren of the Gild at Weſtminſter and their Succeſſors, who were appointed 


ö to ring the great Bells there, to be paid ont of the Exchequer, till the King could 
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provide them the Value of 100 Sffillings Land or Rent into this Church. He 
remov'd the Body of St. Edward into a Chapel behind the High Altar; of which 
in its Place. He gave to this Church likewiſe many Royal Gifts, Copes, Jewels, 
and rich Veſſels; whereof take what particular Account we can gather.

Ix the 28th Year of his Reign, he commanded Edward Fitz-Odo to make a 
Dragon, in Manner of a Standard or Enſign, of red Samit, to be embroider'd with 
Gold, and his Tongue to appear as tho' continually moving, and his Eyes of Sa- 
phires, or other Stones agreeable to him, to be placed in this Church againſt the 
King's coming thither.

Bur the moſt remarkable of all his Charters, is that which Matthew Paris has 
copied- out, and given us in his Hiſtory, whereby the Abbot and Convent were 
impower'd to demand Copies. of the Fines and Amerciaments levied by the King's 
Tudges on their 'Tenants, and enter'd in the Rolls of the Courts. And that thoſe 
Eſtreats were not to be return'd into the Exchequer, but delivered by the Judges to 
the Bailiff of the Convent, who was to be preſent when the Fines were ſet. 

Furs Prince died in the Year 1323, and was buried in this Abbey, under a 
ſtately Monument; of which in its Place. 


Bene factors in his Time. 


Wirtian de Humniex allign'd to the Convent a Debt of 100 L. 13 5. 9d. fn 
whole Time there was a Diſpute between the Biſhop of London and Chapter of 
St. Paul's, and this Church, concerning Stanes and Sunbury, when it was agreed, 
That the Church of Stanes ſhould be exempt from the Biſhop's Juriſdiction, with 
the Abbey, and that the Dean and Chapter of St. Paul's ſhould have the Chapel of 
Sunbury. Ss. 

Ric HARD de Berkyng, before mention'd, gave to this Convent the Sum of 300 
Marks, and gain d the Great Charter for them. He likewiſe procur'd them the 
Liberty of disfoteſtitig one Carucate of Land at Iſlip, joining to the Wood call'd 
White Alice (Candida Alitia.) He allign'd the Church of Ochham for his Table, and 
the Manor of Thorp for the Expences of the Convent; procur'd a Charter from 
the Biſhop and Chapter of Lincoln of the Church of Aſchwell, or Aſhwell, which 
he {et apatt for the Expences of himſelf and Convent; which was afterwards con- 
firm'd by Robert Briſſet, Biſhop of Lincoln. He defended the Church of Batrichſey 
againſt ſome Attempts made by Peter de Rupibus of Wincheſter. He purchas'd the 
Caſtle of Morron Folet, one half of the Manor of Langedon, with the Chapel there, 
and one half of the Foreſt looking towards the Manor of Morton : Theſe he bought 
of Philip Folet, Son of Agnes, Siſter of Robert Folet, and Aviſe the other Sifter, Co- 
heirs and Daughters of Reginald Folet. He likewiſe procur'd for this Monaſtery 
one half of the Manor of Chadleigh ; and of William de Saltmarſh, the Liberty to 
disforeſt two Carucates of the aforeſaid Manor of Morton, in a Place call'd Sa 

reggs, Which was his own proper Wood. The Church of Strengeſbam, with Pay- 
ment of 7 s, per Annum, and other Dues, and Payment of 24 6. in Pendock, with

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two Tenements, who are to pay their Rent to the Sacriſtan of Weſtminſter. He built 


the Village of New Hemerſch Morton in Glouceſterſhire, and aflign'd the Income of 


it to this Church to celebrate his Anniverſary. He purchaſed twelve Carucates 
of Meadow Land in Todeham, of Ralph de Poher, and one Carucate in Whathamp- 


ſtead he recover'd from Robert Cavil, and one from Godfrey de Chamberlenge, and 


the Rents of twenty Acres and one Carucate from Godfrey Noel; and three Mills 


and eight Shillings Rent in Perchſore, from Richard de Bingham, wiz, one Fulling- 


Mill and two Corn-Mills, and an Iſland without Eye, from Lawrence Fitz William, 
with a Mill and his Deed ; together with a Deed of Warranty from William de 
Herlane, by reaſon that Iſland was of his Fee, and at that Time paid ſix Marks, 
but ſince diſcharg'd from all Payments. He enlarg'd the Rent of the Manor of 
Periford, and improv'd it by disforeſting Part of it. Gave Land of Samplins be- 
yond Old Firman, and diſcharg'd the Abbot from a Payment of 10 J. which the 
Sheriffs of Eſſex and Hereford demanded yearly for View of Frank-pledge, and for 
Suits of their Tenants in thoſe Counties. 


EpwaRD I. his Son, ſucceeded him, and by his Great Charter confirm'd the 


Grants of his Predeceſſors; and by two other Charters, the Liberties of this Church 
and its Lands. 

Bur taking ſome Diſguſt againſt the Abbey, he very much retrench'd their 
Power, by taking from them ſeveral Privileges ; as, indeed, he put a Stop to moſt 


Donations to Churches by the Statute of Mortmain However, he confirm'd to 


them the Grant of his Father, That the Abbot's Wealth ſhould, after his Death, 
go to the Convent. It is not to be paſs'd over, his impriſoning the Abbot and 
49 Monks, upon Suſpicion of Robbery ; of which ſee more in the Lives of the 
Abbots. | 

In his Time, the new Church of Henry IIT's building was finiſh'd ; and on 
the 29th of March, in the Year 1299, a violent Fire broke oùt in the leſſer Hall 
of the Palace at Weſtminſter, and burning Weſtward, ſeiz'd the Roof, and burnt 
down great Part of the Church; towards the repairing which, this King contributed 
largely, and the ſucceeding Abbots, of whom hereafter. This Prince brought the 
fatal Stone from Scotland, with the Chair wherein their Kings were crown'd, and 


offer d it at the Shrine of St. Edward in this Church, together with the Crown of 


Gold and Scepter ; of which we ſhall ſpeak, when we come to his Chapel and 
the Coronation of our Kings. He likewiſe left, ſays Stow, to this Church, 100 U. 
per Annum. 


H x died and was buried in the Chapel of the Kings. 


AND here we mult not pals over, that this Prince gave twelve Manors, Lordſhips, 


and Hamblets to Walter, then Abbot of Weſtminſter, and his Succeſſors for ever, for 
keeping yearly Obuts for his Queen Eleanor, buried in this Church, and for Money 
to be given to the Poor for atrending at the Solemnization of the ſame. 


TH1s Prince took from the Abbot the Return of Writs ; and by his Statute of 


Mortmain, prevented the Increaſe of the Poſſeſſions not only of this but all 
other Abbeys in England. So that it is not to be expected we can give much more 
Account of Donations, and indeed (being already ſufficiently enrich'd) our Kings 
after this Time were very {paring of their Favours to her. However, as many 
Particulars as we can fave from the Rack of Time, and the repeated miſchie- 


vous Fury of Wretches, we {hall ſet down in the beſt Order we can. Then to 
proceed.

e vas murder, and bury'd at Glouceſier, and was ſucceeded by his Son. 
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Epward III. who, whether he was a Benefactor to this Church, or no, does 
not appear, ſaving a Confirmation of the Abbots Lands to the Convent, and a 
Preſent of the Head of St. Benedict, which he beſtow'd as a valuable Relique. 
There is remaining the Writing, whereby he ſecur'd this to them; which, for the 
Novelty of the Thing, I have plac'd in the Appendix. He was buried in this 
Church, in the Chapel of St. Edward. 

Is his Time Abbot Curlington rebuilt the Manor-Houſe at Iſlip after a ver 
ſtately and magnificent Manner, in a watry Place, which he had lately drain'd: 
For the old Palace, in which St. Edward the Confeſſor was born, was a decay'd irre. 
gular Building, cloſe adjoining to the Church-Vard. He likewiſe rebuilt the Pa. 
riſh Church of the Manor at Sutton in the City of Glouceſter. > BEES 

ABBoT Henly, in this King's Reign, likewiſe preſented the Church with a 
rich and curious Paſtoral Staff, on which was finely depicted the Salutation of 
the bleſſed Virgin, and an Angel at each End, all of Silver. 

RIchAR5 II. altho' he choſe Edward the Confeſlor for his Patron Saint, and wore 
his Arms, yet was not remarkable for any Favour done to his Church, perhaps di- 
verted by more luxurious Expence, to which that unhappy Prince was too much 
addicted. However, it was in his Time, viz, in the Year 1307, the Monks 
of this Church tranſlated the Body of King Sebert and his Queen Ethelgod from 
the different Parts of the Church where they lay, and buried them in one Tomb, 
as before deſcrib'd ; for Sebert lay in the Cloyſters, and Ethelgod in the Chapter- 
Houſe, with Hugoline before-mention'd, and the Abbot Edwyn, having an Epitaph; 
which ſince I wrote the firſt Chapter came a ſecond Time to my Hands, and 
will be ſet down in its Place. Neither was the Uſurper Henry IV. who ſuc- 
ceeded him, a remarkable Friend : Nor till the Time of Henry V. do I find any 
private Donations, who order'd in his Will, that the Manor of Ledcomb Regis in 
Berkſhire, and Offord, Clughuy Hundred in the County of Huntington, ſhould 
be given to this Church, to pray for the Soul of his Father Henry IV. which 
Henry VI. accordingly perform'd. 

AND now finding no more Donations from our Kings, or Benefactions, till 
the Time of Henry VII. let us ſee what private Benefactors this Church had 
during that long Interval, and thoſe were ſuch only as had been Abbots there; 
of whom altho' we intend to give a diſtinct and A Account, yet, as to 
their Gifts, we choſe this Place, that the Riſe and Acquiſitions of the Church 
may better appear by one continued Thread, than when ſcatter'd in different 
Places. And firſt, 

SMio x de Langham, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and ſome time Abbot here, was 
one of her greateſt Benefactors in the Reign of Edward III. And firſt, he dil- 
burthen'd the Church from a Debt. of two thouſand eight hundred Marks, 
Biſhop Goodwin ſays two thouſand two hundred, being all he had gather'd when 
Monk and Abbot. |

& AB2or Jip built the Chapel of St. Eraſmus, and the Skreen of that of 
St. John Baptiſt, as appears by the Rebus there: Of which hereafter. He like- 
Viſe rebuilt the Abbot's Houſe as it now ſtands, repair'd the Church and Offices 
of the Monaſtery. He ereCted the Statues of the Kings and Queens that had 
3 been Benefactors to this Church in Niches, thrown down in the Rebellion., for 
the moſt part. He founded the Chapel of St. Eraſmus, in which he lies buried. 
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Of founding the Chapel of the bleſſed Virgin Mary by Kig 


Henry VII. aud the Continuation of the Hiſtory of this Abbey 
1ill its Suppreſſion. 


Ano the Year 1502, Henry VII. firſt began that ſtately and ſurprizing 
Structure, which is now generally called by his Name, in a Place where before 
time his Predeceſſor had founded One, in his Time thought magnificent, which 
was dedicated to the Virgin Mother. This he rather may be ſaid to rebuild, the 
new one being dedicated to the ſame Patroneſs. The ancient Chapel of St. E. 
ward being too much crowded to admit of any other Princes, the King, after 
ſome Thoughts of Windſor, pitch'd upon this Place for that Purpoſe. In order 
to which, he pull'd down the aforeſaid Chapel, together with a Houſe call'd 
The White-Roſe Tavern, and began this Structure: Abbot Iſlip, upon the King's 
Part, laying the firſt Stone, afhiſted by Sir Reginald Bray Knight of the Garter, 
Dr. Barnes Maſter of the Rolls, Dr. Wall Chaplain to the King, Mr. Hugh Aldham 
Chaplain to the Countels of Richmond the King's Mother, Sir Fdward Stanhope Kt. 
and others. Upon which Stone this Inſcription was cut: Iluſiriſſimus Henricus 
Septimus, rex Anglie & Francie, & dominus Hibernie, poſuit hanc petram in lo- 
nore beate Virgins Marte, xxilij. die Fanuartj. Anno Domini MCCCCCII. & Anno 
dicti regis Henrici Septimi decimo octavo. A particular Deſcription of which 
Building we ſhall give in another Place. 

TH1s Chapel, as he deſign'd it for a Burial-Place to him and his Poſterity, in 
his Will expreſly enjoining, that none but the Blood Royal ſhould lie there; ſo 
likewiſe the endow'd it in a Manner ſuitable to ſo great a Purpoſe ; and to that 
End he procur'd a Bull from Pope Alexander VI. enabling him to ſuppreſs the 
Priorics of Montesfont and L wield, and apply the Revenue of them to this 
Place. | 

AxD for the Health of his Soul, he procur'd a Bull from Pope Leo, to allow 
of his uniting to this Abbey the famous Collegiate Church of St. Martins le Grand, 
and the Manor of Tykhill in Yorkſhire, to maintain a Chauntry of three Monks 
who ſhould be Prieits, and two Lay-Brothers. The Prieſts were to lay daily 
Mals for his Soul, and the Souls of his Wife and Children, and to have allow'd 
them above their uſual Allowance one hundred Shillings per Annum : Before 
which Maſs, the Abbot was to cauſe the great Bell to give forty Strokes as No- 
tice. And in his laſt Will he is ſaid to have deliver'd into the Hands of the 
Abbot of Weſtminſter 5000 l. for Maſſes and Alms, whereof 10000 Maſſes to be 
ſaid for him at 6 4. per Maſs, and 2000 J. for Alms between his Death and 
Burial. | 

He likewiie gave 13 s. 4 d. (I believe it ſhould be 3 5s. 4 d.) for a Sermon on 
Good Friday, Monday in Eaſter Week, and Lady-Day, and every Sunday.) He like- 
wite appointed two Brothers to be kept in this Monaſtery, call'd Converſez, and 
three Monks for the Univerſity of Oxford, above their uſual Number, and to 
vive them Exhibitions of 10 J. per Annum. 

H x founded an Hoſpital for thirteen poor People, one of which to be a Prieſt, 
and allow'd the Prieſt Sixpence per Week, and the others 'Twopence halfpenny per 
Week, Oc. All which, by Agreement, the Abbot Iſlip obliged himſelf to perform, 
as did after him his Succeſſor Benſon, who on Monday the 1 2th Day of May, in 
the 2cth Year of the Reign of King Henry VIII. came before the then Lord 
Chancellor Audley into Weſtminfler-Hall, between nine and ten in the Morning, and 
entered into Obligations to that Purpoſe. 

Eſiney built the great Weſt · Window of this 
Church, and the. Screen of St. Jom Bapriſt Chapel. 
Ax b by an Evaſion of the Merchants he. paid the King 1000 J. 


Es E are · all the Particulars we can gather of the ancient Donations, of this 
Deſtruction ſoon after felt a Shock, tho not {o 
ſevere-as-others, yet-ſufficient to dim her Grandeur ever ſince. How this hap» 


Church, whichs in the general 
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pen d, and her State and Condition ſince, I {hall reſerve to the ſecond Volume, 


when I come to treat of her modern Hiſtory. It being neceſſary to bring in the 
Deambulatory between, leſt the Cuts be crowded into one Volume, which would 
be inconvenient. However, not to break off the Thread, I think it reaſonable to 
adjoin to the antient Hiſtory the antient Cuſtoms of this Church; which ſee in 
the next Book. 

Bur before I conclude theſe Donations, give me leave to go back as far as 
the Time of Ethelred, to inſert one of his, which was communicated to me 
lately. This Prince, as appeared formerly in a Teliograph of his Time, in the ſe- 
cond Year of his Reign, granted to Aldſyus, then Abbot of Weſtminſter, two 
Houſes, as a e for the Murder of his Brother, a uſual Cuſtom at 
that Time. Part of the Grant, for the Uncommonneſs of it, I {hall ſet down.

and as they, by Application and Interceſhon with me, have earneſtly required, 
* and as they their retir'd Life, devoted to God and Induſtry in the Convent of 
the before-named Apoſtle, deſerve, two Houſes in the Place call'd Berwyck, for 
the Abbot of the before-mention'd Place, who is nam'd Aldſyus : And his Con- 
vent have purchas'd them of me for 100 Mancuſes, upon this Condition, That 


they ſhall ſay 300 Maſles for me, and pay ſuch Muſick, after the manner of 
David, for me, with a devout Mind. | 


Axp now having wound this Church to her higheſt Pitch of Glory, a ſudden 
Storm overcaſt it: And tho' ſhe fell not under it, as moſt of her Siſters did, yer 
o ſevere was the Shock, that ſhe has never ſince recovered it. For Henry VIII. 
a Prince whoſe Name ſounds hateful to the Ears of all good Men, whoſe un- 
bounded Luſt no Religion could moderate, and whoſe inſatiate brutal Rage no 
Reaſon ever could influence, {wept away, at one Word of his unhallow'd Mouth, 
what the pious and bounteous Hands of his Predeceſſors had devoted to God with 
pious Intention, and ſecurd by the ſevereſt Imprecations. This Robbery (for 
ſuch it muſt needs be, if God himſelf ſays the taking away his Tithes and Offer- 
wgs was robbing bim) had not one ſucceeding Act of Munificence, had not 
one Ac ſubſequent to palliate it: and that immenſe Treaſure, which, if it had 
been employ d in Ads of Charity, might have made Poverty and Miſery almoſt 


Strangers 
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Strangers to our Land; became the Prey of Court · Pariſites, who were Pundem 
to his Luſt, and Inſtruments of his Rapine. But what is ſtill another ſad Con- 
ſequence of this Fury, all the Archives of religious Houſes were deſtroy'd { 
in this general Confuſion, except ſome few Pieces reſerved for a ſtill more im- 
pious Set of Wretches, whoſe Stupidity and Inipudence was their Zeal for Reli- 
gion, and Deſtruction and Plunder their Practice of it. 80 that in this Caſe it

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CHAP: 1 
Of RELIQUES. 


AVING already ſet down the Donations of religious Men 
to this Church, and the wealthy Poſſeſſions ſhe was en- 
dow'd with, which drew the Eyes of covetous People upon 
her: Give me leave now to preſent you with an In- 
ventory of imaginary Wealth; which, tho' it had not the 
Power to attract avaricious Hands, as being in it ſelf Trea- 
ſure of a different Kind from the former; yet was it no 
{mall Means of procuring that. A Collection of this kind, 


I know, will ſhock ſeveral who are unacquainted with the 


Cuſtomof thoſe Times, who will think it entirely an Invention, to impoſe upon their 
Belief. But if I had not the Authority of Men, and of their own Monks, living when 


this Coin was current ; yet any who have ſeen other Countries, will eafily give 
in with me what was formerly the State of our own. I would not willinzly 
ſpeak lightly of that Reſpect good Men in old Time paid to the Tombs of holy 
Perſons; but it is almoſt impoſſible ro read, without the utmoſt Concern, how 
their Children grew every Age to be more and more impos'd upon by artful and 


deſigning 
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deſigning Men; who finding great Gains attend the Impoſition, traded for Fleſh 
and Bones of Saints, as Egyptians do for Mummy; when a good Man brought 


them more worldly Profit by mangling his Body, pulling out his Teeth, and 


breaking his Bones, than his pious and good Example did for their Imitation. It 
was, I think, a ſtrange Shew of Reſpect, to dig up and diſturb the Bodies of Saints, 
that others might ſee their State of Corruption; and a Skeleton, fram d from a 
common Criminal, to ſatisfy a Surgeon's Curioſity, could not complain of x 
harder Expoſure, than theſe mutilated Bodies. This new Field I could run 
largely into, but want Time: Nor haveI a deſire to offend. However, I think 
they might reaſonably at the Suppreſſion (tho I think they had ſo good Fate) be 
divided, and half the Carnage by an Oſſilegium be depoſited in a Charnel-Houſe 
rather than a Church; and the other odd Things in a Muſ-eum among the no leſs 
Trifles of ſuperſtitious Men of a different ſort. 

SEBERT the Founder gave to this Church part of the Beam in the Manger 
where Chriſt was laid, part of his Croſs and of his Sepulchre, part of the Wax 
and Incenſe uſed by St. Peter at the conſecrating this Church, (at leaſt ſomebody; 
ſince his Time, to favour the Legend,) of the Veſtments of the twelve Apoſtles; 
Reliques of the holy Con feſſors St. Anthony, Lazarus Nicodemus, and others; and 
Reliques of the holy Virgins Tecle, Petronilla, and Helena. 

ADELSTANE, or Athelſtane, the King, gave part of the Holy Croſs and Sepul- 
chre, and of the Mountains Olivet and Sinai; the Veil of the Virgin Mary, Reliques 
of the Apoſtles Peter, Bartholomew, Andrew, and Barnaby: Of the Martyrs Mar- 
tin Lawrence, Ypolitus, Tiburtius, Valerius, Quintus, and others; and of the Vir- 
gins Batildis, Martina, and others. 

OF, King of the Eaſt Saxons, gave to this Church part of the Cypreſs at our 


Saviour's Funeral, and of his Sepulchre. 


Orr4 the Great gave a Tooth of St. Heraſinus the Martyr, a Finger of St. Bo- 
niface, one Cloth in which St. Alban's Body had beed wrapped together; with the 
Reliques of St. Amphibalus ; and alſo the Head, with the Jaws, Teeth, Scapula, and 
other ſmall Bones of a certain Saint unknown. 

EDR gave ſome of the Stones with which St. Stephen was ſton'd, and ſome 
of his Bones; together with part of his Blood; a 'Thigh-Bone ; ſome of the 
Ribs, and other {mall Bones of the holy Innocents : Alſo two Ribs; and ſome 
of the Earth wet with St. Laurence's Blood; three Ribs of St. Hypolitus ; Teeth 
of St. Magnus and Semphronianus, with the Crofs of St. Felix ; the Reliques of St. 
George, St. Sebaſtian, and others; Reliques of St. John Baptiſt, and of his Father 
and Mother; Reliques of St. John and St. Paul, Martyrs, and the Arm of St. Vin- 
cent; Two of the Tibie, with other Bones of St. Ethelwold Biſhop of Laudisfarn ; 
with other Reliques without Names to them: Alſo the Arm of Gregory the Great, 
and one of the Bones of the Scapula of St. Benedi the Abbot. 

 ETHELRED gave part of the holy Sepulchre, with the Seal thereof; of the 
Mounts Thabor, Calvary, and Olivet ; of the Place where our Lord waſh'd his 
Diſciples Feet; of the Temple, and the Ruſt of our Saviour's Knife ; of the 
Fragments with which he was anointed in his Sepulchre; Reliques of St. Bafilidis, 
Cirmi, Naboth, and Naxarius, with fifteen others; and of the holy Virgins, Edith, 
Wilfride, Cuthburge, Priſca, Chriſtina, Ethelburgh, Marcellina, Aldegundes, Agnes, 
Daria, Crizantes, and others. | 

CNUTE, or Canute, gave the Arm of St. Orias, and Reliques of St. Edward the 
King and Martyr ; one Finger of St. Alphage, and another of St. Gregory, with 
other of his Bones. 

EM 4 Mother to Edward the Confeſſor, gave Reliques of St. Agatha : a Fin- 
ger of St. Bridget; with Reliques of St. Felix and St. Perpetua Alſo of the Head

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of St. Mary Egyptiaca; part of the Head of Maxilla, and the Arms, with other 
Reliques of St. Helena. : 

EnpwaRrD the Confeſſor gave part of the Place where Chtiſt was born; of his 
Manger; and alſo of the Frankincenſe offer d to our Lord by the Eaſtern Magi; 
of che Table of our Lord; of the Bread which he bleſs d; of the Seat where he 
was preſented in the Temple; of the Wilderneſs where he faſted; of the Gaol 
where he was impriſoned ; great Part of the holy Croſs incloſed in a certain one, 
particularly beautify'd and diftinguiſh'd ; with many other Pieces of of the ſame. 
He gave alſo the Croſs that floated againſt Wind and Wave Over-Sea from Nor- 
mandy hither with that King, and great part of one of the Nails of our Savi- 
our's Croſs; part of his undivided Garment; of the Spunge, Launce, and 
Scourge, with which he was tortur'd ; of the Sepulchre, and Cloth that bound 
his Head; of the Mountains Golgotha and Calvary. Many Pieces of the Velt- 
ments of the Virgin Mary; of the Linen that ſhe wove; of the Window in which 
the Angel ſtood when he ſaluted her; of her Milk; of her Hair; of her 
Shoes, and her Bed; alſo the Girdle which ſhe work d with her own Hands, 
always wore, and dropp'd to St. Thomas the Apoſtle at her Aſſumption. Of the 
Hairs of St. Peter's Beard, and part of his Croſs ; Reliques of St. Paul, viz, a certain 
Cloth in which his Head was wrapp'd when cut off, and one of the Fingers, and 
ſome Blood of the ſame Apoſtle. Many Bones of St. Andrew, and part of his 
his Croſs. A Bone of St. James Major, and Reliques of the Apoſtles Philip and 

ames; Arms of the Apoſtles Bartholomew and Thomas ; with the Reliques of 
the Apoſtles Barnaby, Matthew, and Matthias; great part of the Body of St. Put- 
tolph the Abbat, with one of his Cowls, and Reliques of the fame : Alſo the Head, 
Pouch, and Ivory-Staff of St. Andwen the Biſhop; and Reliques of St. 
Giles, Ferome, Ethelwold, Erkenwald, Thodoric, and many others, the Head of 
St. Margaret, with other Bones, and of her Clothes; Oil of the Tomb of St. K. 
therine ; Reliques of St. Cecilia, Tecle; and half a Jaw, with three Teeth of 
St. Anaſtatia. 

WirLIAu the Conqueror procured for this Church the Reliques of St. Dioni- 
fius ; one Tooth of St.Nugatius ; with Reliques of St. Euſtathius and Rumbald. 

LawRENTIUsS the Abbat gave three embroider'd Copes made of the Clothes 
Edward the Confeſſor lay in in his Coffin. 

THOMAS BECKET, commonly call'd St. Thomas of Canterbury, gave to St. Ed- 
ward's Feretry an Image of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, beautifully fram'd of 
Ivory, and much eſteem'd by him. | 

Map, or Matild, commonly call'd the Good Queen, Wife to Henry I. gave 
Reliques of the Cell and Garments of St. John the Evangeliſt ; great part of the 
Har of St. Mary Magdalen, with her black Girdle, in which was wrought in Let- 
ters of Gold this Antiphon, Neſciens mater & orationem Deus qui ſalutis.

AN TIENT CHAPELs and ALTARS in this Church. 


Of CnareLs. 


FIND the Face of this Church much alter'd from the early Ap- 
21 pearance of it, not only by the Injuries of Time, but the more de- 
titructive Hands of hot-brain'd Zealots. As for the Altars, they were 
Ez Wa moſt of them remov'd at the Reformation, tho ſome have been in- 
jur'd in our late thorough Reformation, as it was then call d; and ſome of the 
Chapels, Time, the Weight of Monuments, and the neceſſary Repairs of the 
Church, have entirely made away with, that not even the Site is to be diſco- 
verd. However, what I find formerly of them, I ſhall ſet down; and 
firſt, 

Tux Chapel of St. Benedict the Abbat, where was formerly an Altar to that 
Saint, near the Tomb of Biſhop Langham ; at which Altar, whoever heard 
Maſs, had an Indulgence granted for the Space of two Years and thirty Days. 
This Chapel is now ſtanding, and had not long ſince a plain Skreen of Wood 
cancellared, opening to the South Croſs, which was remov'd to make way for 
the Tomb of Mr. Dryden. It is the firſt Chapel of the Area going round St. E 
wards. And is likewiſe call'd the Dean's Chapel. 

St. EDU s Chapel, founded as before- mentioned, by Abbat Crokeſly ; in 
which I find no Account of any Altar to this Saint. This Chapel is the {cond 
in the Area, and the largeſt. 

St. NicHoL4s's Chapel is the third in the Area, and had formerly in it an 
Altar erected to that Saint; for hearing Maſs at which Altar, was granted an 
Indulgence for three Years and ſixty Days. 

Nexr to this was formerly a Chapel dedicated to theB leſſed Virgin Mary, 
founded by Henry III. but pulld down by Henry VII. in order to found his new 
Chapel, and was ſituate where now are the Stairs and Portico of that Chapel. 
In this former Chapel was an Altar, at which whoever heard Maſs, had an In- 
dulgence for two Years and one hundred Days. In the ſame Chapel, at the Door 
on the North Side, two Years and fourteen Days. By which it appears, there was 
a Paſſage into the Church through this Chapel. 


CHAPEL of Henry VII. of which we ſhall hereafter give a particular Ac- 
count. 


CHAPEL of St. Paul, in which was an Altar, where whoever heard Maſs, had 
two Years and thirty Days Indulgence. 


CHAPEL of St. John Baptiſt, in which whoever heard Maſs, had Indulgence 
for three Years and an hundred and forty five Days.

CHAPEL of Iſlip. This has in a late Book been confounded with the 


Chapel of St. John Baptiſt, and call'd by that Name contrary to all former Wri- 
ters, and without the leaſt Grounds, that I can gather, except a Text-Inſcription 
over the Door of the latter, bearing the Name of that Saint. Now how far 
this will be a ſufficient Authority to contradi& Perſons living, when thoſe Cha- 


pels were in Uſe, and when this of Iſip was built, I leave the World to judge. 


But 
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But however, leſt the Matter ſhould ſtill remain doubtful, whether Iſib was the 
Founder of this Chapel, or that will appear, firſt that the Chapel of St. John 
Baptiſt was in being long before Jip was born, even in Sporleys Time, who 
gives Account of the Indulgence, before-mentioned, for hearing Maſs in it: 
Whereas he never mentions that of Eraſmus, which he would certainly have 
done, (for he has omitted none,) had it been then. in being. Another convin- 
cing Argument, is the antient Monuments in it, viz, of Vaughan in Edward IV's 
Jime; Colcheſter and Hacket, and thoſe before Iſlip's Time, whole Monuments 
yet have had no Alteration ; which they muſt have had, if this Chapel was built 
after their Interment, Another Reaſon is, that Iſlip was Founder of a Chapel 
adjoining call'd by his Name, as appears by the Text over the Door, all the 
Writers of this Church agree, and that he was buried in the Chapel he tounded, 
And even this Writer, Vol. I. p. 10. ſays, he lies buried in the Chapel of St. Eraſ. 
mus; tho in p. 156. he ürelliy contradicts himſelf, and calls it the Chapel of 
St. ohm Baptiſt, However, to ſet this Matter ſtill in a clearer Light, I find Iſip 
not only building a Chapel, but the Skreens to St. Fohn Baptiſt and St. John Evan- 
geliſt's Chapel, on each fide that in which he lies buried: And that the whole 
Front of the Area in that Part was alter d; and am inclined to believe he took 
his Burial- place, for ſo it may be call'd, rather than a Chapel, being at beſt a 
little dark Place, out of the Chapel of St. John Baptiſt, as appears, I think, pretty 
plain from the turning of the Paſſage into it. In which Paſlage, I believe, for- 
merly was an Altar dedicated to St. Eraſmus, ſtanding in the Door-Way, as I think, 
ſeems evident, even now; and this Name over the Door alludes only to that. 
But to cloſe this Matter, St. John Baptiſt's was a Chapel before 1ſip's Birth, and 
Eraſmus's Chapel, as they call it, and, as I take it, Iſlip's, never heard of before 
his Time, and has now only his own Monument, and one later. To this the 
general Conſent of Writers, with the Tradition and Regiſter of that Church, 
and Doubtfulneſs to what the Inſcription antiently belong'd, puts it paſt all Diſ- 
pute, that that little Chapel next to St. Fohn Baptiſt, where Iſlip lies, was a Cha- 
pel he built and call'd after his Name; and that they call an Oratory over it, 
ſeems to be a Chantry Chapel for his Soul, as was uſual for the Abbats to leave. 
But this Ilip's Life not being in the Manuſcript among the Lives of the others, 
we cannot poſitively aſſert the latter. 

Tax Chapel of St. John the Evangeliſt, in which was formerly an Altar 
erected to that Saint, where whoever heard Maſs, had an Indulgence for two 
Years and thirty Days. This is the laſt Chapel in che Area, and looks towards 
the great North Croſs, from which it is ſeparated by a Skreen cancellated of Wood, 
formerly finely carv'd, gilt, and adorn'd with Arms of ſeveral of our Nobility, 
but is now almoſt gone, or blinded with the Tomb of Sir Gilbert Lort. 

NExx to this Chapel is that of St. Michael, now not ſeparated from the for- 
mer, looking into the North Croſs, from which it was ſkreen'd by Cancellz 
like the former ; but they are now blinded, or rather remov'd, for ſetting up 
the old Duke of Newcaſtle's Tomb. | 

TuE Chapel of Andrew, being the laſt of the three that look into the North 
Croſs, and now laid into one with the two former. This was formerly adorn'd 
with a Skreen made by Abbat Kirton, in which were the Arms of many of 
our Nobility, and others, curiouſly carv'd and gilt, and was one of the beauti- 
fulleſt Pieces of antient Work that I have ſeen; for it was not long ſince it was 
remov'd, when ſome Marks of the Paintings and Gildings ſtill remain'd ; but now 
a huge Monument, erected to the late Duke of Newcaſtle, fills up its Place, and 
blinds the Chapel ; together with a very curious Monument that ſtands in it. 
In this Chapel was an Altar dedicated to St. Andrew, at which whoever heard 
Maſs, had an Indulgence for two Years and thirty Days. 
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Tux Chapel of st. Blaſe, a Place in the South Croſs, inclos d on the Eaſt side 
with a Stone Wall, and fronting the Croſs, inclos'd with Wainſcot, now made 


uſe of as a Reveſtry. It is a great pity this Incloſure was never taken away, it 


being a ſcandalous Blot in the Beauty of this Part of the Church; and a Place for 
the fame Uſe may, with more Convenience, be made in ſome Square of the 
Cloyſters, where there may be a regular Proceſſion of the Choir, with the Pre- 
bends. Whereas now the South Croſs is made a News-Walk, by the Singing- 
Men, till the Sub-Dean or any of the Prebends come; and then in a 
hurried confus'd manner run different Ways to get into their Seats in time, 
This I have with Concern heard many complain of; and was told, That the 
Dean, my Lord of Rocheſter, intended ſome Alteration, upon that Account ; 
which, I hope, his Lordſhip, than whom was never a ſtricter Obſerver of Church- 
Decency and Diſcipline, will in due time proceed in. In this Chapel of St. Blaſe 
was an Altar formerly, at which, whoever heard Maſs, had Indulgence granted 
them for the Space of two Years and twenty Days, 

Bxs1DEs theſe Chapels, which (except the old one of the Virgin Mary) are 
now ſtanding, I find in ſeveral Papers belonging to this Church, that there were 
theſe following, of which the very Situation is now entirely loſt. 

Tax Chapel of St. Katherine, in which, whoever heard Maſs, had Indulgence 
granted for two Years and ſixty Days. This I find to have been an ancient Cha- 
pel, and of ſome Character; for it was here Matthew Paris tells us King Henry III. 
caus'd the great Anathema to be read againſt all Violators of this Church. 

Tux Chapel of St. Aune, where was granted a like Indulgence for hearing 
Maſs for the Space of two Years. 

TuxsE are all the Chapels I can meet with, or hear to have been in this 
Church, except that of St. Edward the Confeſſor; which I ſhall reſerve to a ſe- 
parate Treatiſe : And now ſhall adjoin to this Account of Chapels, what Altars 
were ſet up in ſeveral Parts of this Church, with their Patron-Saints, and In- 
dulgences granted for Attendance at them; viz. 


Of ALTARS. 


To St. Martin the Biſhop was an Altar dedicated in this Church, at which, 
whoever heard Maſs, had an Indulgence granted him for the Term of three 
Years. 

St. HELENA, Mother to Conſtantine the Great, at whoſe Altar was Maſs ſaid, 
and Indulgence for rwo Years and thirty Days to thoſe who heard it. 


St. DUNSTAN the Archbiſhop, at whoſe Altar was Indulgence for Maſs-Hearers 


two Years and ſixty five Days. 

St. THoMAS the Martyr, or Thomas Becket Archbiſhop of Canterbury, had an 
Altar here, when Maſs was wont to be celebrated; at the hearing which, thoſe 
who attended had Indulgence for rwo Years and forty Days. 

Tus R were the Altars antiently ſtanding in this Church, except that in 
St. Edward's Feretry, and one which was erected ſince that Monks Time, from 
whom we gather much of this Account, wiz. a large Altar of black Touchſtone 
of one Piece, admirable and unequall'd for its Curioſity, which ſtood at the 
Head of King Henry VII's Tomb, upon which formerly was plac'd four Wax 


Tapers of twelve Pounds each, perpetually burning. This Altar in the great 


Rebellion was broken to Pieces by one Sir Robert Harlow, a hot brain d Zealot 
of thoſe Times, | 
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NIS. in Cot. 
Lib. 
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Bes1DEts the Maſſes, Altars, and Chapels, here mention'd, there were, no 
doubt, ſeveral others of that kind, had we the Happineſs of the Books of this 
Church, ſo often quoted by their antient Hiſtorians: But ſince we have not, 
take in an irregular manner what we accidentally meet with, and can gather, from 
Hints in other Authors. And firſt, 

I Find there was a ſolemn Proceſhon in this Church on the Day of St. Vin- 
cent, ordain'd with the Conſent of the Prior, by Radulphus Papillon Abbat about 
the Year 1201, and in the ſecond Year of the Reign of King John: And by 
the ſaid Abbat was likewiſe granted the like ſolemn Proceſſion on the Day of 
the Tranſlation of St. Benedict. 

Ayour the Year 1622, the Sixth of Henry III. was ſolemn Proceſſion, and 
Maſs ſaid on the Tranſlation of St. Edmund; for obſerving which, the Abbat 
Hume gave to this Church the Sum of 22 1. ariſing from Land of Robert Baſſet, 
in the Town of Sutton. 

R1cHARD de Berkyng, about 1240, order'd that all Monks living and dying in 
this Monaſtery ſhould have Prayers {aid for them in the RefeCtory, and eſpe- 
cial Vigils. 

1 de Croſsly about 12 50, in the Forty firſt Year of King Henry III. or- 
der'd a ſolemn Proceſſion in this Church to be always on the Day of St. Mau- 
rice. 

WILL14M de Curthington gave Money to this Chucth to maintain unam bonam 
miſſam, before the High Altar, 
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Of CHAUNTRIES and ANNIVERSARIES. 


FFF Chauntries, we have Account of very few; nor of Anniverſaries j 

that it is needleſs to ſeparate them into diſtindt Chapters. I ſhall 
therefore only range them in point of Time, ſuch as they were; and 
the manner of them take as follows. And firſt, 


was a ſolemn Anniverſary ; and every one praying for his Soul, had Indulgence 
ranted him for one huadred and twenty Days. 

V1T4L1S Abbat of this Church, dying in 1082, whoſe Anniverſary being the 
earlieſt I can meet with, was thus obſervd. His Tomb (which was an old one, 
now even with the Pavement) in the Cloyſters, was cover'd with a Carpet, and 
over that a Covering of Silk wrought with Gold, and two Wax-Candles of two 
Pounds each, which the Sacriſtan was to provide, were to be plac'd there, from 
the Hour of Veſpers, till the laſt Maſs of the Requiem, the following Day; and the 
Prior (or Sub-Prior, in his Abſence) was to celebrate Maſs, upon that Account. 
This Abbat's Life, Tomb, and Inſcription, (as well as thoſe of the reſt, at leaſt 
ſuch as are remaining) ſee in the ſecond Volume. 

Tax Abbat Giſlebert (who lies by him) had his Anniverſary kept in this 
Church on the 7th of the Ides of December, and was after as pompous a 
manner, | 

LavuzxztnTIus Abbat, 1170, had his Anniverſary kept in this Church on the 
11th of April; for which he aſſign'd to them ſix Marks of the Poſſeſſion of the 
Church of Wandſworth and Batterſey. He allow'd, upon this Occaſion, to the Bro- 
thers of the Infirmary 13 s. per Ann. of the Villanage in Batterſey ; and on the 
Day of the Anniverſary 4 s. 8 d. to the Poor, which was confirm'd by 
Pope Lucius. 

WALTER Abbat (who lies in the Cloyſters likewiſe,) had his Anniverſary kept 
in this Church, on the Day of St. Coſma and Damian. The Manner thus: On 
the Vigil of the aforeſaid Saints, the Prior and Convent were to ing Placebo, 
and a Dirge, with three Leſſons, as uſual; with ringing of Bells, and ſolemn 
Singings ; with two Torches burning at his Tomb, from that Vigil to the End 


ſence, was to ling; and then the Almoner was to diſtribute two Quarters of 
Corn (made into Bread) at his Tomb, according to the Cuſtom in thoſe Caſes. 
For all which this Abbat aſſign'd the Manor of Paddington : And if any Monies 
ariſing from that Manor remain'd over and above paying the Charges of this 
Anniverſary, the Almoner was to apply it to good Uſes, and find for the Con-

of Maſs next Day. Which Maſs the Prior, or ſome body there in his Ab» 


Table (as uſual in other Anniverſaries) in a great Tankard (25 Lagenarum) of 
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Tun was an Anniverſary in this Church for Abbat Poſtard, with Prayers 
for the Health of his Soul, and the Souls of his Father and Mother, and Prede- 
ceſſors. It was obſerv'd on the 4th Day of May, for which he afhgn'd 2 1 Marks 
of Silver; and to the Brothers of the Infirmary, the Reſidue of the Income of 
the Churches of Ockham, and Hameldon, for ever. This Anniverſary he ſettled 
by Charter; in which he ſolemnly invokes God's Indignation upon ſuch Per- 
{ons who ſhould prevent or 850 . 

AA Hume had his Anniverſary kept here on the 12th Kal. May; for ob- 
ſerving which he aſſign'd the Sum of 40 J. being part of his Income, from the 
Manor of Hampſtead, and 40 5. Money due to him from the Dean of Perſore, and 
Monks of Malvern, which was to be for the uſual Treat in the Refectory, and 
diſtributed to the Infirmary, and among the Poor. 

AB BAr Berkyng, in the Year 1240, order'd his Anniverſary ſhould be kept on 
the Day of our Lord's Aſcenſion ; for obſerving which he aſſign'd to the Con- 
vent the Rent of the Village of New Hendmerſch Morton, which he had built in 
Glouceſterſhire, and two Marks of Rent of Land, leaſed to Walter Delefreight in 
Hendon, in the County of Middleſex, and the Village of Alhallows. Upon this 
Occaſion, was to be given to 100 poor People Bread, and Ale, and Broth, and 
one Diſh of Victuals of Veniſon or Fiſh. 

Tur Father and Mother of the before mentioned Abbat Berkyng, had their 
Anniverſary kept; for which was aſſign'd 20s. to be given in Ale. 

ABBAT Croſsly, about the Year 1258, aſſign'd for keeping his Anniverſary in 


this Church the Manor of Hampſtead; and gave the Sum of 135. 4d. for ring- 


ing Bells upon that Occaſion ; and aſſignd the Sum of 101. 13s. 4 d. for diſtri- 
buting to every poor Perſon who ſhould attend on the Maſs-Day of this Anni- 
verſary, one Peny; and likewiſe one Peny every Day, for five fol- 
lowing. 

Tux Founder of this Church, Henry III. had his Anniverſary, by Order of 
Abbat Croſsly, kept on the Day of the Tranſlation of St. Edmund. However, the 


Abbat liv'd not to celebrate it. Upon this Day was given fix Symnels; and 


to every Monk, unam lagenam vini. And there was likewiſe granted an Indul- 
gence for the Term of five Years and two hundred and forty Days, to thoſe who 
{aid Prayers for his Soul. 

EDMUND, ſurnam'd Crouchback, Earl of Lancaſter, and Son to Henry III. who 
has an antient Tomb by the High-Altar, which we ſhall hereafter give, being 
ſlain in France, had folemn Obiits in this Church, and his Anniverſary obſerv'd : 
And to all {ſuch who ſhould in this Church devoutly pray for his Soul, 
was granted an Indulgence for the Term of five hundred and ſixty Days. 

LI de Valence Earl of Pembroke, whoſe antient Tomb, ſee engrav'd in the 
Chapel of St. Edmund, being ſlain in the ſame War with him, was brought to 
this Church, and had the like ſolemn Obiits, with Indulgence granted to ſuch as 
{hould pray for his Soul for one hundred Days. He 

For Prayers for the Soul of Fohn de Valence, Son of the aforeſaid William, 
was granted an Indulgence for the Term of one hundred and ſixty Days. 

RIcHARD de Ware Abbat of this Church, about the Year 1283, aſſign'd for his 
Anniverſary to be kept here the Manor of Keldon, or Kellevedon, in Eſſex. 

ON William de Wedon in the Time of Edward I. gave Gifts to this Church to 
wy in Maſs Commemoration for him, and one Fohn Gifford, and Lucio his 

Vife. 

ALI4NOR Queen of England, Wife to Edward, had ſolemn Obiits and Anniver- 
ſaries here; for which, as is before mentioned, the King granted to this Con- 
vent twelve Manors, and gave Money to be diſtributed to the Poor attending 


this Solemnity; and procured moreover for all ſuch as ſhould devoutly pray 
| for 
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for her Soul in this Church Indulgence for the Term of five Vears and two 
hundred and fifteen Days. 

AXD to pray for the Soul of the ſaid Edward I. was granted (as is written, 
ſays my Author; a ſeeming Doubt!) an Indulgence for the Term of two hun- 
dred and ſeventy three Vears and three hundred and fifty five Days. 

Fon Walter Wenlock 1307. was a ſolemn Indulgence granted to pray for his 
Soul, and for all ſuch who ſhould pray for the Souls of Alexander of Perſehſore a 
Monk, Philip Briſtewell, Hugh Papworth, William Hafille, Ade de London, Monks; 
and for all the Kings and Queens, and other Nobility ; and for all the Abbats 
and Monks of this Convent, their Parents, Friends, and Benefactors; and for 
the Brothers and Siſters of the Chapter; and for the Souls of all reſting in this 
Monaſtery; and for all the Faithful deceas d. This general Indulgence was for 
the Term of twenty five Veats and one hundred and twenty Days. 

$1440n de Langham Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and ſometime Abbat here; found- 
ed a Chauntry in this Church to maintain four Prieſts for ever in this Church, 
to ſing daily for the Soul of him, and his Parents; for maintaining which he 
gave 1000 Marks; for which, as before mention'd, he ſecur'd the Manor 
of Brekeſwell, and a Mill at Muleſham, in Eſſex, of 16 1. 

HE Rr V. erected a Chauntry in this Church, to celebrate Maſs weekly for the 
Soul of King Richard II. and gave 20 l. in Pence to be annually diſtributed among 
the Poor, 

THERE was likewiſe a Chauntry founded in this Chutch for the Soul of 
Henry V. which his Son Son Henry VI. endow'd with Land, mention'd in the Do- 
nations. 'This Chauntry is over the Chapel in which that Prince lies buried ; 
wherein they tell us is his Shield, Sword, and other warlike Furniture. It is not 
unlikely the Altar there may be ſtill ſtanding, being ſo obſcure a Place, as might 
likely paſs the Notice of the Reformers, having two Aſcents to it, one on each 
{ide the Iron-Skreen. But I could not ſatisfy my Curioſity in this Reſpect, be- 
ing inform'd that the a Sacriſt, ſome Years ſince dying ſuddenly in the Night, 


the Key was loſt; and the Choir have never ſince had one made to it. 


I doUBT not bur Iſlip likewiſe founded a Chauntry in this Church; and I am 
apt to believe it is over the Chapel where he lies buried: But having no certain 
Authority, I leave it doubtful to others. 

THe laſt and greateſt Chauntry founded in this Church, was that for Henry VII. 
This conſiſted of three Monks, two Prieſts, and two Lay-Brothers, who were to 
ſlay daily Maſs for the Souls of the {aid King, his Wife and Children; and were 


to have for that 100 l. per Annum over and above. Before which Maſs a great 


Bell was to ſtrike forty Knolls, or Stroaks; and for the ſolemn Anniverſary of 
this King was ordered 100 Tapers and 24 Torches; and 201. was to be given in 
Alms. Before which Anniverſary a Sermon was to be preach'd at Paul's Croſs, to 
give Notice; and at his Tomb four Tapers burnt perpetually, as before. All 
which Iſip, and after him Benſon, Abbats, agreed to perform, as is before re- 
cited among this King's Donations. This Prince gave Money likewiſe for keep- 
ing his Anniverſary in twenty four ſeveral other Churches. 


Bxs1Dxs the Altars before mentioned, and the Indulgences granted for at- 
tending them, were theſe granted for other meritorious Acts relating to the 
Church, and viſiting Reliques there, wiz. 


To all ſuch truly Penitents doing Service to this Church; or living there, 


or procuring others to live there, when, where, and as often as they do ſo, was 


granted ſeventeen Years and three hundred Days, and Remiſſion of a ſeventh Part 
of their Sins, 
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To all ſpiritual BencfaQlors to this Church, and in all Churches belonging to 
it, is granted the ſame Indulgence; and in twenty five other Catholick Churches,

To all thoſe who have lent Aſſiſtance, and contributed towards buildin 
this Church, or have bequeathed any Lands or Giſts to it by Will, thirteen Years 
and five Days Conceſſion, of which one Year and forty Days was given by Pope 
Alexander. 

To all thoſe who were prefent at dedicating this Church eight Vears and 
two hundred and eighty five Days; of which Pope Innocent IV. granted 
forty Days, and Pope Nicholas IV. one Vear and forty 0 1 | 

To all ſuch as attended yearly at the Feaſt of our | ord, and the Bleſſed Virgin 
Mary, of St. John Baptiſt, and af all the Apoſtles, Martyrs, Confeſſors, Virgins, 
and Matrons, whoſe Reliques were (as before mentioned) kept in this Monaſtery, 
and who religiouſly attend at Maſſes, and other divine Offices, twelve Years and 
thirty five Days; and on the Octaves of the aforeſaid Saints four Years and two

Of the AxTitexNT Cusrou of offering SALMON in this Church. 


PEAK ING how of the antient Cuſtoms and Uſages of this Church, 
and having in the firſt Book hinted at this of offering Salmon, upon 
Account of St. Peter's Injunction to the Fiſhermen, at his ſuppos'd mi- 
| raculous Conſecration of the Church: It will not be improper in this 
Place to ſet that Matter in a full Light, from the Writings of their own Monks, 
when this Cuſtom was conteſted ; which I cannot better do, than by tranſ- 
lating one of their Manuſcripts in the familiar Way it is written, that the Rea- 
der may imagine he has it from a living Evidence, an old Monk, telling the an- 
tient Uſage of his Monaſtery. This was written about the Year 1450, which 
take as follows It is neceſſary, ſays he, (having mentioned in my Account of 


dedicating the Church de Eficio, commonly called the Salmon) to know this 


Matter, and likewiſe the Bounds and Limits of thoſe that have paid Tithes, ſince 
that Time; and which we of Right and antient Cuſtom claim, as before appears. 
Therefore for ſurer Evidence of this Affair, and that future Ages may be aſcer- 
tain'd of the Truth thereof, I ſhall faithfully and, willingly ſet down the Names 
of ſeveral Eye-Witneſſes, who have been frequently preſent at ſuch Offerings. 
Firſt then, the Reverend Brother John Wratting Prior of Weſtminſter, aſſerted tc 
have ſeen in his Time 24 Tenth Salmon and more, ofter'd at theHigh-Altar brought 
from ſeveral Villages; and even ſometimes he remembers to have ſeen three of 
fer d in one Day. Brother Richard Circiſtre Firſt Senior, affirms, that he has ſeen 
thirty Salmon, and rather more than fewer. Brother William Lyttlyngten Cham- 
berlain, aſſerts to have ſeen a Dozen offer'd in his Time; and that he ſaw two 
in one Week. Brother John Breynt Cook ſays, that he has ſeen in his Days eight, 
of which five were offer d that very Year he took the Habit. Brother John Lon- 
don Keeper of the Feretry of St. Edward, confeſſes he has ſeen three. And Bro- 


ther Richard Tunworth Veſtry-Keeper, and Brother Robert Hermondeſworth, remem- 


ber very well they have {een four in the Times of Brother John Fornage Refecto- 
rian, and Brother Peter Combe Cook, in the Year 1380. Of the 'Truth of this 
Affair, we have not only the Evidence of Laymen in the Neighbourhood, Men 
of noted Learning; but alſo many who have attended at Parliaments from other 
Parts, Knights and Barons, whole Names we could, were we ſo minded, men- 
tion; but that it would be ſuperfluous to the Readers, and make others ima- 
gine we do it only to gain Belief, However, I ſhall cite one, for the better ſe. 
curing future Evidence, which is this. In the Year 1382, in the ſixth Year of 
the Reign of King Richard II. on the 4th of the Nones of May, at a Seſſions of 
Parliament then held at Weſtminſter, there was offer d one large Salmon at the 
High-Altar in the Church of St. Peter's at Weſtminſter, by the Fiſhermen following, 
wiz. Richard Hall, John Elliot, Thomas Cook, and William Newton, whole Maſter was 
one Gilbert a Citizen and Fiſhmonger in London, living in Old Fiſh-Street (in ve- 
teri Piſcario;) and thefe Men had been Servants of his for ten Years paſt, and 


affirmd they had for that ten Years truly and faithfully brought to the Altar of 


St. Peter at Weſtminſter, the Tithes of ſuch Salmon as they caught, which were - 
5 al 
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all ſix tenth Salmon, of which three were offer'd in one Week. And the afore- 
ſaid Richard Hall, the oldeſt among them, I believe he could not well be leſs than 
ſeventy Years of Age, being ask d by my Brother John Farnage, then of the Re- 
fectory, Whether in By-bounds and Limits of the Thames, Salmon ought to be 
Tith'd to our Church (by the Inhabitants bordering) of modern Right, built up- 
on antient Cuſtom ? To which he aſſerted, with an Oath, before his Mates, and 
in the Preſence of many Monks of our Houſe, and Novices, in this Manner, 
That his Father told him, and gave him in ſpecial Charge, that he ſhould never 

2 fail of offering faithfully, and without Fraud, to the Church of Weſtminſter in Proof 
/ of its Dedication by St. Peter, a Tithe of all Salmon he ſhould take, from Stanesbridge 

- quite as far as Tenlade beyond Graveſend, all over the Thames between theſe Places: 
And his Companions affirmed likewiſe, that their Parents gave them the {ame Charge. 
Thus far Sporley, who doubtleſs took this Pains of Enquiry, upon Account of ſome 
Diſpute made of their Claim : For in his Time the Laity not only began to 
ſhake off neceſſary Duty, and therefore no doubt imaginary ; but even the Clergy 
themſelves ſtudied, by all Means they could, to ſhake off the Oppreſſion with 
which thoſe religious Houſes loaded them and their Pariſhes, as appears by 
Chaucer's Writings, who liv'd then, and was a ſevere Judge of thole Innovations, 
which he more than once expos'd, and particularly in the Somner's Tale, where 
the begging Fryer, and in his Carcecters, where the Pardoner, are ſaid with their Cant 
and Trinkets, to have glean'd from a Pariſh more in one Sunday, than the ho- 
neſt and laborious Pariſh-Prieſt, (whoſe Example and Aſſiſtance was always near 
them) could reap from a whole Year's Duty. And that this was likely the Caſe 
of Weſtminſter, appears by a former Precedent, when this r va had been 
made by ſeveral Pariſhes bordering upon this River; as the Rectors of Handeſ- 
worth, Batrichſey, and f Chelchith, and ſeveral others in the Dioceſes of Min- 8 
cheſter, London, and Lincoln: Whereupon the Abbat and Convent made great 228 
Complaint to Pope Gregory. Upon hearing which, he by his Letters, dated at 
the Lateran the third of the Kalends of July, and of his Pontificate the fourth, 
nominated as Perſons to enquire into this Affair, the Priors of St. Albans and 
Dunſtable, and the Archdeacon of St. Albans ; before whom, conſequent to this 
Power, the Abbat and Convent appear'd, and made Complaint, That one Sir 
Martin Parſon of Retherith, contrary to all Law, kept from and wrong'd the Ab- 
bat and Convent of {ſuch Tithes as were taken in his Pariſh, and hinder'd his sporley. 
Pariſhioners from paying them. Upon which he appear'd, and they came to a 
Compoſition, when the Abbey agreed to take one halt: and that the Parſon quit- 
ing any future Pretence, ſhould enjoy the other half of Tithes, as aforeſaid, 
Fs Compolition, which is printed in the Appendix, is dated in Septem- 

er, 1231. 

8 we leave this antient Cuſtom, it is neceſſary to inform you of 
the Ceremonies us d at the Offering; which was thus: The Salmon, af- 
ter being offer d at the High-Altar, was carried into the Kitchen; and be- 
ing ſcrap'd and clean'd, the Sacriſtan (having deliver d to the Fiſherman a Car- 
dle of one Pound, and to two of his Companions, if there are two, a Candle 
each of half a Pound Weight,) in lieu thereof he demanded of the Cook tlie 
Head of the Fiſh, and as much below the Gills as the Breadth of three Fin- 
gers, or the Ala of the Fiſh ſhall be grip'd off, being extended. When the Fiſh 
was boil'd, it ought to be carried in a Diſh to the Table in the middle of 
the RefeCtory, to which the Prior and Convent ought to riſe. This Day the 
Fiſhmen had a Right to dine at the ſame Table with the Prior and Con— 
vent; and that Day might demand of the Cellerer Ale and Bread: for which 


the Cellerer might demand as much as four Fingers, with the Thumb erect, 
could take of the ſaid Fiſh's Tail. 3

Of the SHRINE of St. EDWARD. 


PYSHE Altars, Offerings, and other religious Cuſtoms of this Place being 
Z TP ſhewn, we come now to cloſe them up with the molt ſplendid Offerings 
in this Place ; thoſe to St. Edward, the Saint of this Church, whoſe Bo- 
dy rais'd it to ſuch prodigious Fame and Wealth. This Prince, of whom 
it is neceſſary to give ſome Account, was Son of Ethelred King of England, and 
Emma, and was born at Iſlip; but, by the Daniſh Uſurpation, being obliged to 
ſhelter himſelf in Normandy, he reach'd not the Throne till his 40th Year of 
Age; fo that his Youth, (a Time when Vice chiefly ſteals upon Greatneſs,) being 
ſpent in Afffictions, the Remainder of his Life was a Courſe of ſedate Piety. He 
was a Man not over wiſe, from whence (according to the Cuſtom of that Time) 
he was call'd Edward the Simple: Yet (ſays Rob. Gloc.) was the Nation happil 

governed and defended under him, by ſome Miniſters of extraordinary Condud 


and Courage. He was eaſy of Temper, (and the hard Ulage of his Mother is ra- 


ther owing to the Influence of thoſe about him:) He releas'd his Subjects of 
Taxes, and ſecur'd them by wholſome Laws, and was wanting only in not en- 
deavouring a Succeſſor, (the Cauſe of their future Miſeries) after his Marriage with 
Godwin's Daughter, againſt whom there was no ObjeCtion but a Point of Reli- 
gion, ſtrain'd too far, and a mean and narrow Opinion of its rules; which no 
wonder to find in a Prince, who at the ſame time he was of a monaſtick Tem- 
per, was but of a ſhallow Underſtanding. He was ſo in Love with a cloyſter d 
Life, that he was never well but when paying Viſits to this adjoining Monaſtery, 
or receiving them from Edwyn Abbot of it; with whom he {ſpent moſt of his 
private Hours. He was ſuch a Lover of Retirement, that at one of his Coun- 
try-Seats, being diſturb'd by the Singing of Nightingales, he pray'd they might 
be no more heard in that Place; which, ſays the Legend, was accordingly granted. 
Many are his Miracles, of which it is neceflary to mention one in this Place, for the 
better underſtanding ſome Parts of this Hiſtory. The Story is that of the Ring, 
I have in an old Manuſcript, written about the Time of Henry III. this Story 
particularly related, which I ſhall ſhorten. It is thus : Upon a certain Time, a 
Beggar asking Alms of this Prince, for ſake of St. John Evangeliſt, he gave him 
out of his abundant Charity, a Ring: Some time after two Pilgrims, Eng liſi- 
men, being at Jeruſalem, met a third, who ſaluted them; and enquiring what 
Countrymen, they told him: Whereupon he deliver'd them a Ring, and bad 
them recommend him to their King Edward, and tell him he was St. John the 
Evangeliſt, to whom he had afore-time at Weſtminſter given him a Ring; and 
bad them further tell him from him, that he ſhould in nine Days time die. The 
The Pilgrims {urpriz'd at ſuch a Meſſage, told him, That to deliver it in time, 
was impoſſible. He in anſwer, bad them take no care of that, and took his leave. 
After they had walk'd ſome way, being weary, they fell aſleep; and upon wa- 
king, oblerv'd a ſtrange Alteration of the Place: Upon which, ſeeing ſome 
Shepherds in Field, they enquir'd of them where they were; who made an- 
ſwer, they were in Kent: Whereat being rejoicd, they made the beſt of 
their way to King Edward to a Seat of his in Waltham-Foreſt, then call'd the

again out of Paradi 
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and ſince Havering in the Bower, and deliver'd this Meſſage to the King, 
hs died, js told him. This Story has been depicted in the 
Pariſh-Church where this was, viz, in Rumford-Church in the Glaſe- Windows; 
where was not long ſince (perhaps yet, remaining) the Picture of this King, and 
the two Pilgrims, with theſe Words under, Johannes per peregrinos mi ſit Regi Ed- 
wardo.---=- The Statues of this King and the Pilgrims are over the Courts of 
King - Bench and com mon- Pleas in Weſtminſter-Hall, and over the Gate going into 
the Dean Tard; and the whole Story is wrought in Baſſo Relie vo, in the Chapel 
where he lies, on the Backſide of the Skreen that divides it from the Altar. It 
was likewiſe wrought in the Hangings of the Choir, with theſe Verſes under 
the Portraiture of St. John and the King.

I Fix p likewiſe, in Alluſion to this Story, that King Edward II. offer'd 
at his Coronation a Pound of Gold, made like a King, holding a Ring in his 
Hand, and a Mark of Gold, which is eight Ounces, made like a Pilgrim, putting 
forth his Hand to receive the Ring. 
AnD leſt this Story thould be thought a Fiction, this very Ring was given to sporley. 
the Monaftery, where I find it, among other Reliques, thus ſet down; Lauren- 
tius dedit, Wc. Regis Edwardi, annulo ejuſdem quem Sanfto Johanni Evageliſto quon- yg” © 
dam tradidit, quem & ipfſe de paradiſo remifit, elapfis duobus & dimidio, poſtea in <* Lb 
nocte tranſlationis de digito regio tulit, & pro miraculo in loco iſto cuſtodiri juſſit. 
i. e. Lawrence (ſc. Abbat of Weſtminſter) gave, Wc. of King Edward, with the 
Ring of that Prince 2 by him to St. John Evangeliſt, and which he ſent him 
e two Years and half after, and which was taken off the 
* Kings Finger the Night of his Tranſlation, and order'd to be kept in this Place 
* for the ſake of the Miracle.” Nor was this all; for I find granted to the Ring mia 
of St. Edward an Indulgence for the Term of fix Years and three hundred and 
forty Days. Thus much for this Story ; more doubtleſs than will be believ'd, 
and, I am afraid, lik d: But I could not avoid it, without too frequently ex- 
plaining ſome Parts of this Hiſtory. To proceed then: This King fell ſick ſoon 
after this Meſlage, and (ſays Robert of Glouceſter) diſtributing his Wealth to the 
Poor, he made himlelf ready for God. I find that before his Death he ſent for 
his Favourite, and old Companion, Edwys, Abbat of this Church, to attend him 
in his laſt Hours; he dy'd on the Vigil of the Epiphany, ſays Fleet. Robert Con. Lib 


of Glouceſter ſays on the 4th of Fanuary, and was buried in this Church on the 
12th ; of which Burial, take that mournful pathetick Account of an antient Hi- 
ſtorian:  Edwardus obiit, Oc. cum quo tota pariter Anglorum felicitas ruit, periit li- 
bertas, vigor omnis interiit in vigilia hujus in exequiis aſſunt Pontifices ſacerdotum & 
Clericorum frequens turba eoncurrit, Duces Regni cum comitibus proceribuſuue, conve- 


niunt 
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riunt, agmina confluunt Monachorum innumerabiles de vicis & civitatibus ad regis exe- 
quias contolarunt; hinc Pjalmi reſonant, illuc lachryme gemituſque prorumpunt. 
Ubique gaudia mixta dolore deferuntur ad eccleſiam, illud pudicitie templum, virtutis 
domicilium & in loco quem ipſe decreverat honorifice ſepelitur. . e. With whom at the 
ſame time fell all Happineſs, and Liberty died, and all Power was buried. At 
* the Exequies of this King were aſſembled Biſhops, and a frequent Multitude of 
«* Prieſts and religious Men ran thither, Monks went thither in Droves, and innu- 
* merable Crowds of Inhabitants of Cities and Villages flew together: Hence 
* Pſalms reſound; thence Tears and Sighs burſt forth; every where Joy and Grief 
co: mix d are carried to the Church; and that Temple of Modeſty, that Seat of 
** Virtue, was honourably buried in the Place where himſelf order'd.” The Burial 
of this King 1s wrought in the Baſſa Relievo in his Chapel, that Corner of it next 
Edward I's Tomb. As for his Friend Edmyn the Abbat, (who retain'd the utmoſt 
Value for him dead,) as his Cuſtom was daily to viſit him living, ſo now he was 
Fleet in vit. NO leſs conſtant in paying daily Viſits to his Grave; which Cuſtom the old Man 
Sabel. continu'd as long as he livd. Nor was this faithful Prieſt the only Viſitor of 
that Place; for long before he was in{hrin'd, or remov'd, William the Conqueror, 
Charta Gull. a8 before mentioned in the Donations, upon his firſt entring London, pay'd a Vi- 
Conquelt. n fit at his Tomb, and made an Offering of two Palls to lay over it: Which 
Cott. Lib. Tomb not long after he alter'd, and built him one much more curious of Stone, 
ſaid to be very coſtly, and extended his Care ſo far as to make a Grant to this 
Church for the Good of his Couſin King Edward's Soul, as did after him King 
Henry]. 
Is Wiliam T's Time was a Miracle perform'd at the old Tomb for Wolſtan the 
Biſhop, a great Favourite of King Edward's, before mentioned: Being upon the 
Conqueror's Acceſſion, requir'd to reſign, he made anſwer, That as he receiv'd 
that Staff from King Edward, and no other, ſo would he reſign it to him, and 
no other; and going away to this King's Tomb, he ftruck againſt it with his 
Staft, Whereupon it ſtuck to the Stone, ſay the Hiſtorians of that Time. 
TH1s, with abundance more Miracles, made ſo great Noiſe, that all reputed 
him to deſerve a Place in the ſacred Kalendar, but more particularly the Monks 
of this Church. Upon which the Abbat Gervaſe de Blois, about the Year 1 158, 
Fleet, {ent over to Pope Innocent II. to ſolicite for his Canonization. The Perſon he 
ſent was one Osbert de Clare, Prior of this Church, a Man of extraordinary Learning 
accounted in that Time; who coming to Rome, found the Pope averſe to comply 
with it: Whereupon he return'd home without accompliſhing the End of his 
Meſſage. But this Denial did not diſcourage them; for the ſucceeding Abbat, 
Lawrentius, being reſolved to make a ſecond Attempt, endeavour'd ro make In- 
tereſt to back his Deſigns. In order to which, he preach'd a publick Sermon in 
this Abbey-Church before not only the Monks, but the Nobility of this King- 
dom, concerning the glorious King Edward, and us'd theſe Words, Uſquequo ce- 
labitur in terra Theſaurus noſter pretioſus? Uſquequo merita beati viri tanta tamque 
preclara abſcondita erunt a ſeculo * Quid facit tam fervens in eum Abbatis Henrici pie- 
tas atque devotio? Quid facit rex noſter Henricus nepos ſucceſſorque & heres in regno* 
Mov'd at this, the Audience, with one Voice, pray'd of the Abbat that he would 
take care that ſo glorious a Light ſhould not be hid from the World. The Ab- 
bat, pleas'd with their Importunities, firſt conſulted the Pleaſure of King 
Henry II. concerning it, who agreeing, the before mention'd Osbert de Clare, and 
other Monks, were a ſecond time ſent to Rome; where ſhewing a Catalogue of 
Miracles wrought by him, (cuſtomary before Canonization) and the King's Te- 
ſtimony of the Truth of them, the before mentioned Pope Alexunder the III. 
pronounc'd, in a publick Manner, his Order for his Canonization, plac'd 


him in the Catalogue of Saints, and iſſu'd his Bull to that Purpoſe, directed 0 
| the 
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the Abbat Laurence, and Convent of Weſtminſter, in which he calls him the Glo- 


rious King Edward, and excuſes the Refuſal, or rather Delay, as he calls it, of 


his Predeceſſor; and enjoins, that his Body be honoured here upon Earth, as he 
himſelf is glorify'd in Heaven, Nc. Conſequent to which, King Henry II. having 
prepar d for it (ſome ſay, at Becket's Inſtigation) a pretious Feretry, he was tranſ- 
lated on the Third of the Ides of October, in the Year 1163, ſeventy ſeven Years af- 
ter his Burial. This ſolemn Ceremony was perform'd at Midnight; and upon 
opening his Coffin, his Body was found uncorrupted, a Miracle frequent at that 
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Time; for which Reaſon one of their Monks ſays, Preciofiſſimum incorrupti Flee 


corporis ſui theſaurum in hoc ſacro monaſterio reponi mandavit; The Coffin 


open'd, his Habit in which he was dreſsd was taken off, and likewiſe- 


the Ring of St. John, before-mentioned. Of the Bunal-Clothes, the Abbat Lau- 
rence made three Copes, as I find it in a Catalogue of the Reliques of Confeſſors: 
Laurentius quondam Abbas hujus loci de tribus pannis in quibus Sanctus Edvardus re- 
quievit tres Capas brudatas fieri juſſit. 1. e. Lawrence, ſometime Abbat of this 
* Church, made of the Clothes in which St. Edward lay coffin d, three embroi- 
e der'd Copes.” 

Tars done, the Body was array'd anew, and it appear d (if the late ee 
were true) veſtimento holoſerico, as uſual : For the late Diſcoverer of his Croſs 
ſays, he drew out of the Coffin Pieces of Gold- colour'd and flower d Silk, and 
Linen. Being thus array'd, and inclos d in a Cheſt of Wainſcot, he was remov'd 
into the before-prepar'd Feretry. 

Tux Day of his Tranſlation was ſolemnly obſerv'd, and Indulgences granted 
to thoſe who ſtrictly and religiouſly kept it, of nineteen Years and one hundred 
and three Days, with Participation of all ſpiritual Benefits, and Remiſſion of a 
ſeventh Part of Sins; of which Term Pope Nicholas granted one Year and forty 
Days, Pope Clement four Years and cighty Days, Pope Innocent IV. three hundred 
Days, and on the Octaves of the ſame five Years and one hundred Days. Thus 
this Body continued till Henry III. rebuilt the Church; and greatly eſteeming 
this St. Edward, erected for him in a Chapel dedicated to him, a ſtately and cu- 
rious Feretry of admirable Workmanſhip, in which, ſay . he encloſed the 
two former Shrines, (but, I believe, they miſtake) and plac d upon him a third 
of pure Gold, and pretious Stones, which was ſo curiouſly wroughr, that the 
Workmanſhip exceeded the Matter. And having remov'd his Body to this Shrine, 
with which was likewiſe enclos'd the Heart of Henry, Son to Richard King of the 
Romans, and Earl of Cornwall, who was {lain hearing Maſs at Viterbo in Italy, by 
the then Earl of Leiceſter's two Sons. The King, upon this Removal, held a 


ſtately and magnificent Feaſt upon this Occaſion, particularly for the Feaſt of the 


Tranſlation he annually obſerv'd, as did the City of London, and all the neigh- 
bouring Pariſhes, who us d to come in ſolemn Proceſſion to this Church, as ap- 
pears by the King's Injunction. And if by urgent Buſineſs he could not be pre- 
lent, he nevertheleſs order'd ſome of his Nobility to attend this Feſtival : For 
in the Year 1255, not being ſure that he could be preſent at the approaching 
Solemnity of St. Edward, by reaſon of various and urgent Affairs in Scotland, he

commanded * Philip Luvel his Treaſurer, and Edward of Weſtminſter, his Son strype 


in the Faith and Love, whereby they were held bound to the King, that they 
* keep the ſaid Feaſt together, with the venerable Fathers the Biſhops of Sarum, 
* Norwich, Bath, Chicheſter, and the neighbouring Abbat and Prior, whom the 
King by his Letter hath invited to the Feaſt ; and that they ſolemnly cele- 
brate it at the King's Coſt, and for the Poll of the King and Queen, and 
their Children, ſo much to be offered, ſcil. de 36 Almuciis nomine eorum offerri, 

in 
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*in their Name; and that they cauſe to be touched the Silver Croſs upon the 
« great Altar at Weſtminſter ; and that they offer one Plate of Gold, of the Weight 
of one Ounce, in the King's Name, as is cuſtomary in the Solemnity of the 
« Maſs of the ſaid Edward, as tho the King himſelf was preſent; and to fill 
* the King's two Halls at Weſtminſter in the ſaid Feaſt (with People,) and cauſe 
* them to be fed, as hath been accuſtomed to be done; and cauſe ſolemnly to 
“ come to Weſtminſter on St. Edward's Day, the Proceſſion of the Church of 
«* St. Margaret, and all the Proceſſions of the City of London, with Wax-Lights, 
and their other Proceſſions, as the King hath likewiſe commanded the Mayor 
and the honeſt Men of London. This was dated at Werk the 13th of Sep- 
c tember. 
* And that nothing, no not Vows, might obſtruct this King's Solemnization 
of this Feaſt the next Year, viz. 1256, he obtained a Bull from Pope Alexan- 
C der, for the King and his Gueſts to keep it whenſoever it ſhould fall on a Satur- 
« day. it was directed to his dear Son in Chriſt, Henry, King of England. And 
| « it was granted on this Occaſion, as it feems, by the Import of the ſaid Bull, 
i! | * wiz, That the King was detain'd by a Vow he had made from eating Fleſh on 
1 a Saturday, and that he had deſir d a Freedom from that Vow, that he might 
if. | | the better keep this Feaſt, whenſoever it ſhould fall on the Day. Cum ficut 
. « ex ſua parte, c. Whereas on their behalf it is ſignified to us, that you are 
"IP “ bound by Vow to abſtain from Fleſh on Saturdays; We yielding to your Re- 
17 « queſts, indulge, by the Authority of theſe Preſents, your Excellency, that if 
| * the Feaſt of the Tranſlation of St. Edward happen to be kept on a Saturday, it 
* may be lawful for you to eat Fleſh, notwithſtanding ſuch a Vow, and alſo 
* for your Gueſts, who have not been bound by ſuch a Vow ; and we will, 
that you be bound, for this, to feed an hundred Poor the ſame Day. This 
« Bull hath a leaden Seal, with Strings of yellow and red SiJk.” Nor was the 
Day of this Pririce's Death leſs religiouſly obſerv'd. For I find the Nones of Ja- 
nuary, being the Death of Edward, mark d as a ſolemn Day in this Church, 
and Indulgence granted to ſuch who kept it of nineteen Years and forty five 
Cat Incul. Days; of which Pope Nicholas IV. granted one Year and forty Days, Pope Cle- 
ment IV. two Years and eighty Days, with Participation of all ſpiritual Bene- 
fits, and a Remiſſion of a ſeventh Part of Sins. 
Turs Henry III. having thus a-new enſhrin'd him, heap'd upon it Preſents of 
whatever was rich and valuable, reſolving to make this the chief Place of his 
Devotion and Offerings. His Value for this Saint was ſo great, that he always 
{wire by him, and gave his Name to his Sen Edward I. Yet I find in the Year 
Marth.Paris, 3 243, being fſtraiten'd by ſome Exigencies, that he was forc d to make free with 
e799" *" obs Jewels and Treaſure that had been offer tdi to his Shrine, and pawn 

them to carry on his Expedition. However, he obligated himſelf, by 
Rymer Fed. Writing, to ſee them ſafely reſtor d to the Convent. Theſe Heaps of Wealth 

daily encreas'd; for the preſerving which, one of the Senior Monks was made 
| Keeper of the Feretry of St. Edward; and, as before-mention'd in the Saimon- 
| Cuſtom, one Fohn London is {aid to hold that Place. 
1 BE TORE this Shrine of St. Edward was an Altar dedicated to him, where the 
Il Offerings were made, and where, even ſince the Reformation, has been one ca- 
ſually erected upon ſome of our Coronatiens, and particularly King Charles II. 
who laid the Regalia there, and was erown'd at it with the Imperial Crown. At

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this ancient Altar, whoever attended Maſs, had Indulgence granted them for the 3

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Berox x the Shrine was a Lamp kept continually burning, which, as before 
mention d, King Henry III. gave 5 l. to purchaſe. ; 

Hznx likewiſe ſtood. an Image of the Virgin Mary, wrought in Silver, which 
Eleanor Queen to Henry II. gave, as before-mention'd, with the two Jewels out of 
the Biſhop of Chir ſſta s Ring. 

HERE ſtood alſo another Image of the bleſſed Virgin, wrought in Ivory; a 
Piece very curious, and much eſteem d by Thomas Becket, Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, who offer'd it to the Shrine of St. Edward. | > 

HERR Edward I. after his Conquelt, offer d the Scottiſh Regalia, and Chair, 
which is ſtill kept there joining to the Shrine. Whereof more hereafter. | 

ABouT the Year 1280, Alphonſo, third Son to King Edward I. offer'd to 
St. Edward the Golden Coronet of Llewelles Prince of Wales, and other Jewels, 
which were repalited at, and adorn'd his Shrine. 

ABBAT Berkyng, of this Church, about the Year 1250, gave the Abbat and 
Convent of this Church, in Honour of St. Edward, (duo coremia) for the Uſe of 


the Choir, on which were wrought the Life and Actions of our Saviour, and 
holy St. Edward the Conteffor. 


AND at the Requeſt of King Heary III. the aforeſaid Abbat granted, that Fleet in vir. 
three Days following the Feaſt of this Saint's Tranflation, ſhould be ſtrictly obſerv'd Sexe. 
with ſolemn Service and ringing of Bells. 

AxornE great Admirer of this Saint was that ughappy Prince Richard II. Walſins- 
who always efteem'd him as his Patron, and wore his Arms; which he likewilc, 
as a ſingular Honour, granted to the Houſe of Norfolt, which, in Proceſs of 
Time, was the 1pecious Colour of taking off the learned and gallant Earl of Surrey 
by Henry VIII. This Prince likewiſe was a ſolemn Obſerver of his Feaſt : For I Sw. 
find in the Year 13 90, on St. Edward's Day, the King kept the Feaſt in his Robes, 
and fat crown'd in this Church at Maſs with his Queen, having their Sceptres in 
their Hands. It is not improbable the Painting in the Choir, of which we ſhall 
{peak hereafter, was made upon this Occaſion.” | 

Tux Arms of this Prince were formerly over the North Porch of this Church, 
empal'd with St. Edward's, and ſupported between two Angels, he being the firſt 
of .our Kings who us'd Supporters, under which was a Hart Couchant gorged 
with a golden Coronet and Chain under a Tree, his uſual Device, which is elſe- sand. den. 
where expreſs d in this Church. His Arms impal'd with this King's was likewiſe *** 
in St. Olaves Church in theOld-Fewry, and are ſtill remaining in the Window of the 
Church of St. Bartholamem the Leſſer near Smithfield. It is very probable, that 
out of the Regard this Prince had to this Saint, Henry V. ſome Years after 
remov:d:;his Body, and depolited it on the South- ſide his Shrine. 
Trar Hey IV. was an Admirer of this Prince, appears by the laſt Hours of 
his Life; for being upon his Knees before this Shrine, he was ſeiz d with a Fit of 
the Apoplex, hence being carried, and put to Bed in the Abbat's Houſe, he en- 


wrd where he was; and upon being anſwer d, That the Room was call d Feru- 
[lem be made this Reply, Lord have Mercy on me, for here I muſt die; having 
by a Soothſayer, that he ſhould die in Feruſalem, which he b

Miſtake ſuppos d to be that Neruſalem, to which, for expiating the Blood he had

Ix the Year 1415, after the famous Battel of Agincourt, on the Morrow after 
St, Simon and Fade, Neu's being brought to Landon of that Victory, there was 
Rejoicings made by all Degrees of People, and Te Deum having been ſung in all 


the Churches of the City and neighbouring Pariſhes. The religious Men, of 
whatever Order, ſet out from their different Houſes about nine of the Clock, in 


ſolemn

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ſolemn Proceſſion to the Shrine of St. Edward at Weſtminſter; and at the ſame 
time went thither likewiſe the new Mayor, with his Court of Aldermen, and all 
the Livery-Men, who all offer d at St. Edward's Shrine. After which Offering, he 
went and took his Charge, and then all return'd with great Rejoicing. The ſame 
Morning the Queen and the Nobility, with all her Attendance, went to the afore- 
ſaid Shrine, and made Offerings upon Account of the aforeſaid Victory. This 
Prince Henry V. had engrav'd on his Seal the Repreſentation of this Saint and King 
Arthur, with their Arms there repreſented. 

Epw4ard Earl of March, upon coming to London, aſſuming the Name of King, 
having heard Te Deum ſung at St. Paul's, went thence in Proceſſion to Meſtminſter 
on the 3d of March, where being ſet in the Hall with St. Edward 's. Sceptre, the 
People were ask d their Choice, whether he ſhould be King; who aſſenting, he 
went forthwith in Proceſhon to this Shrine; and being plac'd in the Choir du- 
ring the Singing of Te Denm, he made his Offering to this Saint, and returning 
back to St. Paul's, was proclaimed, and the Eight and twentieth of une follows 
ing, was ſolemnly crown'd here. 75 

Ix the Year 1483. Richard III. that Monſter of Deceit and Barbarity, to ſhew 
his extraordinary Reverence to this Saint, went the Morning he was to be crown d 
in ſolemn Proceſſion to his Shrine, from the XKing's-Bench in Weſtminſter-Hall, 
with his Queen, bare-footed, having the Regalia carried before them; and having 
made their Offering at it, return 'd to their Places in the Choir, where they were 
crown'd. Many other Inſtances may be given of the great Reverence and Eſteem 
this Saint was held in by our Engliſh Princes, and others, it being cuſtomary at 
Coronations and ſolemn Thankſgivings to repair and make Offerings to this Place, 
a Cuſtom which, doubtleſs, continu'd till the Time of the Reformation, when 
it was deſpoil'd not only of its acquir'd Wealth and Ornaments, but of any future 
Means of renewing them. | NOOR 

I's this Change of Religion, it had however a Reſpect paid to the Building, and 
ſome remaining Shew of Reverence to the Place, of which this Shrine was for 
many Years the only Inſtance. As for the firſt, the Reformers had ſo much Re- 
gard to it, as being a Repoſitory for a Prince, tho' they deny'd its being a Shrine 
for a Saint, that they deſpoil'd it of nothing but what was valuable: Avarice, 
(in this Caſe,) not Diſreſpect, being the chief Motive that induc'd their defacing 
it. And as to the remaining Reverence paid to it, that was partly Reſpect to 
Royal Decency, and partly from the Regalia us'd upon that Occaſion, and the 
Character that Prince bore, not only as a devout Man, but a wholſome Legiſlator ; 
Characters that (reminded by his Example,) they promis'd to bear, and ſuch as 
were well worthy their Imitation. Thus preſerv'd as to the Form, and thus re- 
ſpeed by his Succeſſors, the Shrine of this Prince remain'd, till a more tho- 
rough-pac'd Set of Ravagers broke in upon it, from whom neither Religion nor Re- 
ſpeck could hope for Quarter, having made Inroads upon the Order and Decency 
of the former, and bad open Defiance to the latter, by oppoſing their Sovereign. 
And having, when they murder d him, declar'd Kingly Dignity, whichthey term'd 
Tyranny, to be at anend; this {mall Fragment of pious Regard, to a Prince as 
pious, could not expect better Uſage from Wretches Strangers to either: It was 
then, as I ſuppoſe, while this Church was made, in a literal Senſe, a Den of 
Thieves, when it was a Neſt of all abandon'd Profaneneſs and Abomination, that 
this Shrine receiv'd that additional Injury, of which it naw complains, 
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BEFORE I leave this Place, give me liberty to mention another Relick repoſited 4 
at this Shrine, viz, the Blood (as they ſay) that iſſued from our Saviour's Side on 
the Croſs. This was ſent from the holy Land to King Henry III. by one of the 
Knights-Hoſpitallers, with Letters Teſtimonials from the Patriarch of Jeruſalem, 
and the Maſters of the Knights-Templers and Hoſpitallers, and preſented by this 
King to St. Edward on the Day of his Tranſlation, Anno 1247. Upon which ſo- * 
lemn Occaſion the King ſent Orders to all the Clergy in and about the City of © 
London, that they ſhould aſſemble together at the Cathedral Church of St. Paul, 
being array'd in their Surplices and Copes, with their Clerks bearing Croſſes, and 
Wax-Tapers lighted, whither the King likewiſe came; and taking the Veſſel of 
Cryſtal in which this holy Treaſure was contained, he carried it in a Diſh eleva- 
ted above his Forehead, being poorly habited, viz. barefoot, in a Cope, without 
a Hood, and ſo proceeded, without reſting, to the Church of Weſtminſter, con- 
tinually holding up the Veſſel, and keeping his Eyes fix d on it. Over all was car- 
ried a Canopy, ſupported by four Spears, and the King's Elbows likewiſe ſup- 
ported. Thus, attended by Biſhops, Abbats and Monks, more than 100 in Num- 
ber, he proceeded to the Biſhop of Durham's Houſe, where he was met by the 
Choir of Weſtminſter, who return'd in Proceſſion with the King, who carried it firſt wid. p. 736. 
round the Church, then round his Palace, and laſtly ofter'd it to St. Peter, and his 
Favourite St. Edward. On this Occaſion the Biſhop of Norwich celebrated high Mat. wet, 
Maſs; and after a Sermon, proving the Reality of this new Treaſure, he pronoun- 
ced to all attending it 140 Days Indulgence. At this Solemnity Matthew Paris 
was, he tells you, preſent. But Matthew Weſtminſter makes this Indulgence ſix 
Years and 116 Days, which was after enlarged to all ſuch viſiting the Relicks in 
this Church. This Day the King made a ſplendid Feaſt for the Monks of this 
Church in the Refectory. 

I find *likewiſe in the following Year, on the Tranſlation of St. Edward, that 
the Fair of 15 Days was kept at Weſtminſter, and many People came on account M.Paris 151. 
of this holy Blood, as well as the Tranſlation; at which time the King continu'd d., a 
in the Church all Night in Watchings and Prayers, and had Morrow-Maſs ſung 
by the Choir in precious Veſtments of Silk. 

AT this Feretry was preſerved another famous Relick, viz. the Marble-Stone Mat wetm. 
whereon our Saviour ſtood at his Aſcenſion, and which bare the Marks of his © 343. 
Foorſteps. 'This Stone the Friers Preachers brought with them, which the King 
preſented to this Church, and is mentioned in the Relicks, 

A third Relick at this Shrine was a large Piece of the holy Croſs, being richly wa. p. 412. 
adorned with Gold, Silver, and precious Stones. This Edward I. brought with 
him out of Wales, which being carried in ſolemn Proceſſion, was depoſited here, 
Anno 1285. 

THis curious Shrine, as it now remains, has been ſurvey'd and meaſur'd by 
the mgenious Mr. Talman. The Moſaick that is broken away, juſtly ſupplied, 
and the Draught communicated to the Society of Antiquaries, and now engra- 
ving, a Copy of which not being at preſent to be taken, the Reader will find in 
the Second Volume, with an Account of its preſent State, and an Enquiry into 
the Relicks lately found there, and other Matters curious relating to it. 


4 VIEW 


AVIEW of the 
K. PETERS. 


Is antient and venerable Pile is at preſent ſo incumber'd by adjoining 
Buildings, that it is difficult to take at once a juſt View of it. The 
n North. ſide, being the moſt beautiful, hath ſuffered ſo much by 

lime, that there is no Judgment of its once Exactneſs of Work; and 
tho' it is now new-coating over, and by that means preſerves its antient Gothick 
Grandeur, yet it is impoſſible to reach that curious Sculpture formerly beſtow'd 
upon it. Ihe Chapel of Henry VII. is likewiſe obſtructed in its View; ſo that 
the South- ſide has now the openeſt Proſpect, yet even that is in ſome meaſure 
hinder'd by the Cloyſters. The Weſt-End of this Building is fronted with two 
Towers, of which one, i. e. that over the Dean's Houſe, is much decay'd. On 
the North and South Sides are Buttreſſes, with Turrets, once carv'd, but now 
made into plain pyramidical Forms, and topp'd with Crowns of Free-Stone. In 
theſe Buttreſſes were formerly placed the Statues of the Kings, and others, Be- 
ne factors to this Church, which are now for the moſt part taken away, and the 
broken Fragments of them laid in the Roof over Henry VII's Chapel. As for 
the Statues that gracd that Chapel, they were by Workmen, who are too 
oft the declared Enemies to Antiquity, taken down, for fearful Reaſons 
offer d to ſome of the Miniſtry. The Deſcription of this Chapel we ſhall, wave 
in this place, referring the Reader to the ſecond Volume, both for the Proſpect 
and Peſcription of it. 

Or this ancient Building the North- ſide makes the moſt magnificent Appear- 
ance, by reaſon of the Portico, called by ſeveral, for its curious Form, The Beau- 
tiful, or, Solomon's Gate. This magnificent Porch was founded by that unhappy 
Prince Richard II. as appear'd formerly by his Arms carv'd in Stone over the Door, 
and impail'd with thoſe of Edward the Confeſſor, with a Hart couchant, and two 
Angels for the Supporters. This ſtately Portico is now lately beautified, the 
Time- eaten Sculpture and Maſonry pared away, the Gothick Order juſtly preſer- 
ved, and the whole adorned with a magnificent Window, deſigned by the inge- 
mous Mr. Dickenſon, Surveyor of this Building. 'This Pile, excepting the Weſtern 
Towers, has nothing bur its lofty Roof to make it eminent to diſtant View, There 
was indeed a Deſign in Abbat Tſip's Time of a middle Tower and Spire, but the 
Pillars, curiouſly taper, and very lofty, were thought too weak for ſuch a Weight; 
ſo that the Work remain'd unfiniſhid. There was in the old Church a Tower 
raiſed in the Cloyſters, for I find ſome of the Abbats buried in auſtrali parte clau- 
ſtri, prope Cymbalum ; but there are not now any Remains of it. The Form of 
this Church is that of a Croſs, and gave Pattern to moſt Collegiate Churches in 
England. The Ichnography, or Plan of this Building, is here exhibited, including 
the Chapel of Henry VII. which, properly ſpeaking, is a difterent Building, the 
old Church and Form being compleat without ir, the 4pex being Edward the 
Confeſlor's Chapel: From the Eaſt-End of which this ariſes by Steps, and extends 
itſelf 122 Feet further. The View of this Church ſee likewiſe here exhibited, 
taken from a curious Draught made before theſe new Repairs, it being impoſſi- 


ble to take a new Draught while the Scaffolding remain'd ; and the Opinion - 
os thoſe 


preſent Building of the Church of 
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thoſe curious in Antiquity concurring, we thought it more proper to preſerve 
what is now in reality decay'd, which requires more Care to repreſent, than 
what is new, and may allow many Years for a curious Performer to do it Juſtice. 

HAVING already led you to the outward Draught, which can raiſe a juſter 
and ſtronger Image of this Building than any Deſcription I can give it; hence, 
in order to view the inward Glories of this Structure, let us enter the Weſt 
Door, from which Entry, at one View, the Church opens itſelf to your Eye, 
the Pillars dividing the Nave from the Side-Ifles being ſo curiouſly taper as not to 
obſtruct the Side- Openings; nor is the Sight terminated to the Eaſt by any thing 
but the curiouſly painted Window over the Portico of Henry VII's Chapel; which 
Sight was undoubtedly of old more ſurprizing, when the Altar was low, and the 
gloriouſly adorn'd Shrine of Edward the Confeſſor overlook'd it, and was viſible 
from the moſt diſtant Parts of the Church. This Range of Pillars continue to 
the Sacriſtary, and there with a Sweep form a Semicircle round the Chapel of 
that King. Theſe Pillars are, as well as the reſt of the Building, of Suſſex, 
or Grey Marble, and are diſtinguiſh d by Fillets on the top; theſe reaching 
Weſtward to the Gates of the Choir, being filletted with Free-Stone, which point 
out to us how far Henry III. extended his Building; thoſe extending thence to 
the Weſt Door are filletted with Braſs, as appears by the black Colour of the 
Rings. This Part of the Building was what the Abbats, and ſome ſucceeding 
Benefactors, carried on; of whom Edward I. was one, and Edward III. and Rich- 
ard II. This Range of Pillars end in acute Angles, and throw the Roof into variety 


of Intaglio, of which thoſe over the Choir are curiouſly gilt. On the Arches of 


theſe Pillars are Galleries of double Columns, and double arch'd, as ſee in the 
Draught of Sebert's Tomb, lying open to a Deambulatory of Brick 15 Foot wide, 

covering the Side-Ifles, and enlighten'd by a ſecond Tier of Windows in the Out- 
proſpect; and over this upper Tier of Arches are large Windows. Thus the Nave 
of this Church lifts itſelf by beauteous and magnificent Degrees; as does likewiſe 
the Croſs, an{wering in the ſame manner, and turning off at four ſtately Pillars 
ſupporting the Dome, and riſing over the Pavement before the Altar, ſtretches 
itſelf North and South. The Window of the South Croſs is large and noble, and 
was repaird in the Year 1705. The Window of the North was an{werable, but 
of late beautifully renew'd. Beſides theſe Pillars that ſupport the Nave, there 
are Side-Columns adjoining to the Wall, and between them Gothick Arches raiſed 
eight or ten Feet, as fee over Dr. Goodman's Tomb, and that of Geoffrey Chaucer ; 
berween the Arches of which, were the Arms of Great Men at the time of building 
this Church, with their Titles in Saxon Characters over them; many of which are 
now broken away to make room for new Monuments, which, inſtead of the for- 
mer Gorhick Regularity, diſplay now an irregular Variety; no Care having been 
taken to ſupply the Injury of the old Form, except in the Caſe of two lately 
erected, over which are curious Gothick Arches rear'd in ſome Imitation of the 
former: Which, had they been done in other Caſes, had made a venerable Ap- 


pearance. The Arms (of which many remain, and others are ſupplied) were as

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Over theſe are a Row of arch'd Windows, which, as well as the former, were 
finely painted, but now ruin d; and particularly there remains in the Window 
2 on 
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on the Nortb-ſide of the Nave, toward the great Weſt-Door, the Arms of Hen- 
ry III. before his Marriage, viz, two Lyons; an afterward three Paſlant. And in the 
Window over Smith's Tomb, by the Door entring the Weſt Gloyſter, the ſame, 
and the Arms of Queen Eleanor, viz. Or, four Pallets, Gules. Two Windows from 
which, on the ſame Range, toward the Weſt, was painted in Glaſs the Story of 
Edward the Confeſſor and the Pilgrim, reckon'd by Caxtop a very curious one, 
and the fineſt painted among them; under each of which were ſeveral Verſes in 
Latin; the firſt under the Pilgrim were rhus, defac'd: 2

Tux Story fee before. In a South Window of this Abbey was the Picture of 
Richard II. with a white Hart couchant gorg'd with a golden Coronet and Chain 
under a Tree, a fatal Badge to his Followers. In the Windows on the Weſt-{ide 
of the North-Croſs were not long ſince the Arms of Queen Eleanor, Wife to Ed- 
ward I. viz. quarterly Gules, a Caſtle Or and Argent, a Lyon Rampant Purple, the 
third as the ſecond, the fourth as the firft. At the Weſt- End, in the great Welt- 
Window, is ftill remaining a Painting very curious, tho {mall, of Edward III. 
and ſome other Pieces; which Window was beautified by Abbat Kirton. In the 
Window South of this, built by Fohn de Eſtny Abbat, is a Painting of one of our 
Kings, but the Colours being of a Water-blue, no particular Face can be aſſign'd. 
Some have made it for Edward the Confeſſor: But think that pacifick Prince is ne- 
ver repreſented in Armour. It's true his Arms are underneath it; and from thence I 
conjecture it to be Richard II. who bore them, or elſe the Arms have been inju- 
dicioufly patch'd-in. In the Window on the North- ſide the Weſt Door is a Por- 
traiture of Edward the Comfeſſor in Robes, the Face of which ſeems lively to re- 
preſent the mild Simplicity of that Princez under the Feet are likewiſe his Arms, 
viz, Azure, a Croſs Patonce between five Martlets, Or. In the Windows over his 
Shrine, at the Faft-End of the Church, are ſeveral Paintings, which together caſt 
a religious Gleam, but are ſo confuledly placed, that little or no Conjecture can 
be made. Thele are all the Remains of thoſe once curious Paintings. 

HAVING thus in general deſcribed this Building, to be more particular we 
will take a Walk round it. And firſt, at entring the Weſt-Door the Squares on 
each fide are encloſed ſo far in, the Church, as the two firſt large Pillars which 
ſupport the Weftern Towers. In the Encloſure on the Right-hand is the Conſiſto 
Court, with a Seat raiſed for the Judge; from which Court is a Paſſage thro? a 
Door into the Deari's Houſe. Almoſt. over this Court is an antient Bay-Window, 
jutting into the Church, and gives Light to a Gallery in the Dean's Houſe, per- 
haps defiga'd for View of Coronations, and other Proceſſions. The Square an- 
{wering to the Conſiſtory- Court is the Bellfry. Advancing from the Weſt-Door 
Eaſtward about two thirds of this Nave and Side-Ifles, you come to the Gates of 
the Choir, which extend Weſtward from the-four great Pillars that ſupport the 
Dome, to four of the Pillars of the Nave, and Eaſtward to two, being the Breadth 
of that, and the Sides, confin'd and fix'd to thoſe Pillars. The Entrance into it is 
by a Pair of handſome Gates, grated with Iron, gilt; the Pilaſters and Pyramids 
finely carv'd and gilt. The Floor of it is paved with-thecfineſt black and white 
Marble, paved at the Charge of Dr. Biuly, Prebendary of this Church, and Maſter 
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of the School. The antient Stalls are cover'd with Gothict acute Arches, ſupport- 
ed by ſmall Pillars of Iron, and painted Purple; below which are Seats for the 
Choir; and the Length of the Choir are Seats on each fide, with Mats on the 
Floor for the King's Scholars, as uſual in College-Chapels. On the Right-hand- 
lide at Entrance is the Dean's Seat, formerly the Abbot's; aud on the Left the 
Sub-Dean's, formerly the Prior's ; from whence the Prebends Stalls proceed. Theſe 
Sides of old were called Choirs, that on the Right, the Abbot's, or Superior, and 
that on the Left, the Prior's, or Inferior ; and in ſuch Senſe the Word is uſed by 


{everal of our antient Writers, when they ſpeak of the Choirs of a Church. Thus 

In vic. Abb. Faris ſpeaking of a Novice of his Houſe preterr'd, Erfi fuerit de parte prioris (quam 

p- 144. nos chorum Priori appellamus transferetur ad Chorum Abbatis ubi ſupremus ſtatuetur.) 

The Choirs chanted alternately, as uſual; and from thence the ſame Hiſtorian 

ſays, That upon a Solemnity in this Church there was ſuch Shouting, that one 

Choir could not hear another. On the North-fide, over the middle of the Stalls, 

is a ſtately Organ, gilt; and on the Southeſide, at the upper End of the Dean's 

Row, is the Pulpit, by which is remaining an antient Painting of that unhappy 

beautiful Prince Richard II. fitting in a Chair of Gold, dreſs'd in a Veſt of Green 

flower'd with Flowers of Gold, and the initial Letters of his Name, having on 

Shoes of Gold pouder'd with Pearls, the whole rob'd in Crimſon lin'd with Ermin, 

and the Shoulders ſpread with the ſame, faſten'd under a Collar of Gold; the 

Pannel plaiſter d and gilt, with ſeveral Croſſes and Flowers of Gold emboſs'd. 

The Length of this Picture is fix Foot and 11 Inches, and the Breadth three Foot 

ſeven Inches. This Piece was juſtly taken, among other curious Things in this 

Church, by that curious Preſerver of Antiquities, J. Tallman Eſq; and by him 

communicated to the Society of Antiquaries, and engrav'd; from which an exact 

Copy is here exhibited. The lower Part of this Picture is much defac'd by the 

| Backs of thoſe who. fill that Stall; which, if I miſtake not, is uſually the Place 
| of the Lord Chancellor, when the Houſe of Lords repair hither. | 

PROCEEDING, we rife by the firſt Aſcent toward the Altar, which was called, 

| The ſecond Pavement, where was formerly placed a Wax-Light all the Time of 

Fleet vit. Eaſter ; for I find Abbot Sudbury buried ante paviment. ubi cereus paſchalts ſolet 

Cot. lib. ſtare; and Thomas Henley in the lower Pavement, before the high Altar. On each 

{ide of this Pavement are Doors entring into the North and South-Croſs. From 

hence, by another Aſcent, we come ro the Altar, encloſed with a curious Ba- 

laſter, within which is a fine Pavement of Moſaick Work, made at the Charge 

of Abbat Ware. Of this Pavement ſee a particular Account in the Second Vo- 

lume, with the original Verſes wrought in it, of which not a ſixth Part have 

* ever yet been taken notice of; and alſo an Account of its Alterations upon ereCt- 

| ing this new Altar, and ſuch other curious Matters relating to this fme Fragment 

of Antiquity, as require a diſtin Treatiſe. Thę ingenious Mr. Talman has with 

indefatigable Pains meaſured it, a Work of long Time and cloſe Application; a 

Draught of which, with other curzous Things, he has communicated to the So- 

ciety of Antiquaries, which is now juſtly engrav'd. Round this Pavement, as 

well as in the Choir, are buried many of the Abbats of Weſtminſter, and other 

Perſons of Note; which ſee in the Survey of Tombs. The Altar now ſtanding 

is a ſtately and beautiful Piece of Marble, as ſee in the Proſpect, and was remo- 


ved from the Chapel at Whitehall, On it is this Motto, 


Anna auguſta pia felix auguſta parens patrie D. 


ſhewing it to be the Preſent of that religious and munifioent Prince. On each 
ſide the Altar are Doors in the Marble, arch'd, and within them the old wooden 


cancellated Doors going into the Chapel of St. Edward, where our Kings rom 
an 
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and refreſh themſelves at their Coronations, and change their Dreſs; which 
Place is then hung with Tapeſtry, kept for that purpoſe in a large Cheſt in the 
old Reveſtry. Thus Part of the Choir within the Rails was formerly hung with 
Cloth of Arras, which contain'd on one fide the Story of St. Edward, Hugolme 
and the Thief, with Verſes; which ſee before, and the Story of the ſame King 
and the Pilgrim. On the other, the Coronation of our Kings, with this Diſtich 
under it: | 


Hanc Regum ſedem fibi Petrus conſecrat Eden ; 
Quam tu Papa regu inſignit & unctio regu. 


But the Sides are now cloſed up, and the Backs of Yalence's, Crouchback's, and 
other ſtately Tombs, once open to the Altar, and Mr. Keep ſays to be ſeen in his 
Time, if you withdrew the Hangings, are now wainſcotted on this ſide, and 
only to be ſeen in the Sacriſtary; over which Wainſcot are now curious Hangings 
of freſh Tapeſtry, repreſenting the Story of Abrabam and Lot parting on one fide, 
and the meeting with Melchiſedeck on the other. On this Altar was formerly 
placed a large Croſs of Silver, to be touch d at great Solemnities. Beyond this 
Altar is the Work of the old one remaining, about 15 Foot high, and level at 
top, that ſo the Shrine of St. Edward might be more viſible ; at the Back of which, 
by a Riſe, is the Chapel of that King; and at the extreme Semicircle one enclo- 
ſed with Iron-Doors for Henry V. the End of which looks to the Turn of the 
Area, and fronts the Aſcent of Steps to Henry VII's Chapel on the other fide. 
ON each fide of this Skreen, which was made at the Charge of Henry VII. 
is a Door leading to a Staircaſe, us'd to aſcend this Chapel, which, as I before 
mentioned, was loſt ; but ſince my writing that, I have, by the Help of a Lad- 
der, ſcabd the Walls of this Cy ns which ſee in the Area; on the 
outſide of which is in Baſs-Relieve the Hiſtory of Henry VII's Coronation. On 
the inſide of thoſe Walls, i. e. in the Chapel, are Preſſes of Wainſcot, with Shelves 
and folding Doors, very neat ; there are in all fix, viz, four on each fide, i. e. the 
Lining of theſe Side-walls; and on each ſide the Altar is one ſmaller. The Altar 
is aſcended by two Steps, one croſſes the Chapel, from the Extremes of the 
Side-Preſſes, and the other nearer the Altar, which is broken away, the Places 
where it was faſten'd to the Wall viſible; over it are ſeveral Images, viz. Sr. George, 
St. Edward, and a void Nitch over the Altar, not improbable our Saviour's Paſſion, 
pull'd down at the Reformation. There are others of Saints not to be eaſily di- 
{tinguiſh'd. There are in this Chapel the Trophies of this Warlike Prince, wiz. 
his Helmet, plac'd on the Wall over- looking St. Edward's Shrine; his Shield, which 
is ſmall, the Handfaſt broken away, and the Colours of it not to be diſtinguiſh'd; 
his Saddle of blue Velvet, pouder'd with Flowers-de-liz of Gold, the Velvet du- 
ſty, but ſubſtantial, and the Colour tolerably freſh ; three large Reſts for Spears, 
a large Capanſon-Cloth tolerably freſh, being quarterly of four, viz. the firſt in 
a Field engral'd, the Colour not viſible, a Fez Chequee Sable and Axure; the ſea 
cond, three Flowers-de-liz Or in a Field Azure; the third as the ſecond, the fourth 
as the firſt, Over the Croſs is a Cloth, the Colour loſt, but on it are painted 
in Gold ſeveral large Harneſs-Buckles; the whole Cloth is ſurrounded with a 
Fringe of brown and Gold Silk. The Chapel is very full of Duſt; and upon go- 
ing down one of theſe Side-Staircaſes, which are winding, of Stone, and ſo ſtrait 
as ſcarce to admit of a Paſſage, I find they are enlightned by ſmall Inlets among 
the Statues, and ſuppoſe they have been long diſus d, for the lower Steps are bu- 
ried in Duſt. I find round this Chapel, and within, and likewiſe on the Out-walls 
looking to the Area, ſeveral Devices, viz, 1. A Hart chain'd to the Stock of a 
Tree, on which is a Beacon. 2. A Swan. 3. A Stork holding a Fiſh in its Mouth,Q&c. 
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 HAvixG thus deſcrib'd the Choir, and Aſcents from it, we return into the 
Body of the Church, where in the North-Iſle, thro two large arch'd Doors, we 
deſcend by ſeveral Steps into the Weſt and Eaſt-Walk of the Cloyſters, of which, 
with the other Places, we {hall treat hereafter. Entring the North-Croſs we ſee 
an open Gallery on the Weſt-fide, lying over the Cloyſter, being the Office of 
the Regiſter of this Church, where the Deeds are preſerved in good order in Preſs 
ſes. And againſt the Wall in this Office is a Hart painted large as the Life, the 
Badge of King Richard, as before mentioned. At the South-end of this Croſs is 
the Chapel of St. Blaſe, where ſtands the Clock, and is now uſed as a Veſtry; 
but the old Reveſtry is beyond, going on one {ide of this Chapel to it; for the 
Chapel of St. Blaſe was ſquare, and ſurrounded with a Stone-wall, as the Eaſt 
End now is, till the Wainſcot was lately placed, to part it off gs to the Weſt 
Wall, before which the Way to the Reveſtry lay open to this Croſe- Iſle, on one {ide 
the Chapel. This Reveſtry (which is called the Chapel of Henry VIII. for what 
reaſon I know not, unleſs for that he {tripp'd it of its Furniture) is incloſed with three 
Doors, the inner cancellated ; the middle, which is very thick, lind with Skins like 
Parchment, and driven full of Nails. Theſe Skins they, by Tradition, tell us, were 
{ome Skins of the Danes, tann'd, and given here as a Memorial of our Delivery 
from them. 'The Doors are very ſtrong; but were notwithſtanding broken open 
lately, and the Place robbd. In this Reveſtry, at the upper End, is a Riſe of 
Stone in a circular Form, over which is a very antient Painting of a Woman, 
wich her Hair hanging looſe, and in her Hand an Inſtrument, ſeemingly of fix 
{mall Bars of Iron, an Inch diſtance, and four or five long, holding it on her 
Finger by a Ring; tis in the Left-hand : But whether a Mulical Inſtrument 1s re- 
prelented by it, I know not. This Picture ſeems to me to repreſent Eleanor,

Queen to Edward IJ. who was a great Benefactreſs here, and upon account of whom 
this Church was repair d, and for the Good of whoſe Soul it was endow'd. Ano- 1 
ther Reaſon why it thould be Her, is, there is a Benedictine kneeling at her Feet, t 
as has been likewiſe painted on her Tomb. At the other End are a Set of Cranes 8 
of Wood, ſwinging, as if in a Rack, on which formerly the Copes and Veſtments | 
in common Uſe were hung. Going hence, in the South-eaſt Angle of the North- ( 
Croſs, is a low arch'd Door leading to the old Palace, before which a Lamp uſu- 9 
ally burn d; and proceeding Northward, we enter the Sacriſtary, or Area, round the 1 
Chapel, or raisd Ground uf St. Edward's Shrine, which bounds it on the Right, 
and the ſeveral Chapels of this Church anſwer on the Left, being ſwell'd out T 
beyond the high Building, as ſee in the other Proſpect, and curiouſly arch'd over, n 
ſome in fix, ſome eight, or more acute Gothick Angles. The firſt is St. Benedict's, 1

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Taz Places where theſe Altars have been formerly affixed in this Church ma 
with the utmoſt Eaſe be diſcovered, there being generally a Riſe croſs the Floor 
of the Chapel aſcending to them; and likewiſe by taking notice where the antient 
Tombs lie, who generally choſe to have their Bodies laid near on the ſides of 
them: As for Inſtance, 1. In St. Benedicts, the Tomb of Langham directs its Feet 
to the North-{ide of the Altar belonging to that Saint. 2. In St. Edmunds, the Fomb 
of John of Eltham, and the ſmall one for Edward III's Children. Here the Riſe 
is viſible, and the Place, which was diſtinguiſh'd till after the Reformation. The 
Dutcheſs of Suffolk, and others, had Tombs there. 3. St. Nicholas's, near where 
Carew's old Tomb is. I have obſerv'd in this Chapel, behind the Tomb of Fane, 
a Pannel of Stone neatly moulded and poli{t'd, from whence I at firſt conjectur' d 
it might be the Back of the Altar, but was convinc'd to the contrary by Carers 
Tomb, which ſtands under it; however, the Effigies of Stanley ſeems to front 
the Place where it ſtood. The ſame Obſervations will lead us thro' the reſt of 
the Chapels. | | 
THERE are ſeveral Aſcents to the Roof of this Church, viz. at the Weſt Cor- 
ner of the North-Croſs, and the Eaſt of the South, 4c. and over the South · weſt 
Tower are {ſmall Chambers, ſaid to have been formerly the Habitation of Brad- 
ſhaw, the Mock - Preſident of the Rebels bloody Court. This melancholy Wretch 
it is ſaid ended his Courſe in the blackeſt Deſperation ; but that a Church-Roof 
was the Neſt of ſuch an unclean Bird, I have not before heard. Certain it is, that 
he ended his Days near this Church; but that he ſpent them in it, we have no 
Authority but Tradition: Yet it is not improbable, that in ſome of his Fits he 
might retire to a Place very well ſuited to fuch a Temper. 
6. St. Eraſmus, or Jſltip's Chapel, of which ſee the Work over his Tomb. This 
Roof he made, and the Chauntry over, and enclos'd it from the Area; for we 
muſt not ſuppoſe he built it, the Plan ſhewing us it anſwers to St. Benedict's from 
the original Foundation. Over the Door of St. John Baptiſt, where the Letters 
St. Eraſmus are, is a Nich for a Statue, and the Devices of Iſlip round it, viz, an 
Eye and Slip of a Tree, a Hand flipping a Tree; and in the Chauntry over his 
Chapel, where the old Statues of our Kings are, was formerly laid an hiero- Aſhmole | 
gliphical Device of Cremer, ſometime Abbat here, and Scholar in Chymiſtry to 2 
Raymund Lully, which was painted by his Order in this Place; but ſome, in the * 31“. 
Rebellion, ſuppoſing it a Popiſh Story, have white-waſh'd over it. This Piece you 
may ſee in Mr. A/hmole delineated. The next Chapel is that of St. John Baptiſt, 
next that of St. Michael. Laſtly, that of St. Andrew, where is a ſtately and coſtly 
Tomb ereCting for the late Duke of Newcaſtle. Theſe three are now laid into one, 
and are taken out of the North-Croſs on the Eaſt-ſide, in Proportion to what 
the Cloyſters take from the South-Croſs on the Welt. 
BESIDES theſe were the Chapels of St. Katherine and St. Aune. Of the latter 
I find little or no mention; but the former was a large and very antient one, and, in 
the old Church, of conſiderable Conſequence z for I find, Anno 1189. in Richard IS 
Time, Geoffrey de Lucy, Biſhop of Winton, and Hubert Walter of Salisbury, conle- Mat. wet.

THis Sacred and Reverend Structure has happily eſcap'd the Fury of all Chan- 


ges, ſav'd in the main, tho' with much Difficulty. She once had a ſad Proſpeq 


of being laid level with the Earth, when in the Reign of Edward VI. his Uncle, 
the Duke of Somerſet, a Man whoſe chief Religion was Intereſt, and who ſtopp'd 
at nothing that might gratify his Avarice, an Avarice the molt ſacrilegious that 
any Hiſtory affords us, taking its ſordid Flight at the moſt ſtately Structures, 


and levelling the chief Glories of our Nation. This Man came after the firſt 


Gathering of Henry VIII. and finding not ſo plenteous a Harveſt, rather than not 
partake of the Plunder, he pull'd the very Orchard-Trees that were left, merely 
for Fuel. The Abbeys being gone, his Sacrilege aſſaulted the Cathedrals of this 
Land, of which St. Paul's was a melancholly Inſtance, when he removed man 

Cart-loads of the Bones of Perſons of all Degrees, and carried them to Finsbury, 
to raiſe the Soil for a Windmill to ſtand upon, that he might employ the Mate- 
rials of the Cloyſter and curious Chapel where they lay to his own Uſe. At this 


time he demoliſh'd that inimitable Painting of Holbens, call'd the Dance of 


Death, unequal'd and invaluable. Another Inſtance of this Man's Rapine, was 
his blowing up the ſtately and antient Church of the Knights of John at Feruſa- 
lem with Gunpowder, after its Grandeur mov'd even Henry VIII. to {pare it, that 
he might build his Houſe with the Materials, which with the Ruins of ſeveral 
Churches he effected. By theſe Degrees of Sacrilege he arrivd (O daring 
Thought!) to attempt to throw down this celebrated and venerable Church, ex- 
poſe the Royal Aſhes of our Princes in ſuch manner as he did the others, and 
employ the curious Materials of this to the ſame Uſe of Building. But a Thought 
of this Kind being in itſelf ſo unreaſonably miſchievous, he was prevented from 
putting it in Practice, but not without the Gift of 14 Manors in Lieu of it. Of 
the Revolutions of this Building ſince his Attempt, and the Havock made there 
in the late Civil Wars, with its Hiſtory to this Time, the Reader will find when 
we treat of the modern Affairs of this Church.

N order to take this ſolemn Survey, it is neceſſary we 
ſhould enter in at the Door of the South · Croſs, as being moſt 
convenient for the better diſpoſing the Plates; where 

the firſt Tomb you come at is a rough one, of coarſe Mar- 
ble, and looks, by the Moiſture and Injury of the Weather, 
and the Nature of the Stone, much older than it is. This, 
whole Form 1s here exhibited, rogether with its Inſcription, 
was erected to the Memory of Mr. Edmond Spencer, a Man 


of great Learning, and ſuch a luxuriant Fancy, that his 
Works abound with as great Variety of Images (and curious, tho' {mall Paintings) 
as either our own or any Language can afford in any Author. He oc. as you 
lee by the Inſcription, in the Year 1596. By what Mr. Cambden and others lay 
of this Monument, the Original was in Latin; which take in Cambden's Words, 


as follows : 


Edmundus Spencer Londinenſis Anglicorum poetarum, noſtri feculi facile Princeps, quod 
ejus poemata faventibus muſis & victuro genio conſcripta comprobant.

EDA SPENCER, born in London, and chief Poet of our Age; which his 
Works, written with a happy Spirit, and maſterly Genius, teſtify. He died by 
a too early Death in the Year 1598, and lies buried near Chaucer, who was the 
firſt that ſucceſsfully wrote Poetry in the Engliſh Language, over whom are 
written theſe Epitaphs:

Here plac'd near Chaucer, Spencer claims a Room, 
As next to him in Merit, next his 'Tomb. 

To Place near Chaucer, Spencer lays a Claim;

But now declin'd, it fears with you to die. 


As for the firſt- Part, which are Mr. Cambden's Words, there is no Men. 
tion made of his Birth. And it is rightly enough to be perceivd that the Verſes 
are two diſtin Epitaphs, the Thought in the firſt and ſecond Lines being repeated 
in the third and fourth with very little Difference: But whether they were both 
placed on the Monument, or not, is doubtful. Perhaps the latter might, (ac- 
cording to Mr. Cambden's Cuſtom) be an Improvement of his own on the former,

FRONTING this, and affix d to the Wall of the Chapel of St. Blaſe, is a Mo-

Ix this South Croſs lies buried, without any Monument yet erected to his 
Memory, Mr. Nicholas Rowe, who was late Poet Laureat. He has written ſeve— 
ral Plays which have pleas'd the Town, and finiſh'd, not long before his Death, 
a Tranſlation of Lucay's Pharſalia. 
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Ab joix IN to Mr. Butler's is a Table Monument of Blue Marble, erected to 
Mr. Drayton, with an Inſcription in Letters of Gold, but now faded; which is 
here exhibited. This Gentleman was no indifferent Poet in his Time, and his 
Compoſitions have ſome Beauties in them which might become the beſt of our 
modern Writers. He was a Man much vers'd in our Engliſh Hiſtory, as well as 
the Antiquities of our Country. The firſt appears by his Epiſtles and Legends; 
and the latter by his Polyalbion : which the learned Selden thought worthy his 
Comment. | 

Ar the Ealt Corner of the Chapel of St. Blaſe, and fronting the South Croſs, 
is affixd a handſome Table Monument of White Marble, to the Memory of 
Monſieur St. Erremond, a Gentleman of a very gay Turn of Humour as well 
as Writing. He. was a perfect Maſter of what the French call the Belles Lettres; 
as appears by his Writings. He had a very great Value for the Ducheſs of Ma. 
aarine, with whom he kept an Intimacy to the laſt. He liv'd to a great Age, 
and preſerv'd his Humour and Intellects to the laſt. He fell ill of a violent 
Fit of the Strangury, to which he had been long addicted, together with the 
Loſs of his Stomach : Whereupon he ſettled his worldly Affairs, in order to 
leave it, and made his Will on the 24th of Auguſt, Anno Dom.

in was one Legacy worth Remark, which I ſhall here ſet down with the

His G- 
der, tho' it is not properly a Georgick, is ſomething as good, and the very beſt 
of its Kind, fince Virgil wrote in that Manner. And that he was a perfell Ma- 
ſter of Horace, and had the very Soul of him, in the Lyrick way, appears by his 
Ode to my Lord Bolingbroke, on Tobacco. The Splendid Shilling is entirely his own, 
and the Character of it I need not tell the World. This Gentlemen met with 
a Patron equal to his Merits, and bid fair for obliging the Age with many Excel- 
lencies, who expected a fruitful Harveſt from ſo promiſing a Spring, but were diſ- 
appointed by an immature Death of a Conſumption.

Mr. Nicholas Brigham erected this in a convenient Place, as near his Grave as he 
could, on which was former] 1 his Picture in a Blank on the North ſide 
the Epitaph, but now quite defacd. It was exactly like the Painting of Ocklefe, 
printed before the old Edition, and was remaining in Mr. Aſhmole's Time, who 
in one of his Treatiſes, has given us the Monument. It is likewiſe expreſs'd in 
the ſame manner before the new Edition of his Works. There was formerly round 
the Verge of the Tomb thele Verſes:

Ox the Inſide of the Tomb was his Arms, now gone, but the ſame are painted 
over it under the Arch of the Church-Wall. The Epitaph and Tomb ſee here ex- 
hibited, which ſignifies, That Geoffry Chaucer, who was formerly the chief Poet 
in England, lies buried there, and that he died Octobex 25. in the Year 1400.

Wurtx I am ſpeaking of Chaucer, give me the Liberty of one Digreſſion, (for I 
think I ſhall not trouble you with many, ) and that is to clear this great Man's Cha- 
rater, and at a long Diſtance my own. It has been for many Years believ'd, that 
Chaucer was the Author of that ſcandalous railing Ballad, The Ploughman's Tale, and, I 
think, it has not been conteſted. This, I know, makes him obnoxious to many Men 
of Letters, eſpecially thoſe who are Roman Catholicks. But their Reſentment will ceaſe 
to appear, when I almoſt evidently prove to them, that this Piece came from a Quarter 
of leſs Learning, and more ill Manners; and that Ch-ucer, who was a fine Gentleman, 
and one who had a Value for, and was valu'd by the better Sort of the Clergy 
of that Time, would never have fallen ſo rudely foul on the whole Order, when 
his PraCtice was only to laſh thoſe who were > Slew e to the reſt. Firſt then, 
we muſt obſerve, that this Tale is in none of the antient Manuſcripts of Chaucer, 
not in any one that I have ſeen, neither in that curious one of my Lord Harley, 
nor in thoſe in the King's Library, which were borrow'd for Mr. Urry : But after 
the Verſe, By this the Manciple had his Tale I ended, &c. comes on The Parſon's 
Prologue, and Tale ; whereas they have in the printed Copies thruſt this in be- 
tween, and, to favour the Deceit, chang'd the very Verſe, and made it, By this 
the Ploughman had his Tale y ended, &c. And, indeed, the Tale it ſelf ſeems to be 
of a different Piece, having no Introduction; and this Ploughman ſeems abruptly 
to have fallen in with them by the way, and to be quite a different ſort of à Crea- 
ture from that modeſt, quiet, good Pariſhoner, that came with his Parſon to them 
at Southwark; they are not more different in their Dreſſes, than in their Man- 
ners and Characters. The firſt came upon a Horſe: This Fellow is preſented 
with a Pilgrim's Staff, a cumberſome Utenſil for one that rides. Chaucer has ta- 
ken care to give his Farmer the Character of a quiet uſeful Man to others, and 
one that chearfully paid his Tithes; or elſe indeed I think he would have been 
ſtrangely out, to have brought the Parſon with him: But this ill-bred, ſaucy 
Fellow minds nothing but the Satisfaction of Gain, having left his Cattle in Graſs 


up to the Chin; and indeed we may perceive him to be a covetous Hog, by his 


railing 
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railing againſt Tithes, the too common Cry of thoſe ſordid Wretches. Now if, 
having ſet theſe two Men before you, you can {till think them the ſame, III 
tell you the very Places they came from; and tho' I believe (with Mr. Stow) 
that they were both born at a time, yet they had very difterent Originals ; one 
had to his Father our learned, I may ſafely ſay, religious, and welkbred Poet, 
(for the Obſcenity of his Writings, I have ſufficiently ſpoke of both in Proſe and 
+ Verſe, tho' the firlt, I think, is left out in the printed Copy of the Life:) The other 
was the Son of one of his Name, a hot warm Incendary, as (pity it is, too man 

Creatures of the State-FaCtion pretending Wickliff's Opinions were) one Pierſe 
Plouehman. And, I think, this will need no other Proof than what this 
Fellow ſays in his Tale of another of his Performances, Of Freers I have ſpoken 
before in a making of a Creed, &c. Now this ſame Pierſe Ploughman wrote that 
very thing which is at the end of his Book, and call'd a Creed of Fryers, which I 
have by me: For Mr Fox, who thinks Jack Upland mult be it, or none, has mi- 
ſtaken a Catechiſm for a Creed. Mr. Stow is more modeſt, as he was more calm, 
and ſays, he had ſeen it in an antient Manuſcript about Chaucer's Time, and 
(tho! he believes) does not politively aſſert it to be his. Theſe Arguments, or 
to the like Purpoſe, I have laid down in the Life of Chaucer, which lately was 
printed before the Chriſt-Church Edition, the Copy of which was ſubmitted to their 
Peruſal, or ſome deputed by them; and upon the Queries mark d, I ſubmitted 
to ſuch Corrections as they thought proper. After which, when the Book had been 
ſome time out, I found upon peruling it, that all theſe Arguments were entirel 

omitted, and I am barely made to aſſert, by my own Authority, that Chaucer 


never wrote this Piece: Yet the Alterer has made me ſo modeſt (without m 


Knowledge, I am ſure,) to refer to the Preface. Upon which, at leaſt, I ex- 
pected the ingenious Gentleman who wrote it, (and, I believe, knew nothing of 


what was ſaid in the Life,) had ſome better Arguments for what I had ſaid. But 


ſuddenly, to my Suprize, old Mr. Fox was ſet there to ſtare me in the Face, and 
give me the Lye, by no more Authority, than what*they allow'd me; and one, 
who, I believe, was willing to make all the great Names he could oppoſe the 
Innovations of the Times, and whoſe Zeal, Paſſion, laborious Search, and Hurry, 
made him, (I'm ſorry to ſay it) guilty of too many Errors. This Uſage 
was ſuch as, I hope, will influence the Reader to excuſe my leading him 
out of the way. The Life was in other Places alter'd, as concerning Mr. Packer's 
Eſtate at Donington, and {ome few other Places, which I cannot now remember: 
For the Book I have never ſeen but upon a Bookſeller's Compter, not being willing 
to buy it, when my old one, with my own written Notes, ſerv'd me as well. 
This Uſage, I think undeſerv'd, having {par'd no Pains, and was at a very extraordi- 
nary Expence to collect Records, and write as particular and full a Life as poſſible, 
of a Name I ever reverenc'd, and for a Body of Men who have been always re- 
mark'd for a diſtinguiſhing Taſte : A Life, which I have been told by no mean 
Judges, has not diſpleas d. This I here mention to vindicate my ſelf from thoſe 
Miſtakes of which I am nor guilty ; and this indeed was the chief Motive to m 
Concluſion of a Poem upon this Man and his Works, with which I ſhall likewi 
cloſe this Account of his Tomb. 


Induſtrious thus, to do my Maſler right, 

And ſave his Actions Time — conceal'd from Night; 
Long on the duſty Roll and mould ring File, 

T urg'd the intricate laborious Toll ;

Nxxr to Mr. Cowley's Tomb, and fronting the Chapel of St. Benedict, towards 
the South-Croſs, being enclos'd with a Balliſter, and Wings of Iron-Rails, the 
Breadth of that Chapel, in a Monument of Marble, as here exhibited, ereQed 
to Dryden. Plain, majeſtick, and juſt, equal to the great Imagination of the 
Patron who erected it, and the Merits of the Poet whoſe. Name it bears.

Taz Epitaph is a ſilent Reproach to abundance of others in this Church, by 
ſhowing how few Words are neceſſary to expreſs real Merit, and how many ate 
requiſite to ſet off none. | 

ON this Side the South-Croſs, and not far from this Place, was buried one 
Sir John de Shorditch; of which Name there were two; the firſt a Man of Character 
in the Time of King Henry III. by whom he was ſent Ambaſſador to Rome; 
the ſecond in like Favour with Edward III. by whom he was ſent Ambaſſador 
to France, and was the Man who vindicated to the French King his Maſter's bear- 
ing the Engliſh Pards in his Arms before the French Lillies. If what the Hiſto- 
rians of this Church ſay is true, that Helena his Wife lies buried here, it ſhould 
ſeem to be the latter; for he and Helena in the 14th of Edward III. granted to 
one Croſtone their Chaplain, certain Lands in Hackney, where he had a Seat called 
Shorditch-Place, now by the ignorant People Fane Shore's Houſe. But then, if it 
is the latter, it ſeems ſtrange that Fleet mentions Abbat Curlington's being buried 
near the Tomb of this Knight, when he died in 133 1, in the 7th of Edward III. 
And this was in the French Wars in the 14th, when he made the aforeſaid 
Aſſignment. If it is urg'd, that was a Tomb of Diſtinction, and Fleet took it as 
a Mark for the Place, he had no need, the Abbat's Tomb bearing his Image, and 
an Inſcription. To which ever of them this Tomb belong'd, I ſee no Remains 
of it at this Time, unleſs that plain Grey Stone between Hauly and Dryden be it: 
But the antient Account of its Place was in the South-Croſs, before the Altar 
of St. Benedict, under a Lamp there burning, near the Door. | 


ON the Pavements before Mr. Dryden's Monument, as far as the Pillar 
of the Croſs, is an antient Stone of Grey Marble, on which, by the Marks, has 
been an Image of a Man in Armour; but the Plates are torn off. Under this lies 
the Body of one John Haule, who was a Soldier in Edward III's Army; and ha: 
ving at the Bartle of Nazers in Spain, together with one Schakel, taken the Earl 
of Dexe Priſoner, he deliver'd his Son as Surety. Upon their coming to England, 


the Duke of Lancaſter demanded him for the King, who would give them little 


or nothing for him. Upon denying which, they were thrown into the Tower; 
but eſcaping thence, took Sanctuary here; whither Sir Ralph Ferreris, and Sit 
Alan Bu hal, Captain of the Toer; (or, as others ſay, the Lord Latimer; fot 
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all of them who were Creatures of the Duke, reſpefted the Church no more 
than their Maſter,) with 50 Men arm'd, came; and having wiled Schakel out of 
the Bounds, they attempted to ſeize Haule, who ſtoutly reſiſted them, but at 
length was flain 1n the Choir, before the Prior's Stall, not in the Chancel, as Wea- walfingham, 
rer ſays, commending him to God, the Avenger of Wrong : They flew a Ser- 
vant of the Abbey who. pleaded for him upon account of Church- Privilege. 


This was on the 1 1th of Auguſt, 1378. There is now no Inſcription upon the Fun. Mons 
Stone ; but in Weaver's Time this was remaining : | p. 484.

The be- 
fore · mentionꝰd ohn Schakel they threw into Priſon, but ſome time after dying, 
he was likewiſe buried in this Church, A. D. 1396, not, as ſome ſay, 1306. 


FRoN N the South-Croſs, and erected againſt the outſide - Wainſcot of the 
Choir, are two ſtately adjoining Monuments of Marble, erected to the Memory 
of two excellent good Men; of whole Characters, ſince it is trifling to ſay 
more than their Epitaphs, and impoſſible to ſpeak ſo well, I ſhall only, as far as 
my Power will reach, and our Language permit me, tranſlate them. The firſt 
is Dr. Busby, which ſee here exhibited, with its Epitaph :

AvJjoinixG to this Tomb is the Opening of the Area leading to the ſeve- 
ral Chapels, enclos'd with folding Hatches of Wood, where Perſons attend to en- 
plain and ſhew the Tombs. Of which Chapels, the firſt is that of St. Benedict: 
In order to enter which, we mult go to the South-Side of Mr. Dryden's Monument, 
where is a Door made in the Iron-Rails adjoining to his 'Tomb, and which with 
that, ſeparates this Chapel from the South-Croſs. This is call'd by ſome the 
Dean's Chapel, for no reaſon, that I can find, but that the two firſt Deans of 
this Church are buried there. PO | 


Ox the North- Side of this Chapel, and adjoining to the Area, is a very hand- 
ſome antient Tomb of Free-Stone, rail'd one? with Iron, and a Canopy 
of Wood almoſt broke away at the laſt Coronation, on which lies the Image of 
a Biſhop in his Habit, as here exhibited. This was erected to the Memory of Si- 
mon de Langham, a great Benefactor to this Church, in which he was brought 
up, being a Monk of this Houſe, and afterwards Prior, and laſtly Abbat; 
then Bi ſhop of Ely, London, and laſtly Archbiſhop of Canterbury: He was like- 
wile Archdeacon and Treaſurer of Wells, which he held in commendam. He was 
immenſely rich, which, whether he acquir'd by the many Places he held, for he 
was both Treaſurer and Chancellor of England; or whether from Oppreſlion, 

Godwin. de Which we he was charg'd with when Biſhop, 1s doubtful ; but that he was re-

AFTER having ſat Archbiſhop two Years, he was made Cardinal of St. Sixtus 
by Pope Urban V. whereupon he went to Avignon, where he founded a Houle of 
Carthufians; and being made Biſhop-Cardinal of Praneſte by Pope Gregory XI. he 
lived there eight Years, and died of a Palſy, with which he was ſeiz d at Dinner, 
on the 22d of July, 1376, and was buried in the Church of the Carthuſſans there, 
whence being remov'd three Years after, as himſelf had appointed, his Bones were 
brought here, and buried. Of his Benefactions, and the Chauntry he founded, 
we have before ſpoken. The Epitaph round his Tomb on a Braſs Ledge, is now 
in a great meaſure torn away; but when entire, was thus ; Hic jacet dominus Si- 
mon de Langham quondam Abbas hujus loci, Theſaurarius Angliæ electus London.

« dinal; afterwards Biſhop-Cardinal of Preneſte, and Nuncio from the Pope; and 
that he died on the Feaſt of St. Mary Magdalen, in the Year 1376, on whoſe 
Soul God have Mercy, and grant him the Joys of Heaven, for the Merits of his

Ix the midſt of this Chapel is a ſtately and curious Monument of Black and 
White Marble, on which are two Images in a Cumbent Poſture, repreſenting an 
antient Nobleman in his Robes, with his Lady. This Monument was erected to 
the Memory of Lionel Cranfield Earl of Middleſex, by his Relict the Lady Anne, 
as appears by the Inſcription here exhibited on the Plate, and thus tranſlated.

* LIONEL Lord CRANFIELD, Earl of Middleſex, who by 
that diſcerning Prince King James I. being call'd to attend the Court, was for 
his excellent Parts and Wit, bountifully rewarded both with Honours and Pro- 
* fit; Maſter of the Requeſts, Wardrobe, Preſident of the Court of Wards, 
and Privy-Counſellor. The new and illuftrious, as well as difficult Province 
of Lord-Treaſurer of England he fill d; which Service, how indefatigably he 
underwent, his Titles of Knight, Baron Cranfield, and laſtly, Earl of Middle- 
ſex, with various other Honours, abundantly teſtify. From hence Envy ſwel- 
ling, all irs Efforts were made to raiſe Storms againſt him. Whilſt he 
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briskly ſtanding on his Guard, encourag'd by his Aſſurance of Innocence; was 
ſhamefully toſs'd about; and barely eſcaping Shipwreck, in a 1 Win 
ter caſt Anchor; and ſpent and finiſh'd his Life in a retird Leiſure; here 
lying conceal'd, being whilſt weary'd out firſt, and waſted afterwards, this 
Pilot was rous'd up to undertake a ſafer Voyage; and made the Port of Hea- 


ven. He died the 6th of Auguſt, Anno Dom. 1645, about ſeventy Years of 
Age. 
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« HE had two Wives, both which brought him Iſſue. Elizabeth, the firſt; 
bare him Daughters, Elizabeth now Counteſs of Mulgrave, Martha Counteſs 
of Monmouth, and Mary who died before Marriage. His other Wite ſurviving, 
Anne now Counteſs of Middleſex, and who, when God ſhall pleaſe, is to be buried 
in this Tomb, on which is plac'd her Effigies, bare him James Heir to the Ho- 
nour, and Earl of Middleſex, Lionel and Edward, now living; and of the, 


other Sex Frances Lady Buckhurſt, and Suſanna, who died an Infant the 2 5th 
of June, 1647. 
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NEAR Simon de Lang ham's Tomb, and on the backſide of Mr. Dryden Monument, 
is one rais'd about a Foot and a half from the Ground, on which is engray'd 
on a Braſs Plate, the Image of an antient Man, in a Doctor's Habit, and four 
Eſcutcheons, of which one is torn from it. This was ereCted to the Memory of 
Dr. William Bill, round which is an Inſcription upon a Braſs Ledge, as follows:

On the Eaſt-Side of this Chapel, in that very Place where once ſtood the Al- 
tar of St. Benedict, is erected a ſtately Monument of various Kinds of Marble, on 
which, in a cumbent Poſture, is the Statue of aLady in her Robes, her Feet ſup- 
ported by a Lion, as here exhibited. This Monument was erected to the Me- 
mory of the Lady Frances Counteſs of Hertford, upon which are the following

Ox the South-Side of this Chapel is a Monument affixd to the Wall, where- 
on is repreſented an antient Clergyman kneeling. This was ereCted to Dr. Ga- 
briel Goodman Dean of Weſtminſter, which Monument is here repreſented, with 
the Inſcription z informing us, that he was the fifth Dean of this Church, 
which he govern'd with great Applauſe for the Term of forty Years; that he 
founded an Hoſpital at Ruthin in Denbighſhire, where he was born, and endow'd 
a School there (viz. in the Year 1595 ;) a Man of regular and devout Life, and 
belov'd of all good Men. He ſet out for his heavenly Country on the 17th Day 
of June, A. D. 1601. aged ſeventy Years. He was a great Friend to Mr. Camden, 
who calls him Patron of his Studies, and made him ene Mafter of Weſtminſter- 
School. He likewiſe defray'd Mr. Camden in ſome of his Journeys after An-

K4TUERINE, youngeſt Daughter to the before- mentioned Prince, who was 
born Anno 1253, at London, on the 25th of November, being St. Katherine's Day, 
whence {ſhe had her Name given her by Boniface Archbiſhop of Canterbury, her 
great Uncle, who ſtood her Godfather. She died before the 5th Year of her Age, 
and was here buried. Over this Tomb is ſomething which ſeems to have been a 
Piece of Church-PerſpeCtive, but ſcratch'd, and almoſt entirely defac'd. And there 
is no doubt but the Tomb it {elf was formerly a rich and curious Piece of Work; 
for it appears by the Records in the Tower, that at the time of his Daughter 
Katherine s Death, wiz.

ELE4NOR, ſixteenth Child of the aforeſaid King, and his only Daughter by 
Queen Margaret, his ſecond Wife, who died an Infant. Mr. Styype ſays, that 
of the Children of Henry III. and Edward I. there were ten; yet he enume- 
rates but ſeven; and I am inclin'd to think there were no more : To make up 
which, we may add Berenger his 4th, or Alice his th Daughter, who both died Infants. 
He tells us likewiſe, they were buried in St. Thomas's Chapel ; but where that was, I 
know not. An Altar I find he had indeed, as before-mentioned ; but theſe Children 
were then, as I take it, buried in ſeveral Places on this ſide the Area, which la 
open to St. Edward's Shrine, before they erected the Tombs in his Chapel. And 
firſt, I find Richard, third Son of Henry III. ſaid to be buried on the South-Side Brooke. 
the Choir; and Alphonſus, beftore-mentioned, Son of Edward I. buried on the South- 
Side of St. Edward's Shrine, amongſt his Brothers; for which Reaſon a particular 
Place for the Children of Edward I. cannot eaſily be aflign'd : But that this Tomb 
belongs to the former, there is no room to doubt. And I am apt to think the 
Painting on the Back of the Tomb under the Arch, (which is two Boys and 
two Girls kneeling, and fronting each other,) was added by Edward I. to ſignif 
his Children, as the Tomb and Statue, before-mention'd, was erected by Henry III. 
for his; and then one of thoſe Girls I have added, will anſwer to it. 
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LEAVIN G the Chapel of St. Benedict, the next to it in the Area is that of 
St. EDMOND: At entering which, on the Left-hand fide of the Door, is an 
antient Monument of White Stone, with Gothick Spires, on which is the Image 
of an arm'd Knight of White Alabaſter, as here delineated, erected to the Me- 
mory of John of Eltham. The Head of the Statue is encompaſs'd with a Coronet 
of greater and leſſer Leaves, and is the firſt of that kind known, they uſually being sand.

In the Year 1328, 

the ſecond of the Reign of Edward III. his Brother, he was in a Parliament held 

at Salisbury, created Earl of Cornwall, The Year following was Cuſtos of the 
Kingdom, and King's Lieutenant, while he went beyond Seas. In the Year 1 
Propoſals of Marriage were made between him, and Joan Daughter of Ralph Earl 

of Eu; in the following Year with Mary Daughter of the Count of Blois: Nei- 

ther of which being concluded, a third was mov'd for Mary Daughter of Fer- 
dinand King of Spain; for which an Agreement was drawn up, but he liv'd not to 


Aa conſummate 
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conſummate it : For the Month following being in Scotland at St. John's Town, he 
died in October 13 3 4, at his nineteenth Year of Age. From whence being brought 
up, he was ſolemnly interr'd in this Abbey, in St. Edmond's Chapel, on the South. 
Side of the Choir; which Funeral was ſo ſtately and magnificent, that the Prior 
and Convent of this Church demanded one hundred Pounds, (a vaſt Sum in thoſe 
Days,) for Horſe and Armour ofter'd there upon the Day of his Burial. 


Nor far from this Monument, is a {mall one rais'd about two Foot from the 
Floor, on which are two 1mall Images, as here expreſsd, ſaid by ſome of the 
Writers of this Church to be Children of Edward II. but by Miſtake for EA 

Stow Chron. ward III. in the Dreſs of which Time they appear, the Girl having a horn'd 
Head-dreſs, like the Statue of her Mother Queen Philippa ; (Of which frightful 
Dreſs, Stow tells us, great Complaint was made ;) and the ſhort Doublet of the 
Boy, (an Indecency of Dreſs then common,) which Chaucer's Parſon complains 
of, The Names of the Children were as follows, viz. 

Wittiin of Windſor, ſo call'd from the Place of his Birth, fixth Son of Ed. 
ward III. died a Youth, being no otherwiſe mention'd in Hiſtory, than that he 
was buried in a little Tomb of Free-Stone in Sr. Edmond's Chapel in Heft.

walſngham, THE other Blanch de la Tour, ſo call'd from being born in the Tower of Lon- 

b. 18. 2-62 n, and the Name of her Brother's Wife, the Dutcheſs of Lancaſter. She died 
alſo an Infant Ann. 1340. There was a Fillet of Braſs round this Tomb with 
an Epitaph upon it, but now torn away. The Statues of theſe Children were 
in like Form plac'd in Niches among others on the North-Side of their Father's 
Tomb in this Church; the Niches where, and the Arms under them, ſtill re- 
maining. 


NEAR this Tomb is another rais'd from the Floor about three Foot high, on 

which is the Effigy of a Lady in Robes, repreſenting the Dutcheſs of Suffolk, as 

8 — here exhibited. This Lady was Daughter of Charles Brandon, the fine and gay 
buen Duke of Suffolk, by Mary the French Queen, Daughter to Henry VII. who is faid 
to fall in Love, ſeeing him at a Tournment; and after the Death of Lewis XII. 

which was in three Months time from their Marriage, came over into England, 

and wedded him. This their Daughter Frances was twice married: Firſt to Henry 

Grey Marquiſs of Dorſet, afterwards created Duke of Suffolk, who was beheaded 


on Tower-Hill the 23d of February 1554, in the firſt Year of Queen Mary's 


Reign: By him ſhe had the Lady Fane Grey, proclaimed Queen of England; 
but with her Husband the Lord Gilford Dudley, and both their Fathers, 7. e. 
the Dukes of Northumberland and Suffolk, beheaded. Her ſecond Daughter Ka 
therine was married to the Lord Herbert, Son to the Earl of Pembroke, and after- 
wards to Edward Earl of Hertford. This Lady Frances, after the Execution of 
her Husband and Daughter, was proſecuted by ſome of the Miniſtry for having 
been a very great Efpouſer of the Reformation in Edward VI's Time, even to a 
Fault, and for dreſſing a Cat in a Rochet, and ridiculing in that manner the Or- 
der of Fpiſcopacy : But the moſt dangerous Cauſe of Reſentment ſhe had given, 


was to Dr. Gardiner Biſhop of Wincheſter, who being in Diſgrace, and confin'd 


in the Tower in Edward VI's Time, as the Dutcheſs went by, pull'd off his Cap, 
and made her a low Bow from his Window: At which ſhe, in a ſcornful manner, 
looking at him, told him, It was well for the Lambs, now the Wolves were ſhut up. 
This Indignity he remember'd ; and ſhe, fearful of the Danger, fled. During 
which Diſgrace the married one Adrian Stokes, or Stock, a Country-Gentleman, 
and was reduc'd (ſays Mr. Fox, who tells a lamentable Tale of her) to that de- 
gree as to lie all Night in a Church-Porch. She liv'd private till Queen Elizabeth

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came to the Crown, and then grew a Favourite with her. The Time of her 
Death is not on her Tomb; but it ſhould appear by a Warrant to the Heralds,

out of the great Love and Regard ſhe had to this Lady, and for that ſhe was li- 
neally deſcended from Henry VII. gives Orders to Sir Gilbert Dethick Knight, 
Garter, and one Harvey Clarenceaux, to allow of, and enter in their Books, that 
this Lady and her Poſterity ſhould bear an Augmentation of the Arms of England, 
viz. with a Border Goubony, Gold and Azure; and orders them at this her 
Funeral, to place it with her Anceſtor's Arms in Banners, Bannerolls, Lozenges 
and Scutcheons, Wc. Theſe Arms are accordingly quarter'd on the Monument 
which was erected to her by her Husband Adrian Stokes. 


Nor far from this 18 a curious Monument of White-Marble, as exhibited in 
this Place, N' 10. repreſenting a Youth arm'd, fitting on a Greek Altar. This was 
erected to Francis Holles Son of the Earl of Clare, as appears by the following 
Inſcription.

Ix this Chapel, not far from the aforeſaid Statue, and within the Rail of the 
Lord Ruſſel's Tomb, is a curious Monument made after the manner of an ancient 
Altar, on which is a Figure of white Alabaſter, ſitting on a Chair of the ſame, as 
here exhibited. This Monument was erected to the Memory of Elizabeth Ruſſel, 
(Daughter of the Lord Ruſſel,) by her ſurviving Siſter Anne, married to the loyal 
Marquis of Worceſter. The common Tradition of this Church is, that this Lady 
died with a Prick of her Finger, which is heard with much Concern by the ig- 
norant Spectators. The ſame I have heard of Monuments reſembling this 
in other Churches. This Story (which I do poſitively reject) 'tis likely had its 
Riſe from the Poſture in which ſhe is plac'd; which is, with her Finger pointing 
downwards to a Death's Head under her Right Foot, upon which ſhe has been con- 
templating till ſhe is fallen aſleep. Which, as it was no doubt the curious Deſign 
of that ingenious Family, Sir Anthony Cook's, ſo it ſignifies, That before her Death 
the made Death itſelf ſo familiar to her, that her Departure, regular and com- 
3-2, might properly be called a Sleep; to which the Motto under her Feet al- 
udes:

NAR this, affixed to the Wall, is a Monument erected to the Memory of 
the Lady Jane Seymour, as explained N? 1 2, the uppermoſt in the adjoining Plate, 
which appears by the Engliſh Epitaph, engrav'd there. There is printed by ſome, 
who are ſaid to have copied theſe Inſcriptions, a Latin Copy of Verſes as upon 
this Tomb; but ſuch there neither is, nor ever was. 


NAR this is likewiſe another Monument affix d to the Wall, as here engrav'd, 
being the lowermoſt in the adjoining Plate, erected to the Lady Knolles, firſt 
Coulin to Queen Elizabeth, Niece to Anne Bullen, Grandaughter to the Earl 
of Wiltſhire, and Siſter to the Lord Hunſdon, of whom hereafter. This Lady 
was Wife to Francis Knolles, by whom ſhe had a Daughter, Leticia, married to 
Walter Devereaux Earl of Eſſex, by whom ſhe had that great Favourite Earl of 
Eſſex. The Latin Verſes on the Ledge of the Tomb, are as follows:

The Poet tells him, that as he lov'd her living, ſo he was well aſſur'd he could 
not forget her dead, c. 


NEexrT to this is a very ſtately Monument of various colour'd Marble and Ala- 
baſter, painted and gilt, erected to the Memory of John Lord Ruſſel, Son and 
Heir to Francis Farl of Bedford, and his Son Francis an Infant. This John Lord 
Ruſſel died before his Father, wiz, in the Year 1584. He married with Elizabeth 
Daughter of Sir Anthony Cook Kt. of Giddy-Hall near Rumford in Eſſex, by whom 
he had this Francis, who died an Infant in the Year 1584, and two Daughters, 
Anne before mentioned, and Elizabeth married to the Marquis of Worceſter. This 
Lady Elizabeth his Wife was eſteem'd a Woman of the beſt Learning in that Age, as 
were likewiſe her two Siſters, the Lady Burleigh and another, all of them admi- 
rably vers'd in the Latin and Greek Languages, and excellent Poets. Some of 
their Verſes Dr. Fuller. has given us; but we need not go farther for a Specimen 
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than this Tomb, of which the Inſcriptions, wiz, three Latin, one in Greek, 
And another in Engliſh, are the Compoſitions of the former, and which I thought 
the Room not ill employ'd, nor my Labour to tranſlate them. This Lady Eliza- 
beth was married firſt to Sir Thomas Hobby, by whom ſhe had a Son, who has like- 
wile beſtow'd the laſt Epitaph on his Father- in-Law.

FrRonTING your Entrance into this Chapel, and plac'd in the Wall under 
the Window, is an antient Monument repreſenting a Knight in a cumbent Poſture, 
and arm'd as here expreſsd: This was erected for one Sir Bernard Brocas, who 


was Chamberlain to Anne Queen of Richard II. as appears by an Inſcription 
round the Verge of the Tomb. 


Hic jacet Bernardus Brocas Miles J. T. quondam Cam. 
Annæ Regine Angliæ: citjus anime propitietur Deus. Amen. 


Tuis Sir Bernard Brocas was a faithful Adherer to his depos'd Maſter Richard II. 
which coſt him his Life; for being concern'd in the Conſpiracy with the Lord ohn 
Holland, and others, at Reading in Berk/hire, he took Arms with them; and by the Co- 
lour of one Maudeline a Counterfeit-King, ſought to raiſe Forces. He was with others 
taken by the People of Reading, and confin'd in the Abbey there. Whereupon 
they attempted an Eſcape, by firing ſeveral Houſes in the Town: But this, on 
the contrary, ſo enrag'd them, that they drew out, and executed ſeveral of 
them inſtantly, But this Sir Bernard was reſerv'd for a more publick Execution; 


for being brought to London, he was beheaded in January, Anno Dom. 1399, and 
here buried. 


Ar the Entrance of this Chapel, on the right Hand, is an antient Monument 
of Grey-Marble, on which is plac'd a Cheſt of Wainſcot, whereon lies an armed 
Knight with a deep Shield on his Arm. The Statue is cover d with gilt Copper, 
and had a Fillet of the fame round the Head ſet with Stones, now pick'd our,

but the Sockets remaining; and the Shield, as well as the Surcoat, is enamell'4 
with {mall Eſcutcheons. The Statue is Wood, and the Copper from one of the 
Feet taken away, and that cut and abus'd. The Cheſt, as well as Figure, was for. 
merly plated with Copper, but now there is but a {mall Shew of it at the Edge; 
and round it 30 ſmall Images, viz. 12 on each fide, and 3 at each end, under it. 
tle Niches of Braſs, and at their Feet Eſcutcheons; but theſe are now almoſt gone, 
with ſeveral of the Nitches, as is likewiſe the ancient Inſcription. This Tomb 
which is here exhibited was erected to William de Valence Earl of Pembroke. He was 
Son of the Earl of March by Iſabel Widow to King John; and being half Brother 
to Henry III. was a chief Favourite with that Prince, and had committed to him 
the chief Management of all Affairs. Cui rex totius confilii ſui habenas commiſerat, 
ſays Matthew Pars, In the Year 1237 this Valence finding himſelf hateful to the 
Barons, left England, and his Lands and Wealth, which by the King's Bounty was 
very great, he committed to one Aaron a Jew at York, as a Pawn for 90 Marks 
of new Sterling; and being thus loaded with Gold, Royal Furniture, Horſes, 
Mares, Oc. he ſet out for Dover, attended by the King and ſeveral Courtiers, 
His Wealth he diſtributed abroad, and returned empty. About the Year 1239 
the King made Intereſt to get him the Biſhoprick of Wincheſter, afterwards that 
of Norwich; but being a Man of Blood, the Monks refuſed him. He was no 
ſmall Actor againſt Simon de Mountfort, and the diſaffected Barons. This Valence 
in the Year 1258, upon ſome Agreement between the King and Barons, was ba- 
niſh'd, with his three Brothers, Gaufride, Guydon, and Aymer, with other Stran- 
gers. After ſome time he was recall'd. Laſtly, ſetting out with Edmund Earl 
of Lancaſter, his Nephew, to Gaſcoign, he, after performing many notable Exploits, 
was flain at Bayon by the French, as ſays the Epitaph, in 1304. This, according to 
Harding, was Anno 1296, on the fifth day of June. (However, the Epitaph ſays it 
was in May) by means of an Ambuſhment, which came unawares upon them from 
an adjoining Wood. His Body was brought over to England, and honourably bu- 
ried in this Church, with this Inſcription, ſometime remaining in Saxon Charac- 
ters, but now torn from it.

Fox the Prayers of all devout People offered up for the Soul of this Valence at 
his Tomb, was granted Indulgence for the Term of 100 Days. Before I leave 
this Tomb, take an Account from Matthew Paris of a great Inſtance of his ar- 
bitrary Power and Oppreſſion in England. This Valence had for his Seat Hertford: 
Caſtle, from whence coming to Town, he forcibly entred the Park of the Biſhop 
of Ely, which was near his Mannor of Haethfel, now Hatfield, and hunted on

without the Biſhop's Leave. After being tir'd with his Sport, he went to the 
riſhov's Houle, where being thirſty, and finding no Drink but Ale, he broke open 
che Loors, which were very ſtrong and bard, making great Noiſe and Tumult, 
ard raging molt horribly, {wearing, and curling the Ale, and thoſe who brew'd 
it; he order'd the Spigots to be pull'd out of the Pipes of Wine, conſuming great

Quantities of the Liquor; and having drank his fill, diſtributed it to his Atten- Marr. Paris. 


dants, and gave 1t about as tho' it were Water, or Small-Beer, and beat a Servant 
of the Biſhop's. After they had all got drunk, they never put in the Taps, but 
went away laughing at their Miſchief. 


ANoTHRR Inſtance he gives of his T 3 and of thoſe under him: Mart. Paris. 
For at London a certain Eſquire of his drew his Knife, and ſwore to wet it 


in the Blood of the Citizens, wounded ſome of them without any Caule, 
and back'd Eis Actions with Threats and Abuſes. Upon which the Citi- 
zens ſwarming around him in Heaps, and little heeding his Power, Jalentiam, 
(here Matthew puns upon his Maſter's Name,) flew him with Stones, Oc. 


as he was dying, being carried into a neighbouring Houle, he uttered theſe 


Words ; For God's ſake, let not this my Death be charg'd upon any but my ſelf, and 
my own Folly; for we, relying upon our Maſter's Power, have baſely oppreſs'd and 
trampled upon, without any difference, both the Guilty and Innocent; and fo dy'd. 
When his Maſter heard this, he made heavy Complaint to the King, and to affect 
him the more, had the dead Corps brought before him. Upon which the Mayor and 
Commonalty were ſent for; who related the Provocation, and dying Confeſſion 
of the Man. At hearing whereof, the King made anſwer, Let him have his De- 
ſerts, a Villain! However, this Valence bore great Revenge to the Citizens, which 
he not long after put in Execution. 


Nexr adjoining to the Weſt-ſide of Brocass Tomb, is a lofry Monument erected 
to Sir Richard Peckſall Knight, Maſter of the Buckhounds to Queen Elizabeth ; 
which Monument is here exhibited. The Inſcription on it is as follows:

Here reſts, expecting the glorious Reſurrection of Chrilt, Richard Peckſall Kr. 
excellent in his Religion and Probity; he married firſt Alianor, Daughter of 
William Pawlet Marquis of Wincheſter, and | ord-Treaſurer of England, who bare 
him four Daughters. His ſecond Wife was Alianor Daughter of John Cotgrave, 
and after his Death married to Sir John Savage Kt. of the County of Cheſter ; 
who out of a reſpectful Regard towards her dear Huſband, and in perpetual 
Memory of their Marriage-Faith, hath, at her Charge, freely and willingly 
erected this Monument. : 
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Ox the Baſis of the Pillars adorning the Monument are Latin Verſes; which 
ſee engrav'd, and are tranſlated as follows : 


Death can't disjoin whom Chriſt hath join'd in Love. 
Life leads to Death, and Death to Life above.

Ox the right Hand- ſide of this Chapel, between this and Valence, is a ſtately and 
magnificent Monument, inclos'd with a Grate, but great Part of it ſtolen, ereQed 
to the Lord TALBOT Earl of SHREWSBURY, and his Lady, whoſe Effigieʒ 
in their Robes, painted and gilt, lie on a Black Marble Table, ſupported by a pe- 
deſtal of Alabaſter. The whole Monument is compos'd of various colour'd Mar. 
bles, and curious Carving; which fee exhibited, with its Epitaph, which gives 
Account of them, and in Engliſh is thus : 


Sacred to the Memory 
Of EDWARD of the Noble Family of the TALBOTS, 
The eighth Earl of Shrewsbury, Weſtford, and Waterford, 

Lord Talbot, Earl of Badenbagh, Valence, Montcheney, Strange de Blackmere, 
Gifford de Brimesfield, Clifford de Corſham, Furnival, Verdon, and Lovetoft.

Of which that the may be a ſharer, is the Deſire of 
His afflicted Wife, Jane Cuthbert, eldeſt Daughter of the Baron Ogle, 
Who being drown'd in Tears, hath, out of pious Regard, erected this Monument. 
He died the 8th of February 1617, 
In the 57th Year of his Age.

Tuts Lady, who was the greateſt Heireſs in England, and by whom the afore- 
ſaid Titles came to her Huſband, had the Misfortune to have him taken 
from her at Pleſhy, a pleaſant Seat in Eſſex, where his Nephew Richard II. call'd 
to viſit; and in Duty he thought to wait on him, in the Evening, part of the 
Way to Town: But was hurried away at Stratford by Perſons plac'd for that 
Purpoſe; thence carried to Calais, and ſtifled between Feather-Beds. After this 
melancholy Accident, ſhe ſpent the Remainder of her Widow-hood in the Nun- 
nery at Barking in Eſſex, which was two Vears; and making her Will on the 6th 


Day of Auguſt, in the Year 1399, died the zd Day of October following; and 
Leing brought from Barking, was here buried. 


Ab joixixò to this Tomb, nor much differing in Height, is a Table-Monu- 
ment of White-Marble, a little vein'd with Blue, erected to the Memory of 
Mary Counteſs of Stafford, married to Sir William Howard Kt. of the Bath, 
who was firſt created Baron, and then Viſcount Stafford; and being, in the Year 
1578, one of the Lords ſent to the Tower for High-Trealon, he was condemned 
and beheaded on Tower-Hill the 2 9th of Decemb. 1680. She was, after his Death, 
by Patent created a Counteſs. On her Tomb is this Inſcription :

He was upon the Reſtauration of 
King Charles II. made Dean of Ely, and afterwards (as before-mention'd) Biſhop 
of Cheſter. He was a Man of extraordinary Learning and Character.

Nan the Dutcheſs of Glouceſters Monument is another, a Flat Stone on the 
Pavement, on which, engraven in a Plate of Braſs, is the Effigy of an Arch- 4 
Codyin de biſhop in his Maſs-Habit, as here exhibited. This is plac'd over Robert de Walby, s | 
an Auguſtin Monk, who, when young, attended Edward the Black Prince into 1 
France, Where he proſecuted his Studies for many Years, and grew an excellent 
Proficient in Languages, Natural and Moral Philoſophy, Phyſick, and the Can- 
non-Law, an eloquent Man, and an admirable Preacher. For which Qualities, 
and his profound Knowledge in Divinity, he was made Chairman, or Divinity- | 
Profeſſor, at the Univerſity of Thoulouſe. He was a great Favourite of Prince 
2 | Ed mara, 
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Edward, and of his Son Richard II. who made him Biſhop of Man. From thence 
h © was remov'd to the Archbiſhoprick of Dublin in Ireland; thence to Chicheſter ; 
and laſtly, made Archbiſhop of York In which See, before he had ſat three 
Years, he quitted it, together with this World, on the 2 gth of May, 1397; as 
appears by the following Inſcription round the Ledge of his Tomb, now partly 
torn away, but ſupply'd by a Manuſcript-Copy Mr. Weaverſaw in the Cot- run.

Ox the Weſt-Side of this Chapel is another Grave-Stone of Black-Marble, over 
the Lord Herbert; on which, under his Arms, is this Epitaph: 


« EDWARD Lord HERBERT, Baron of Cherbury in England, and Caſtle- 
* Iſlands in Ireland, dy'd on the gth of December 1678, in the 46th Year of his 
„Age, and lies buried under this Stone. 


Ix this Chapel, but without any Inſcription, lies buried Dr. Nicholas Mont, 
Lord Biſhop of Hereford. He was third Son of Sir Thomas Monk, of Pvtheridge, 
in the County of Devon, Knight, deſcended from Edward IV. and Brother 
to the great Reſtorer of King Charles II. and was no {mall Aſſiſtant in that happy 
Deſign. This Gentleman was educated at Wadham-College, where he was enter d 
at his 17th Year, viz. Anno 1626; and having gradually riſen there, enter'd 
into Holy Orders. After the Grand Rebellion broke out, he was a Sufferer with 
other valuable Loyaliſts ; but in ſome time Sir John Greenville, his Kinſman, 
who was afterwards Earl of Bath, gain d ſome Preferment for him. In the Year 
1559, he began by Letters to influence his Brother General Monk, then in 
Scotland, to attempt the Reſtauration of the King, and went himſelf thither in 
Perſon. In the Year 1660, he was made Preſident of Eaton-College, and ſoon after, 
by King Charles's Letters to the Univerſity, created Doctor in Divinity. In which 
Letters his Majeſty was pleas'd to give him this Character; That he was well aſſur d 
of his particular and eminent Sufferings and Service for himſelf, and the Church, during 
the late Deſtrufions, &c. Afterwards nominated to the See of Hereford, to which he 
was conſecrated in this Abbey-Church on the 6th (Sandiford ſays the 13th) Day of 
January, by the Archbiſhop of York, Biſhops of Durham, Chicheſter, Lincoln, and 
Peterborough. But this valuable Prelate liv'd not a Year to ſerve in this eminent 
Station, and from whence, doubtleſs, he would have riſen tothe higheſt in the Church; 
for on the 5th Day of December (Sandford ſays the 11th) 1666, he died at his 
Lodgings in the Old. Palace- Tard in Weſtminſter, and on the 2oth was buried in this 
Chapel of St. Edmond, his Brother the Duke of Albemarle being chiet Mourner,

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and the Sermon was preach'd by the Lord Biſhop of Glouceſter. He left tw, 
Daughters, the ſecond of which, Elizabeth, was married to Curwen Rawlinſon of 
Cark-Hall in Cartmale in I ancaſhire, and Member of Parliament for Lancaſter, by 
whom ſhe had two Sons, Monk Rawlinſon, who died at Cark-Hall, aged 21 Year, 
and Chriſtopher Rawlinſon, now living, who has rather added, than deriv'd Ho. 
nours from his Family, by being a fine Judge, and generous Encourager of 
Learning, and obliging the World that way, particularly by publiſhing Boetius 4, 


Conſolatione in Saxon; which he printed at his own Charge, while Gentleman. 
Commoner of Queen College, Oxford. 


LEAVING this Chapel, brings us to the Chapel of St. NICHOLAS. Soon 
after entering this Chapel, you ſee on the Left-hand a Monument of cur. 
ous poliſh'd Black-Marble, rais'd from the Ground, round which are Cherubims 
Heads of Alabaſter, and on a Scrole of the ſame an Inſcription, informing, That 


under it lies the Lady Jane Clifford, The Monument and Inſcription at length, 
ſee here repreſented, N' 21.

ApJoINING to the Left-hand fide of the Door is a Monument of Alabaſter, 
curiouſly carv'd and gilt, at the Corners of which. were four {mall Pillars of 
Black-Marble, (of which one is broke away,) ſupporting a fine poliſh'd Table of 
Lydian. This Monument was ereCted to the Memory of the Lady Cecil, Daugh- 
ter of the Lord Cobham, Lady of the Bed-Chamber to Queen Elizabeth, and mar- 
ried to Sir Robert Cecil Kt. Son of William Lord Burleigh, Treaſurer of England, 
the laſt of Auguſt, in the Year 1589. She died in Childbed two Years after, in 
the Year of our Lord 1591. The Monument, with the Inſcriptions, ſee here 


the Latin It is a Dialogue between the deceas'd and her Huſband, expreſling 
the mutual Value they had for each other. 


Nzar this Monument, and adjoining to the Eaſt-Wall of the Chapel, is a 
ſtately Monument of various colour'd Marble, erected to the Memory of Anne 


Dutcheſs of Somerſet, Wife to Edward Duke of Somerſet, Father to Queen Jane 


Seymour, and Uncle to King Edward VI. and Protector of England. This Duke 
was beheaded for Felony in the Reign of his Nephew. Of this Lady, fee 


more in the following Inſcription, which, with the Tranſlation thereof, are en- 
grav'd on the Monument, Ne 23.

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UNDERNEATH this Monument, affix'd to the Wall, is an antient Monument 
of Grey-Marble, having {mall Pillars and Arches wrought on the Side, but with. 
out either Plates, or Inſcription. This was plac'd over Nicholas Baron Carew 
and the Lady Margaret his Wite, who died within a Week of each other. Theſ: 
Carews were an antient Family of Carew-Caſile in Pembrokeſhire. The Son of this 
Lord Dinham, as I take it, was beheaded in the Time of Henry VIII. for the Con- 
{piracy about ſetting up Cardinal Pole, and was buried in Aldgate in the fame 
Vault with Thomas Lord Darcy, beheaded in the ſame Reign. This Lady Mar. 
garet was Daughter of John Lord Dinham. Which three Families had been long 
united in their Intereſt: For in the Year 1469, Sir Robert Darcy, Father of 
the aforeſaid Lord Darcy, choſe the Lord Dinham, Brother to this Lady, Overſeer 
of his Will. The Inſcription on this Monument is as follows:

Taz Inſcription being too long to be engrav'd on the Plate, and taking up 
{ much Space, the Reader will excuſe me, if (to allow Room for Matters of 
more Conſequence, and to avoid breaking the Order of the Plates diſtance, ) in- 
ſtead of tranſlating it, I only give, in a few Words, the Subſtance of it. It is 
made as if the Image of Burleigh itſelf explains the Monument, and tells the 
Spectator, That if he would know who that venerable grey-headed old Man is, 
kneeling, and rob'd with the Enfigns of the Garter, and who thoſe two Women 
are, enrob d, and who thoſe are kneeling at their Heads and Feet, he {hall know 
by the Inſcriptions. | 

Tux firſt (ſays he) is, alas! my long-lov'd Wife Mildred, and the other my 
lov'd Daughter Anne: Mildred was married in 1546, liv'd with me forty 
three Years, and was Sharer in all my good and bad Fortune in the Reigns of 
Henry VIII. Edward VI. Mary, and Elizabeth now reigning. She brought me 
many Children, of which only three liv'd to Years, i. e. two Daughters, Anne, 
and Elizabeth, and one Son, Robert. Anne was married to Edward Earl of Ox- 
ford, Lord-Chamberlain, and bore him, among other Children dying young, the three 
at the Head of their Mother ; the firſt Elizabeth, the ſecond Bridget, the third 
Su/anna. My Daughter Anne, after an excellent Conduct of Life, dy'd, and 
was by me and my Wife here buried. The Mother ſoon after follow'd, who 
was well vers d in the ſacred Writers, and thoſe chiefly of the Greets; as Bafil 
the Great, Chryſoſtome, Gregory, Naxianzen, Ic. She was a Benefactor to ſeve- 
ral Colleges in both Univerſities. She gave a Scholarſhip in St. John's College in 
Oxford, and took particular Care at her Death of the Poor of Rumford, where 


them, to be diſtributed every firſt Sunday in the Month for ever, to Widows and 
Orphans at Cheſthunt, frequenting the Church; and in both Places left Money to ba | 
poor Tradeſmen to be given every other Year. She died the 4th of April, 1589, 
aged 63, in Burleigh-Houſe at Weſtminſler. 

Anne, Counteſs of Oxford, was born the 5th of Decemb. 1556, married at Fif- 
teen to Edward Vere Earl of Oxford, by whom the had many Children, but left on- 


Ay three Daughters. She died of a Fever the 5th of June 1588, in the Palace of 
Greenwich, &c. 


AcainsT the Weſt-Wall of this Chapel is erected another very lofty Monu- 
ment of various-colour'd Marble, adorn'd with Gold, enclos'd with a Grate, erect- 
ed to the Memory of the Lady Winifred, firſt Wife to Sir Richard Sackville Kt. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and afterwards to Fohn Paulet Marquis of Wins 
cheſter. She ſurviv'd her Lord, and died a Widow in the Year 1586.

AcaixsT the South-Wall of this Chapel is an antient Monument of Free, -

Ix the midſt of the Floor of this Chapel i is a rais'd Tomb of the fineſt black 
and white Marble, curiouſly poliſh'd, on which is the Effigies of a Knight arm' 
with a Helmet, and by him a Lady in her Robes. This Monument was ereded 
to the 8 of Sir George Villars Knight, of Brokesby in the County of Leice- 
ſter, whole Son, Mr. George Villars, was that Duke of Buckingham, the Fx 
vourite of King James, and ſtabb'd at Portſmouth, of whom hereafter. His L- 
dy was Mary Beaumont, {aid on the Monument to be immediately deſcended from 
hive of the molt powerful Princes in Europe, created by King James (at her Son 
Requeſt) Counteſs of Buckingham. This is that Sir George Villars, of whom theLord 
Clar oth relates a Story, X he appear'd after Death to an antient Servant of his, g. 
ving him a Charge to his Son; of which ſee the Particulars in that Hiſtory. The 
Monument, together with the LITER, {ee here exhibited. NO, 7 


Ox the Well-Side of this Chapel is a Monument ſeemingly very antient, by 
the white Spongy Stone whereof it is made, on which is the Image of a Lady 
veil'd, and leaning on her Left-Arm. The Monument hath no Inſcription, but, 
as appears by the Arms and the Herald's Regiſter, was erected to the Lady El- 
aabeth, commonly called the Lady Roſs, who was Daughter of Edward Earl of 
Rutland, by Iſabella Daughter of Sir Thomas Holcroft, of the Vale-Royal in the 
County Palatine of Cheſter, who was buried at Stepney in Middleſex. This Lady 
Flic belli their only Child, married with Willianz Cecil Knight of the Garter Lord 
Bu leigh, and Earl of Exeter. She dy'd in the Houle of her Grandfather Sir Th 
mas Holcroft in Tower-Street, London, on the 1 1thof April 1591, Ann. 33 Elizabeth, 
and was buried here the 15grh of May following, leaving by my Lord Burleigh ore 
Son, nam'd Milliam, one Year old, who at her funeral, after the Service in the 
Church, was proclaimed by the Title of Lord Roſs of Hamlake, Trusbut, and 
Belvoir. This William, in the Time of King James I. claim'd in Right of hi 
Mother the Baronies of Roſs and Hamlake, Trusbut , and Belvoir , againll 
Hraucis Mannors Earl of Rutland : Thereupon the King awarded, that 'the fail

uam Cecil ſhould be ſtiled Lord Roſs of Holderneſs ; and that the ſaid Francs; 
Earl of Rutland ſhould keep the Title of Lord Roſs of Hamlake, and take Place 


below him. This William dying at Naples without Iſſue, the Barony of Roſs re- 
rolved again to the Earls of Rutland. 


I x this Chapel, near the Tombs of the Lady Cecil and Lady Clifford, is a cu- 
nous Pyramid of black Marble, as exhibited in the foregoing Plate N' 30. This 
was erected over an Infant Child of Nicholas Bagnal of Angleſea, and at little more 


than the end of 2 Months overlaid, as appears by the Inſcription under the Plate. 


Ox the South-eaſt Corner of this Chapel is a neat Pedeſtal of black Marble, 
raiſed on a Stone Balls, and ſupporting a Pyramid of white Marble, as exhibiced the 
third in this Plate. On the top of the Pyramid is a Cup, in which was depoſited 
the Heart of Anna Sophia, Daughter of the French Ambaſſador, She died here in 


England 1605, as appears by the Inſcription engraved on the Plate with the Mo- 
nument. | 


AcaixsT the Welt Wall of this Chapel, and raiſed on high over the Lady 
Roſs's Tomb, is a curious Monument of vein'd polith'd Marble, erected to the 
Memory of that excellent and learned Prelate Dr. Thomas Sprat, Lord Biſhop of 
Rocheſter, and Dean of this Church, and his Son Mr. Thomas Sprat, Archdeacon of 
Rocheſter, with Inſcriptions, which ſee engrav'd on the Plate, and here attempt- 
ed in Engliſh, 


Here hes 


THOMAS SP RAT, D. D. 


Son of a Clergyman, born in the County of Dorſet, 
Fellow of Wadham-College in Oxford. 
Whilſt he was but a young Poet he publiſh'd ſeveral Specimens 
Of an extraordinary Genius and Learning; 
But ſoon leaving the Muſes, (however favourable to him) 
He reſign'd this Glory to his Cowley, 
And chole rather to purſue the Beauties of Proſe, 

In which Study, being equally exerciſed and delighted, 
He made the earlieſt Appearance amongſt thoſe 
Who undertook to poliſh the Engliſh Tongue. 

And transferr'd to his native Language 
All the Graces of the Greek and Roman Eloquence, 

For which being deſervedly eſteem'd by Men of the firſt Character, 
He was ſoon made known to George Duke of Buckingham,

He, both in his Writings and common Converſation, 
Expreſs'd that Politeneſs, 

Which evidently ſhew him converſant with Great Men, 
He carried it obligingly to all ; 

And yet ever preſerv'd that Diſtance 

Which he ſeem'd leaſt to arrogate to himſelt.

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In dangerous, as well as proſperous Times, 

He ſtood firm in his Integrity to the Church and Monarchy, 
And by that means kindled the Envy of wicked Men, 
Who by invented Crimes, 

Brought him in danger of his Head. 

But being happily deliver'd from theſe Troubles 
His Life afterwards flow'd on with an even Temperament, 
Neither burthenſome to himſelf nor his Friends, 

At length falling at once by full Ripeneſs of Age, 

He died with the ſame Calmneſs that he liv'd, 

May 20. 1713, in the 77th Year of his Age. 
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On the Pedeſtal. 


HEtne alſo Thomas Sprat A. M. Son of this moſt happy Prelate, ordered his 
Aſhes to be laid, near thoſe-of his Father's. 


He was Archdeacon of Rocheſter, 
And Prebendary 
Of the Churches of Rocheſter, Wincheſter and Weſtminſter ; 
Who from his earlieſt Youth learn'd to purſue 
All Parts of Learning and genteel Education; 
And emulating the Virtues of his excellent Father, 
Liv'd not, alas! to reach his Years. 
He died the 10th of May, Anno 1720, aged 41. 


FOHN FREIN D, M. D. 
Who had for him the utmoſt Reverence, 
That he nught here ſhew it, 
Hath conſecrated this Monument jointly to their Memories: 


ON the Right-hand as you enter the Door is an ancient Monument of Free- 
ſtone againſt the Wall, where is the Effigies of a Lady in Robes of an antient Form 
under a Canopy of Wood, formerly painted with a Sky, and Stars of Gold, and 
our Saviour's Paſhon. This Tomb, as here engrav'd, was erected over the Lady 
Philippa, ſecond Daughter and Co-heir to Fohn Lord Mohun of Dunſter, and mat: 
ried to Edward Plantaganet Duke of York, Earl of Cambridge, Rutland and bort 
Conſtable of England, and Knight of the Garter, by whom {ſhe had no Children,

« ;, e. Here lies Humfrey Stanley Kt. Eſquire of the Body to the moſt excellent 
« Prince Henry VII. King of England, who died the 1 2th of March, Anno Dom. 
« 1505, on whoſe Soul God have Mercy. Amen. 


Tuis Stanley was a Relation of the Lord Stanley, and was with him on the 
fide of Henry VII. at the Battel of Boſworth-Field, where for his ſignal Services 
that Day the King conferr'd the Honour of Knighthood on him, with ſeveral 
others. | 


NzAR the aforeſaid Tomb, and at the Feet of Sir George Villiers, was ſome- 
time buried two of the Children of the preſent Duke of Somerſet, but were late- 


ly, in the beginning of January, taken up, and depoſited all Night in the old Re- 
veſtry, and the next Day carried down to the Burial- place of his Grace's Family. 


NEAR theſe, at the South-weſt Angle of Villers's Tomb, was buried the Bo- 
dy of a Son of che Marquis of Hamilton, who died in the Year 1638. 


THERE is likewiſe an old Stone of Grey Marble, on part of which the Tomb 
of Villiers ſtands, which I am inclin'd to think might be laid over the Counteſs of 
Derby, who was buried in the Floor of this Chapel Anno 1626. 


Near whom was likewiſe buried the Lady Elizabeth Norris, in the Year 
1645. 


O x the South-eaſt Corner of Pilliers's Tomb, and near thoſe of Harley and 
Dudley, are two Grave-Stones ; the firſt covers the Body of George Sprat, Son to 
the Biſhop of Rocheſter, bearing the ſame Inſcription literally with that on his Mo- 
nument in St. Benedicts Chapel, which therefore I need not repeat. The other 
covers the Bodies of Biſhop Sprat, and his Son Thomas, and on it is this Inſcription :

Ing to his particular Directions. 


THERE is another antient Stone, part of it lying under Sir George Villiers's 
Monument, but I can find no Owner. 


THE Lady Barbara Fielding was buried in this Chapel Anno 1541. As we 
leave this Chapel, going out of the Door, we tread upon the Ruins of that great 
and learned Antiquary Sir Henry Spelman, who dying at more than 20 Years of 
Age, was buried at the Door of this Chapel in the Year 1641. AT 
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Book II. 


i. £AvING this Chapel we aſcend to that of 


HENRY the VIIth. 


Ar the Faſt-end of the South-Ifle of which Chapel is a Monument of black 
Marble and Touchſtone, on which is an Image of Copper gilt, as here exhibited, 
This Tomb was erected to Margaret Counteſs of Richmond, Mother to King Henry 
XII. She was ſole Daughter and Heir to John Beaufort Duke of Somerſet by Mar- 
garet Beauchamp, and was firſt married to Edmund Tudor, Son of Owen Tudor, and 
Katherine Widow of King Henry V. which Edmund was by Patent, dated 1452, 
created Earl of Richmond, by whom ſhe had Henry VII. After his Death ſhe mar- 
ried Sir Humphry Stafford, a younger Son of Humphrey Duke of Buckingham, whom 
ſurviving likewiſe, ſhe married a third time with Thomas Lord Stanley Earl of 
Derby, lt had Children by neither of them. She was a great Encourager of 
Learning, and founded two Colleges in Cambridge, Chriſt-Church and St. John's. She 
inſtituted a Divinity-LeCture in each Univerſity, ſtill called by her Name. She 
was a great Encourager of Printing, when firſt begun in England; and was, I am 
inclin'd to think, a chief Supporter of Caxton, or Wynk in the Wend, who ſtiles 
himſelf, in a Piece of Biſhop Fiſher, her Confeſſors Works, Printer to her Highneſs's 
Grace, Margaret the King's Grandame. She always ſtil'd herſelf Mother to the 
illuſtrious Prince Henry VII. This being in Henry VIII. his Time, was, I ſuppoſe, 
an Augmentation to her Title. She died the 3d of Kal. of July, (Mr. Weaver, by 
Miſtake, ſays the 12th of July,) and was buried here, Biſhop Fiſher preaching her 
Funeral Sermon, in the firſt Year of Henry VIII. viz. Anno 1509. Of her parti- 
cular Charities, ſee in the Preface to her Funeral Sermon lately reprinted at Cam- 
bridge; and of ſome Particulars, ſee in the Inſcription round her Tomb, and en- 
graved under it on the Plate. Her plain and juſt Epitaph was written by Eraſ- 
mi, for which he had a Reward of 20 s. | 


The Fngliſb is thus: 


Tux Tomb of Margaret of Richmond, Mother of Henry VII. Grandmother 
* of Henry VIII. who gave a Sallary to three Monks of this Convent, and found- 
„ Grammar-School at Winbourne, and to a Preacher throughout England, and 
to two Interpreters of Scripture, one at Oxford, the other at Cambridge; where 
* the likewiſe founded two Colleges, one to Chriſt, and the other to St. John, his 
* Difcaple. 

On the Iron Rails, which encompaſs this Tomb, hung formerly an old Parch- 
ment Writing fram'd, on which was this Elegy, written by Skelton, Laureat to 
Henry VIII. and was as follows.

Ar the Weſt End of the ſaid Ile is a curious Monument of Marble, enclos'd 
with Rails of Iron. On the Tomb is a Lady rob'd, of fine Alabaſter ; and on 
each Side it four Children kneeling. This Tomb, which is here expreſs'd, N* 3 5 was 
erected to Margaret Daughter to Margaret Queen of Scots, Daughter to Henry 
VII. and the Earl of Angus. This Lady was born at Harbottle Caſtle in Northum- 
berland, Anno 1515, at which Place her Father and Mother reſided, being in 
Exile, (through Diſſentions among the Scottiſh Nobility.) This Lady, who was Grafton. 4:3, 
very beautiful, was in the Year 1537 ſought for in Marriage by Thomas Howard 
Duke of Norfolk; who was upon that Account, together with this Margaret 
committed to the Tower, and the Duke was in Parliament convicted of High- f 
Treaſon, for affiancing her without King Henry VIII. her Uncle's Conſent, where 
he died. After ſome time, ſhe being releas d, married Matthew Earl of Lenox; | 
by whom ſhe had the beautiful Lord Darnley, who at ſeventeen was married to 
Mary Queen of Scots. His Effigy ſee on the Tomb, with the Crown over it. 
Of the eight Children round this Tomb, mention is made but of three; for four 
Daughters and one Son died Infants. Of theſe three, was the Lord Henry, be- 
fore mentioned; Charles, Father to the Lady Arabella Stuart; and another Henry, 
who died nine Years old; and lies in the Chauncell of Stepney Church, near Lon- 
don. This Lady died the1oth of March, in the Year 1577. 


HER = lies alſo the before mentioned Charles Stuart, Earl of Lenox, third Son of the 
{aid Lady Margaret, who was bornin England, and took to Wite Elizabeth, Daughter 
of Sir William Cavendiſh of Chatſworth. He died in the twenty firſt Year of his Age, 
and was here buried in a little Vault, containing only two leaden Coffins, His and 
his Mother's; which being plac'd over it, has by its Weight ſo injur'd the former,

King of England; but that Match not taking 
effect, the was married to Francis Dauphin of France, who ſoon after ſucceeded 
as King, but reign'd no more than 17 Months, and odd Days, leaving this 
Queen without Iſſue, who going into Scotland, married the young Lord Henry 
Darnley her Couſin, by whom ſhe had King James VI. of Scotland, and firſt 
of England. But not long after this ſecond Match, this young King Henry was ſtran- 
gled in the Night, and the Houſe blown up with Gunpowder. After which bein 
deſtitute of Power to make Head againſt Murray and the reſt of the FaCtion, {he 
was conſtrain'd to marry James, Earl of Bothwell. After which the Faction grew 
more hot againſt her, ſtirrd up by Knox and other Incendiaries, who charg'd her 
with the Murder of her Huſband, the Lord Darley, and afterwards marrying = 
with his Murtherer.

AxoTHER Wainſcot Preſs of the {ame Form is plac'd at a Corner of the 
great Faſt-Window of this Chappel, in which is the Effigies of the Lady Mary, 
Dutcheſs of Richmond, who was Daughter to James Duke of Richmond and Lenox, 
and Heireſs to the Honours and Eſtate of her Family after the Death of Duke 
Eſme her Brother. She married with Richard Butler Earl of Arran in Ireland, ſe- 


cond Son to James Duke of Ormond. She is drels'd in Robes worn by a Dutcheſs 
on the Coronation, 


Ix the North-Iſle of this Chapel, at the Weſt-End, and plac'd againſt the Head 
of Queen Elizabeth's Tomb, 1s a third Wainſcot-Preſs, but without Glaſs, as the 
others, in which is the Effigies of General Monk, Reſtorer of the Royal Family 
and Monarchy to theſe Realms. To ſpeak particularly of this Great Man: He 
was Son of Sir Thomas Monk of Potheridge, deſcended from the Plantaganets; and 
was after his Father's Death Lord of the Manor of Potheridge. After the Reſ- 
tauration of King Charles in Reward for his unequal'd Services, was created Duke, 
of Albemarle, Earl of Torrington, Baron Monk of Potheridge, Beauchamp, and Teys, 
Captain General of his Majeſty's Forces, Maſter of the moſt Noble Order of the 


Garter, and Privy-Counſellor. He died the 4th of January 1669, and was bu- 


ried after a moſt Honourable Manner, on the laſt Day of April following, at which 
Funeral he had a Hearſe erected in this Church, and on it this Effigy was plac'd. 
He lies in a Vault near this Place; made for, him and his Family, of which we 
ſhall give a particular Account hereafter, | 


Ix the Nave of this Chapel ſtands the ſumptuous and magnificent Tomb of 
the Founder of this Chapel, Henry VII. and his Queen Elizabeth. She died in 
Child-bed in the Tower of London on Saturday the Eleventh Day of February, be- 
ing likewiſe her Birth-day, Anno 1502, in the 37th Year of her Age, after ha- 


ving {fat Queen 16 Years; upon whoſe Death ſolemn Dirges and Maſles, with sand. Gen.

ringing of Bells, were ordered throughout England. Her Body being embalmed, 
for which 60 Ells of Ell-broad Holland was allowed, together with Spices, Wine, 
Wax, Oc. was cered, and then by the King's Plummer encloſed in Lead, which with 
an Epitaph in Lead, was encloſed with Board, covered with black Velvet, ha- 
ving a Croſs of white Sarcenet, was placed in the Tower-Chapel under a Hearſe 


with Lights, and the Windows railed a good height, were hung with black Cloth, 


and filled with Tapers. The Corps was covered with a rich Pall of black Velver, 
with a Croſs of Gold; and after Pater-Noſter ſaid for the Soul of the Defunct, it 
was conveyed into a Chair or Hearſe covered with black Velvet, with a Croſs of 
Cloth of Gold fringed, and an Effigie in Robes laid on it, with a Crown, and the 
Hair diſhevel'd a Scepter in her Hand, and Rings on her Fingers. She was drawn 
to Weſtminſter, having white Banners of our Lady, ſignifying ſhe died in Child- 
bed; then followed 8 Ladies of Honour on Palfries ; then the Mayor and Com- 
monalty, Orders of Religious Houſes, Oc. thus they proceeded thro' the Streets, 
illuminated with Torches, to Charing-Croſs, where the Choir of St. Paul's left them, 
and the Abbots of Weſtminſter and Bermondſey met them, with the Convent, who 
received the Corps, and at the Church-yard of St. Margaret's it was removed out 
of the Chair, and conveyed into the Abbey, where was provided a ſumptuous 
Hearſe.

HE NR T VII. having ſurvived his Queen 7 Years, died at his Palace of Richmond 
on the 21ſt of April 1 509, in the 53d Year of his Age, and in the 24th of his 
Reign. After his Death his Body was placed in the Great Chamber, and then in 
the Chapel, under Hearſes, at which ſeveral Places it had ſolemn Maſs and a 
Dirge ſung by a Biſhop. On Wedneſday the gth of May it was conveyed in a Chair

adorned with Eſcutcheons, on which was his Effigies plac d in his Robes, with the 
Crown, Scepter and Ball.

men, who brought it to St. Paul's, where it reſted under a ſtately Hearſe while the 
Biſhop of Rocheſter ſaid ſolemn Mals and preach'd a Sermon. The next Day it was 
convey'd to Weſtminſter, where it was placed under another Hearſe while the Choir 
ſang Placebo and Dirige, which cloſed the Solemnities of that Day. The next Day 
ſolemn Maſs was ſung by three Biſhops, at the laſt of which was offered the Ban- 
ner, coarſer Coat, Armour, Sword, 'Target and Helmet, and the Nobility offer- 
ed their Pall of Cloth of Gold and Baudekin; then the Choir ſung Libera me, and 
the Corps was interr d; the Great Officers breaking their Staves, and Garter pro- 
claiming Henry VIII. his Title, they went to feaſt at the Palace. 


Ix the Place where he was interr'd he gave Orders to his Executors to ered a 
Monument over him and his Queen, which for its curious Form and Structure 
is unequal'd. It is encloſed in a Sacellum, or Chauntry-Chapel, of Braſs, curi- 
ouſly caſt in Entaglio and Deviſes, at the Corners of which are ſeveral Statues of 
Braſs, ſometime gilded, but they are now in a great meaſure gone, there being 
but four remaining, St. George, St. James, St. Bartholomew, and St. Edward. In 
this curious Encloſure ſtands the Tomb, of black Marble, with the Effigies of this 
Prince and his Queen in their Robes, of Copper gilt. At the Head of this Tomb 
is a large Roſe crown'd, and ſupported by a Red Dragon, the Enſign of Cadwalla- 
der, the laſt King of the Britons, from whom he derived his Title, and in honour 
of which Enſign is inſtituted a Herald, fo called. This Red Dragon he had 
painted on white and green Silk in his Standard at Boſworth, and is likewiſe ſup- 
ported by an Angel at the Foot of the Tomb. His Monument is adorned with 
Portcullis, in memory that he deſcended by his Mother's Side from the Beauforts. 


There is likewiſe on his Monument Roſes twiſted, allnded to the Union of -the

Houſes of York and Lancaſter. And at each end of his Tomb is a Crown in a Buſh, 
alluding to the Crown of King Richard III. found in a Hawthorn at Boſworth-Field, 
with which he was there crown'd.

Ar the Head of HenryVIIth's Chantry lies buried King Edward VIth his Grand- 

ſon, who dying at Greenwich the 6th Day of July 1553, in the 16th Year of his 

Age, when he had reigned 6 Years, 5 Months, and 9 Days, was buried on the 

th of Auguſt following; at whoſe Burial were carried ſeveral Banners and Tro- 

phies ; the Marquis of Wincheſter was chief Mourner. An Hearſe was ſet up for 

him at Weſtminſter, with Bannerols, Penſiles, and Eſcutcheons, and an Imperial 
Crown over it. The Service was in Engliſh, by the eſpecial Favour of his Siſter 

Queen Mary, who erected over him a ſtately Monument at the Head of Henry VII. Sandyford 
being an Altar of Braſs gilt, having on the Back the Reſurrection of our Saviour y. 48. 
wrought ; but this, as ſeveral other Pieces of Value, was (perhaps for that it had 

two Angels on the top kneeling, the one holding a Croſs, the other a Pillar of our 
Saviour's Paſſion) by the hot-brain'd Zealots in 41 demoliſhed ; ſo that not the 

leaſt Footſteps now remain. In Mr. Camden's Time it was remarkable; for ſpeak- 

ing of this Prince, he ſays, Ad caput avi Henrici ſeptimi requieſcit ſub altari ex ere 
deaurato, & artificioſe elaborato. | 
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Ox the South. ſide of the Tomb of Henry VII. is a ſmall Chapel, which con- 5 Te 
tains a moſt ſtately and ſumptuous Monument of caſt Braſs, where on a Marble i 
Table are, in cumbent Poſtures, the Effigies of a Nobleman and his Lady rob'd, un- 
der a Canopy of Braſs of curious Workmanſhip, ſupported by four Figures of Braſs, 
large as the Life, repreſenting Faith, Hope, Charity, and Prudence. This as here 
repreſented (N* 42.) was erected to the Memory of Lewis Stuart Duke of Richmond, 
and the Lady Frances his Dutcheſs, as appears by the Inſcriptions engraved on 
the Tomb, and here Engliſh'd : 


„HER lies Led the Body of the molt illuſtrious and moſt excellent Prince 
Lewis, Son of Eſme Stuart Duke of Lenox, Grandſon of John, Nephew to the

'This was erected to the Memory of Eſme Stuart Duke of Rich- 
mond and Lenox by his Lady Mary, Daughter to the Duke of Buckingham. He 
died in France in the Year 1660, aged 10 Years, leaving the Honour and Eftate 
to his Siſter Mary. He was brought over. and his Heart repoſited in the Urn 
over, and his Body under the Pyramid; the Epitaph on the Baſe of v hich is as 
follows.

O x this illuſtrious Family are others buried near this Place without Monu- 
ments; an Account of whom ſee in a ſeparate Survey of ſuch Interments : our 
give me leave to obſerve, that in an old Wainſcot-Preſs adjoining to this laſt 
mentioned Tomb, were the Effigies or Hearſe-Statues of the Duke and Ducheſs 
of Richmond before mentioned, but (being decay) a Batton is nail'd a-croſs the 
Foldings, and has been for ſome Years. 


CROSSING the Feet of Henry VIIth's Chauntry and Tomb, leads us to a ſmall 
Angle, deligned and uſed formerly as a Chapel, where is lately erected one of the 
moſt magnificent Monuments in this Abby, compoſed of the fineſt vein'd Mar- 
ble, where on an Altar lies an Image of a General in a Roman Habit, and ar his 
Feet is a Lady weepir g; the firſt repreſenting John Sheffield late Duke of Bucking- 
ham, and the latter his Ducheſs now living. Over all is a Figure of Time carry- 
ing ſeveral Buſto's in Relieve, of Children of this noble Couple. The Monument, 
together with the Inſcription, is here exhibited (N' XLII.) The Inſcription in 
Engliſh is as follows, v4, on the Ledge.

IN the Reign of King Charles II. he was General of the Dutch Troop of Horſe, 
Governor of Kingſton-Caſtle upon Hull, and firſt Gentleman of the Bed - cham- 
ber. After which, in the Reign of King James II. he was made Lord-Cham- 


berlain; and in the Reign of Queen Anne Lord Privy-Seal, and Preſident of 
the Council. 


Ix his Management of the Publick Affairs in the Houſe of Lords for the Space of 
54 Years, it is doubted whether was more, his e Elocution, or ready 
Application: His Vigor of Body declining, he preſerved that of his Mind to his 
laſt Breath. At length his Strength gently decreaſing, he lay down under his 
Burthen the 24th Day of February, and went to Reſt in the 75th Year of his 
Age, and of our Redemption Anno 1720.

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'TH1s great and excellent Nobleman amongſt the many Com 
plicable to him, ſhines in the firſt Rank of . Engliſh . 22 x pn = 
been for many Years celebrated. As he was himſelf a fine Judge and an err — 
lent Maſter of the Engliſh Poetry, ſo was he a generous and friendly Encourager 
of it in others; to whom his Favour was ſo extenſive, that even the e 
partook of his Bounty, tho' none but thoſe his nice Eye diſcovered to be th 
greateſt, ſhar'd his Friend{hip: of which two Inſtances give us a Taſte, viz. Mr. 
Dryden the Glory of the laſt, and Mr. Pope of the prefent Age; to the firſt of 
which his Care extended even after Death, by erecting a Monument well worth 
of him; and to the latter he has raiſed a no leſs laſting Monument in his Works 
by a Poem in Praiſe of him, in which he has preſerv'd the Dignity of the Nobleman, 
the Majeſty of the higheſt Critick, and yet the Familiarity and Friendſhip due to 
ſuch Merit, as evidently Thews, that as his Grace was a perfect Maſter of the an- 
tient Writings, ſo was he of the antient Patronage; and that, as the Spirit of a 
Mecenas required no nauſeous Flattery, fo neither did it preſerve any haught 
Diſtance, And he who maintained the higheſt Dignity, and diſtinguiſh'd — 
ſelf even with almoſt the greateſt Characters in this Land, knew how to unbend 
himſelf, and ſhare the moſt focal F amiliarity with the more private, tho' more 
excellent ones of Learning. And that (as he was above foreign Praiſe, his Works and 
himſelf diſdaining it) he alſo was without any View, but that which always aCtuates 
the greateſt Souls. His Grace's Works he ſubmitted to the Care of Mr. Pope 
who is now preparing them for the Publick. ; 


In a {mall Chapel, North of Henry VIIth's, is another ſtately Monument, but 
of a more antique Form, compoſed of black Marble, Touch, and other curious 
Marbles, having ſeveral Figures of Braſs, large as the Life, and gilt with Gold 
itting round the Tomb, on which are the Statues of George Villiers Duke of 2 
kingham, that great Favourite of King James I. and who in the Reign of Kin 
Charles was ſtabb d at Portſmouth by one Felton a Lieutenant, a melancholy and _ 
lous Diſcontent of that Time, This curious Monument ſee here exhibited (N*43.) 
with the Inſcriptions explaining his Titles, as Duke, Marquis, and Earl of Be 
kingham, Earl of Coventry, Viſcount Villiers, Baron Whaddon, &c.

IL᷑xAVvIN G the Nave of this Chapel, we enter the North-Ifle, at the Eaſt-end 
of which is a Vault, wherein are repoſited the Bodies of King James I. and his 
Queen Anne; of whom as crown'd Heads, tho not diſtinguiſh'd by Monuments, 


we ſhall here ſpeak. 


Hz was Son of the Lord Darnley, by Mary Queen of Scots, and was while an 
Infant crown'd King of Scotland, during his Mother's Troubles. Afrer her Death, 
he was by Queen Elizabeth declared her Succeſſor to England, of which he was 
crown'd King the 25th of July, 1503. He took to Wife Aune Daughter of Frede- 
rick II. King of Denmark and Norway, by the Advice of Queen Elixabeth. This 
Prince reigned over Scotland 59 Years, 3 Months, and 12 Days, and over England 
22 Years and 3 Days. He died, between Twelve and One before Noon, the 165th 
of March, 1525, aged 60 Years, at his Palace at Theobalds in Hertfordſhire, from 
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whence his Body was carried to Denmark-Houſe, now called Somerſet-Houſe; where 
having reſted about a Fortnight, it was brought into this Church, and placed 
under a Hearſe erected for that purpoſe, and buried in this Vault the 14th of May, 
King Charles, his Son and Succeflor, being chief Mourner, ſupported by the Earls of 
Arundel and Rutland, &c. On his Coffin was fix d a Plate of gilt Copper, with 
this Inſcription :

In the ſame Vault lies interr'd Anne of Denmark his Queen. She was Daugb- 
ter of Frederick II. King of Denmark and Norway, born at Scanderburgh on the 1 2th 
of December, 1574, and married to this Prince at her 15th Year of Age by Proxy 
at Cronenburgh, after which Marriage the King ſail'd to Norway, and conſummated it, 
She died at Hampton Court on Tueſday the 2d of March, 16 18,about two in the Morn- 
ing, in the 43th Year of her Age. Her Corps was brought in a Barge to Denmark, 
or Somerſet-Houſe, where it lay in State 9 Weeks, and was on Tueſday, the 13th 
of May, conveyed hither in State, and buried in this Vault. On her Coffin is no 
Inſcription ; but the leaden Urn which contained her Bowels had Anna Regina, and 


the Year 1619 on the top; which Urn, by what Means I know not, is now in 
the Vault of General Monk; perhaps removed there by the Workmen, when this 


Vault was opened for the Bones of Edward V. and his Brorher.

OvER this Vault is a ſmall Tomb of Marble and Alabaſter gilt, with the Fi- 
gure of a Child lying on it, reſting on its Left Arm, as repreſented on the ad- 
joining Plate (N' 4 5.) This was erected to MaryIII. Daughter of King James I. born 
at Greenwich in 1605, and ſoon after committed to the Care of the Lady Knevet, 
in whoſe Houſe at Stanwell the died on the 16th Day of December, 1607, aged 
two Years, five Months, and odd Days. The Body of this Child was brought in 
Coach to the Houſe of Dr. Richard Neyle, then Dean of Weſtminſter, and the follow- 
ing Day conveyed privately thro' the Cloyſters, and buried here. See the Inſcrip- 
tion on the Plate, ; Ba ADJOINING 
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ADJOINING to this is another ſmall, but curious Monument, repreſenting a 
Child dying in a Cradle, as mark d N 44. This was erected to Sophia, 4th Daugh- 
cer to King James, who was born at Greenwich on Sunday Morning the 2 1ſt of June, 
1606, and liv d not three Days. She was carried by a Barge to Weſtminſter, and buried 
here in State; at which time the Workmen were erecting Queen Elizabeth's Tomb. 
The Inſcription ſee on the Plate. 


BETWEEN the former two, and fixd in the Eaſt-Wall of this Iſle, is a 
beautiful Altar of white Marble, as here repreſented. This was erected by 
King Charles II. to the Memory of King Edward V. and his Brother; who by 
their treacherous Uncle Richard were orderd to be ſmother'd in the Tower, 
now call'd the bloody Tower, being near the Watergate. This horrid Act wus 
committed by Miles Forreſt and John Dighton, under the Command of Sir James 
Tyrrell, After which their Bodies were buried in a great Heap of Rubbiſh near 
the Foot-Stairs of their Lodging; where now is the rais'd Terraſs, on the Left- 
hand as you'go from the inner Arch of the Watergate to the Tower-Chapel, near 
the Staircaſe to that Terraſs. But here they reſted not long, for King Richard gave 
Orders to remove them; which Care was commutted to the Prieſt of the Tower; 
who dying ſoon after, left the World in the Dark as to the Place. Various were 
the Conjectures of the Hiſtorians for many Years. Sir James Tyrrell when he was 
in the Tower for High-Treaſon againſt King Henry VII. being examined concern- 
ing this Matter, together with Dighton, confeſſed the Murther and Circumſtances, 
perhaps as melancholly as moſt, which ſome of our Hiſtorians give at large; but 
they confeſs d they knew not the Place of their ſecond Burial. Others (as Hiſto- 
rians love to work in the Dark) write, that Sir Robert Brakenbury's Prieſt cloſed 
them in leaden Boxes full of Holes, and let them down into the Sea at the Mouth 
of the Thames, in a Place call'd the black Deeps. But however this Story was repre- 
ſented, the Place was brought to Light after 200 Years; for in July 1674, there 
being Orders to rebuild ſome Offices, and clear the white Tower from thoſe ad- 
Joining, as they were taking away the Stairs going from the King's Lodging into 
the Chapel of the White Tower, the Workmen diſcovered about 10 Foot deep in 
the Ground ſome {mall Human Bones in a wooden Cheſt ; which Bones being 
nicely examin'd, were found to have been thoſe of two Boys, the one of 13, the 
other of 11 Years of Age; the Skull of one whole, but the other broken by the 
Labourers, as were ſeveral of the other Bones, and likewiſe the Cheſt: Who not 
heeding them, caſt them away with the Rubbiſh ; whereupon they were com- 
manded to ſift it, and fo preſerved all the Bones. This being brought to the 
Ears of King Charles II. his Majeſty ordered them to be put in a Marble Urn, an

PROCEEDING Weſtward in this Iſle, we are almoſt forbid Paſſage by a large and 
{tately Monument erected to the great and glorious Queen Elizabeth. This Mo- 
nument, of various Kinds of Marble, gilt, and Arms and Cognizances of the Eng- 
liſh Kings, is, together with its Inſcription, here exhibited; which being the juſt 
Character of her Actions, will require no other than a Tranſlation for the Engliſh 
Reader, viz. |

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Tuts excellent Princeſs died at Richmond, where her Body was embalm'd and 
los'd in Lead, and brought by Water to Whitehall, from whence, being attend- 


ed by 1500 Mourners, to this Church, it was buried the 28th of April, 1602, 


Ix the ſame Grave lies her Siſter and Predeceſſor, Queen Mary; who, after aReign 

ſhort and bloody of five Years, four Months, and eleven Days, died at St. Fames's, 

where her Bowels lie in the Chapel, and her Heart, which was ſeparately enclo- 

ſed in a Box covered with Velvet, and bound round with Silver. Her Body be- 
ing embalm'd, was encloſed in Lead and put in a Coffin covered with Purple 
Velvet, which was covered with a Pall of Cloth of Tiſſue, with a Croſs of white 
Cloth of Silver, adorn'd with Eſcutcheons, and placed under a ſtately Hearſe in 
the Chapel; and on Tueſday the 12th of December ſhe was convey'd in an open 
Chariot with her Effigie to the Church, in which was placed an Hearſe for the 
Corps. while Garter ask'd the Prayers for her Soul. After the Ceremonies of Bu- 
rial, the was interr'd in this Place, and had no Memorial, till King James, erecting 
this Tomb to Queen Elizabeth, added on the Baſe theſe modeſt Words:

NexT Weſtward to the Tomb of Queen Elizabeth, on the South: ſide this Iſle, 1 
is a Monument of white Marble, with a Buſto, of George Saville, late Marquis 
of Hallifax ; of whom ſee in the Inſcription engraved on the Plate, N* 48. 


WESTWARD from which is a ſtately Monument, being a Pyramid of vein'd 
Marble, of an extraordinary Height, ſupported by two Griffins of Braſs gilt, 
on a Pedeſtal of the moſt curious Marble, and the Arms of Braſs, likewiſe 
gilt. This was ereCted to the Memory of that great Encourager of Learning the 
late Marquis of Hallifax, whoſe Character ſee in the Inſcription engrav'd, with 
the Monument, N* 49.

ON the Left-hand when you enter this Door, and againſt the Weſt-Wall of 
this Chapel, is a ſtately Monument of various colour'd Marble, erected to Sir 
John Puckering, Lord-Keeper in the Time of Queen Elizabeth. The Monument 
is here exhibited, N' 50. with the Inſcription, which in Engliſh is as follows:

ADJoINING to the former, is a Monument of black and white Marble, now 
pretty much broken and injur'd, on which are two Statues, a Man and a Woman 
in a cumbent Poſturez and over them a Table of black Marble, bearing only an 
Inſcription on one fide of it. This Monument, which ſee N' 51. was erected to 
Sir James Fullerton, of whom ſee all that's neceſſary in the Inſcription-engrav'd 
on the Plate, and for the better Beauty carried over the Table. 


IN the middle of this Chappel is a Tomb of white Marble, encloſed with Rails, 
with two antient Statues lying on it, and mark'd N* 52, which covers the Body 
of Sir Giles Daubney, a Man of great Authority in the Time of King Henry VII. of 
whoſe Bedchamber he was. The Inſcription, as Mr. Camden has given it us, is

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NEAR the Tomb of Fullerton is a very magnificent Monument of Alabaſter 
with Pillars of Marble, and Lydian, gilt, on which is the Effigy of an ancient 
perſon in a Chancellor's Gown, with 8 Children kneeling at his Feet. This Mo- 
nument, which ſee N* 53. was erected to Sir Thomas Bromley, as appears by the 
Epitaph thus tranſlated, 


Thomas Bromley Kt. remarkable for his Wiſdom, Piety, and Knowledge of 
ce the Law, Privy-Counſellor to Queen Elizabeth, and Lord-Chancellor ; when 
© he had for eight Years delivered Equity with ſingular Integrity and Temper of

* ried. He liv'd 57 Years, and died the 1 2th of April, Anno 1587. He left by his 
Lady Elizabeth, of the Family of the Forteſcues, eight Children.

ON the Eaſt-ſide of this Chapel is a beautiful Tomb of Alabaſter, and other 
kinds of Marble, on which is the Effigy of a Lady rob'd, with a Coronet on her 
Head. This Monument was erected to the Memory of Frances Counteſs of $/- 
ſex, as appears by the following Inſcription,

againſt the Wall, and at the top of it a Buſto of white Marble in a circular Frame of 
| gilt Braſs; and on a Table of the ſame an Inſcription, informing you, that it was 
| | erected to Anne Lady Cottington, Baroneſs of Hanworth, &c. as ſee engraved N' 56. 


AT the Feet of which Monument is another curious one, raiſed like a Table, 
of black and white Marble, on which, reſting on the Left Arm, is the Effigy of 
£ Francis Lord Cottington, to whom this was erected, as appears by an Inſcription 
| over it, which ſee on the Plate with the former. Of this Lord Cottington lee much, 
; as well as his Character, in my Lord Clarendon's Hiſtory of the Rebellion. 


Nx which, in the Skreen of the Chapel, and indeed the whole Skreen is 
properly Part of the Monument, is an antient Tomb of grey Marble, under a low 
Gothick Arch, on which are Boards raiſed like the Lids of Coffins, or Cheſts, in 
keep. old Time, under which, {ay ſome * Writers, lay the Bodies to whom this Tomb 
nn was built in Lead-Coffins; but upon ſearching, under them I could not diſcover 
the leaſt Remains, or conceive the leaſt likelihood of ſuch thing. Over the Arch 
the Skreen is painted with many Arms, of which we have preſerved all that re- 
main, for many are gone; and along the upper Ledge, between theſe Scutcheons, 
ſtill remains in Text Letters of Gold this Inſcription :

BESIDES that which was on the middle Ledge, another, but now gone; 
however in Mr. Camden's Time it was thus:

Tars Monument was erected to one Lewis Robſert, a Native of Hainault, and 
his Wife Elizabeth, Daughter and Heir to Sir Bartholomew Bourchier. He was 
Standard-bearer to King Henry V. Knight of the Bath, afterwards Knight of the 
Garter, and made Lord Bourchier. He died Anno 1431. On the Monument 
are ſeveral Arms of the Engliſh Gentry, and thoſe of Hainault. This Robſert ſhould 
ſeem to be a Relation by Marriage to Geoffry Chaucer, our Poet; for the Creſt to 

his Arms is that of Sir Payne Roet's of Hainault, Father to Chaucer's Wife, and Ka- 
therine Swinford Ducheſs of Lancaſter. The Arms of Roet are likewiſe on the Skreen, 
viz. three Wheels, Or, in a Field Arg. I likewiſe find Chaucer's Arms there, wiz. 
Argent and Gules per pale, a Bend counter-chang d. The Arms of Stafford are 
likewiſe there, this Lady being Widow to Sir Hugh Stafford at this her ſecond

Is which, on the Right-hand, after entring, is a curious Monument, as here 
exhibited, No 57. of fine Marble, the Side-Pillars of red, and on it a Lady kneel- 
ing, repreſenting Mrs. Mary Kendal; of whoſe excellent Qualities read the curi- 
ous and pathetick Inſcription on her Tomb, as engraved on the Plate. 


Ox the South-Wall of this Chapel is a handſome Monument, being two Sta- 
tues of white Marble, reſting their Arms on a Marble-Table; on which Table 
was formerly an Inſcription, ſhewing that one Edward Popham, an Officer and 
Colonel in the Rebels Army againſt King Charles I. lay there; and ſhewing, after 
the manner of thoſe moſt deſperately abandon'd Wretches, the Merits and Glo- 
ry of that Rebellion: For which, after the Reſtauration, when the poiſonous In- 
habitants, who had uſurped, after the Kingdom, a Burial here among the Kings, 
were caſt out into the Field, this Monument, like the others, was ordered to be 
defaced: But upon Application made to his Majeſty King Charles, by ſome of the 
Lady's Relations who had ſerved the Royal Party, it was ſuffered to remain, on- 
ly the Inſcription was turned inward; a Copy of which Inſcription I hear is in 
the Hands of a Nobleman, curious this way; which, if to be attain'd, ſhall be 
added in the Appendix. This Tomb ſee here N* 58, 


Nx Ax the North-Eaſt Angle of this Chapel is a handſome Table-Monument of 
white Marble, as here exhibited N' 59. erected to the Memory of Thomas Cary, 
ſecond Son to the Earl of Monmouth, as appears by the Inſcription. He- was of 
the Bed-chamber to King Charles I. and died, as is thought, of Grief, ſoon after 


the Murder of his Maſter, viz. 1648, being Aged 33 Years, and lies in the Lord 
Hunſdon's Vault. | | 


IN the midſt of this Chapel is a very large Monument of black Marble, on 
which are, in cumbent Poſtures, the Efhgies of a Nobleman in the Robes of the 
Garter, and a Lady on his Right- ſide, with Space on his Left for another. This 
Monument, N' 60. was erected to that great Stateſman Thomas Cecil Earl of Exe- 
ter, as appears by an Inſcription round the Ledge, in Engliſh thus: 


Thomas Cecil Earl of Exeter, Baron of Burleigh, Knt. of the Garter, Privy- 
Counſellor to King James, with his two dearly loved Wives, Dorothy Newil, 
«* Daughter and Co-heir to the noble Lord Latimer, his firſt Wife, and Frances 
«* Bridges of the noble Family of the Chandors, his ſecond Wife: They reſt under 
this Monument in firm Hope of a Reſurrection. This Monument ſee N' 60.

AGAINST the Eaſt-Wall of this Chapel, where was formerly the Altar of 
St. John Baptiſt, is a moſt magnificent Monument of various Marble and Alaba- 
ſter, gilt with Gold, and adorn'd with Sculpture. This Monument, which ec 
here exhibired Ne 61. was erected to the Memory of Henry Carey, firſt Couſin to 
Queen Elizabeth by the Mother's Side. This Gentleman, tho' much eſteem'd by 
the Queen, could not attain thoſe Honours he deſerv'd; which, as they were 
always the Rewards of Merit, ſo came they very ſeldom from the Hand of that 
wiſe and judicious Princeſs. This Gentleman at length took the Diſappointment 
to Heart, at which the Queen, mov'd too late, created him a Baron, and order- 
ed the Patent and Robes to be laid upon his Bed; but Honours appearing to him 


then in a juſter Light, when wiſely inſtructed by Death, he left them ax a9

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World together, and lies in a Vault near this Tomb, Anno 1595. The Inſcrip- 
tion being too {mall on the Plate, is as follows :

and Scutcheons at each Corner, with ſome Remains of other Engraving. The

ON the South-ſide of this Chapel is an antient Monument of Free-Stone, where 
under a Gothick Canopy lies the Image of a Biſhop in his Habit. This was erected 
to the Memory of Thomas Ruthal, Biſhop of Durham, born at Cirenceſter in Gloce- 
ſterſbire, educated at Cambridge, where he commenc'd Doctor of Laws, preferr d 
by Henry VII. to the See of Durham, made Privy-Counſellor to Henry VIII. who 
employ'd him, as being a wiſe and learned Man, in ſeveral Embaſſies. The odd 


Manner of this Gentleman's Death take from Biſhop Godwin. 


It pleaſed the King one time to require him to ſet down his Judgment in 
« Writing, concerning the Eſtate of his Kingdom in general, and particularly to 
inform him in certain Things by him ſpecified. This Diſcourſe the Snap 
« writ very carefully, and cauſed it to be bound in Vellum, gilt, and otherwiſe 
« adorned, in the beſt manner. Now you ſhall underſtand, how that it chanced 
him about the ſame time to ſet down a Note of his own private Eſtate, con- 
<* taining an Inventory not only of his Utenſils and Houſhold-Stuff in every of his 
{© Houſes, with their Value, but alſo of his Moneys, either owing to him, or 
TV eniers contain'd ready in his Coffers, which amounted to an infinite Treaſure, 
no leſs than 100000]. This Account was written in a Paper-Book of the ſame 
* Faſhion and Binding that the other was, which he had provided for the King; 
* whereby it happened, that the King ſending Cardinal Wolſey for the other 
* Draught that he had fo long before required of him, the Biſhop miſtaking, de- 
&« liver'd that which contain'd the Report of his own Wealth and private Eſtate. 
* "This the Cardinal ſoon eſpying, and willing to do the Biſhop a Diſpleaſure, (for 
there had been long and great Emulation between them, ) deliver d it, as he had 
c receiv'd it, to the King, ſhewing how. the Biſhop had happily miſtaken himſelf;

© for now (quoth he) you ſee where you may at any time command a great 
* Maſs of Money, if you need it. As ſoon as the Biſhop underſtood his own

Tus Prelate's Death happened in the Year 1523. He built the great Cam- 
ber at Aukland, Part of the Bridge over the River Tyne, and intended to rebuild 


the Pariſh-Church of Cirenceſter, but was prevented by Death. On his Tomb, 
which ſee N' 62. was this Inſcription : 


Hic jacet Thomas Ruthall, Epiſcopus Dunelmen, & Regis Henrici ſeptimi Se- 
ce cretarius, qui obiit 1524. 


ADJoINING to this is another antient Monument of Free-Stone, with the 
Image of a miter'd Abbat. This was raiſed over one William de Colcheſter, Abbat 
of this Church; of whom ſee a particular Account in the Lives of the Abbats, 
His Monument ſee N' 63. 


A third antient Monument is the Weſtward of the three; it is plain, arched 
in the Skreen, and grated with Iron. Towards the Area, and on the Frize of the 
Stone-work, 1s Flacket in a Cypher, intimating, that George Flacket, Abbat of 


Weſtminſter in the Time of Henry VII. lies here. Of this Man fee a particular 
Account in the Lives of the Abbats. 


ON the Tomb of Flacket is a large Stone Coffin, with a Croſs on it, ſaid by 
ſome to contain the Body of one of the Bohun's, Earls of Hereford . by others, 
Thomas Milling Biſhop of Hereford, and ſome Time Abbat of this Church. True 
it is, that when Camden wrote of theſe Monuments, Milling lay in medio hujus Sacelli; 
but that he was removed upon making the Earl of Exeter's Monument, is meer 
Conjecture. Certain it is, that one Richard de Croſsly, Abbat in Henry III's Time, being 
bury d in St. Edmunds Chapel, and that Chapel in Time decaying, his Body was car- 
ry d to that of St. Nicholas, and laid under a little plain Stone bur afterwards, in 
Henry VI's Time, the Body was taken up, and ſeen in a Stone Coffin whole and 
ſound, dreſs' d in his Maſs-Habit; and it is not unlikely that it reſted there above 
Ground till a more convenient Repoſitory happened on the Tomb of one of his | 
Predeceſſors. Another Reaſon why I doubt its being Milling's, is, the antient Form 
of it, and the Matter itſelf; for Stone Coffins were very rarely, or never, I think, 
uſed here in the 14th Century, But however doubtful the Name of the Owner | 
of it is, the Hiſtorian of this Church, Mr. Keep, was much miſtaken in aſſert- 
ing that it contained a Body viſible, but ſomewhat defaced by its Removal; | 
which, if it was ſo, it has in thirty Years, notwithſtanding its Stone Secu- | 
rity, met with ſtrange Alteration; for upon Inſpection I could not perceive the 
leaſt Remains of Bones, or any Appearance that it had been inhabited, were it not 
for three or four Oak Boards (once the inward Cheſt, a firmer Proof of its Antiqui- 
ty) fallen flat one on the other, and lying at the bottom of the Stone Cothn.

Ny Ax the Lord Hunſdon's Vault is a ſmall Grave-Stone, with this Inſcrip- 


tion : 


« Charles Howard, third Son of the Right Honourable Charles Earl of Carliſle, 


&© who was born the fifth Day of September, Anno Dom. 1668, and died the third 
Hof April, 1670, and heth here interred.” 


LEAVING this, we come to the Chapel of 


IsL1e, call'd commonly, St. Ex asMus. 


In which Chapel, in the midſt, is a plain Marble Table, with four ſmall Pil- 
lars of Braſs ſupporting it; under which Table was a Skeleton of Alabaſter in a 
Shrowd, now taken away, repreſenting John Iſlip, Abbat of Weſtminſter in the 
Time of Henry VII. F —_ of this Chapel, and a great Bene factor to this Church; 
of whom lee in the Lives of the Abbats. There was formerly an Inſcription, but 
I ſee no Remains of it now; nor of the Painting on the Roof, over this Table, 
repreſenting our Saviour hanging on the Croſs, calling to Mankind in theſe Verſes. 


Aſpice ſerve dei fic me poſuere Judæi.

AND under the Crucifix the Picture of an Abbat, holding up his Hands, and 
praying in this manner: 


En cruce qui pendis Iſlip miſerare Johannis, 


Sanguine perfuſo reparaſti quem pretioſo. 


ON the Eaſt-Wall of this Chapel is a handſome Monument of white Marble, 
as here deſcrib'd N' 66. erected to Sir Chriſtopher Hatton, Knight of the Bath, by his 
Lady Alice. He died July 23. 1596. Aged 72. | 


OVER this Chapel is the Chauntry, as I take it, of Iſlip, to which we aſcend | 


by Stone Steps; in it are two large Preſſes of Wainſcot, containing the Effigies 
of our Princes, and other Great Perſons who have been buried here, which were 
carried in open Chariots at their Funerals, and laid under Hearſes, in this 
Church. There are many of them, but ſadly mangled ; ſome with their Faces 
broke, others broken in ſunder, and moſt of them ſtripp'd of their Robes, I ſup- 
poſe by the late Rebels. I obſerve the antienteſt have eſcap'd beſt, I ſuppoſe by 
reaſon their Cloaths were too old for Booty. There is, as I take it, Edward 00

with a large Robe, once of Crimſon Velvet, but now ap 


pears like Leather. There 
is Henry V. But I can't ſuppoſe it that carried at his Funeral; for that was made 


of tann'd Leather, but this is of Wood, as are all the old ones. The later are of 

Stuff, having the Heads only of Wood, as Queen Elizabeth, who is entirely 

ſtripp d; and James I. The others are ſo mangled, I know not what to make of

them. 
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
